reach him. 

Vetter was seised by the three men. but 
he did not submit meekly. In the scuffle 
the revolver was discharged, but no one 
was wounded. 

Believing that he had shot one of the 
men. Vetter dashed down Chestnut street 
in an attempt to get away, but Patrolmen 
Collins and Wellman, seeing the cru *<1 
pursuing him and crying "Stop that 
man." lay In wait around the comer.

Is attending house par ties. When he 
feels inclined to *pund the week-end 
with one of hla subjects the honored 
one is notified In good lime, so that 
there may be no hitch In the arrange¬ 
ments for his majesty'* comfort. 

The hAppy host immediately gives 
notice of the event to his household, 
and preparations are begun with great 
care. The house is gone over from 
roof to garret, inspected and put into 
proper shape. Especial care l# em¬ 
ployed in the selection and arrangement 
of the royal suite. 

The chef receives order* to exercise 
all the Ingenuity of the culinary art 
to turn out the daintiest of dishes for 
the delectation of the royal guest. The 
grooms art* Instructed to give the 
stables the cleanly appearance of a 
drawing-room, and the finest horses In 
the string are reserved for his majesty's 
use. 

After reporting on the state of pri¬ 
vate game, the gamekeepers make 
ready for a grand hunt, as Edward VII. 
Is an ardent lover of the sport; and 
those who possess well-stocked shoot¬ 
ing preserves hold a prominent place 
on his visiting llet. Everybody down 
to the stableboy haa his hands full. 

In the meantime, a provisional Hot of 
guests Is submitted to his majesty for 
Mi perusal. If he does not care to 
meet any of the persons whom the host 
Has selected, he crosses out their names 
and suggests others in their place. 

On the day set for «the visit the roy¬ 
al party and attendants go down and 
take possession. The king Is then as 
much master of the estate a s If he 
were in his own palace. The host and 
hostess rack their brains to devise new 
and diverting pastimes. Nothing, how¬ 
ever. la decided on without consulting 
his majesty's pleasure. 

It Is said that lately the king lias 
rfhown a decided taste for outdoor eat¬ 
ing. A! fresco luncheons are now much 
In favor at these parties, and their 
cheerful unconvcntionollty la said to be 
highly pleasant to King Edward.

While In town the King is the «cu**t 
of honor at numerous dinners and other 
functions. His majesty exhibits a 
marked preference for women who are 
handsome and know how to dress.

LIMB OF YOUNG BIRD SET. 


Remarkable Instance* of healing and 
surgery on the part of the lower ani¬ 
mals and fish ore given by a physician 
Interested In natural hlatory. who 1* 
quoted anonymously by the New York 
Tribune. He * ays: 

"Animal* instinctively* choose such 
food as lB best suited to them A largo 
number of animate, wash themselves 
and bathe, as elephants, stag*, bird* 
and ants, while they get rid of their 
parasite* by using dust, mud, clay, etc. 
Those suffering from fever restrict their 
diet, keep quiet. se6k darkneiw and 
airy places, dtink water and sometime* 
even plunge Into It. Animals suffering 
from traumatic fever treat themselves 
by the continued application of cold 
water, which Is considered by physi¬ 
cians’to be more certain than any of 
the other methods. An animal suffering 
from chronic rhoumath'in always keeps 
.is far as possible in the sun. When an 
uni mat has a wounded leg or arm hang¬ 
ing on, It completes the amputation by 
means of it* teeth. 

"Of all the domestic animal* the dog 
seem* best fitted to look out for Itsolf 
when ill. When a dog haa lost its ap¬ 
petite It eat* that species of grass 
known a* dog's grass (chtendent). 
which acts a* an emetic and purgative. 
When constipated It oat* fatty sub¬ 
stances. such as oil and butter, with 
avidity. A dog on being atung in the 
muzzle by a viper was observed to 
plunge He head repeatedly for several 
day* into running water, and eventual* 
ly reoovtred. A sporting dog was run 
over by a carriage. During three week* 
In winter it remained lying In a bn>ok. 
where Its food was taken to it. The 
animal recovered. A terrier dog hurt 
Its right eye. It remained lying under 
a counter, avoiding light and heat, 
although it habitually kept close to the 
fire. It adopted a general treatment, 
rest and abstinence from food. The 
local treatment consisted In licking the 
upper surface of the paw. which It ap¬ 
plied to the wounded eye, Again lick¬ 
ing the paw when it became dry. 

"Cat* eat grass, especially that species 
known as catnip. Cats also, when hurt, 
treat themselves by the method of con¬ 
tinuous irrigation by licking the afflict¬ 
ed part. One observer cite* the case of 
a cat which remained for some time ly¬ 
ing on the bank of a river; also that of 
another cat which had the singular for¬ 
titude to remain for forty-eight hours 
under a Jet of cold water. 

"Sheep and cow*, when 111. seek out 
certain herb*. Horses, when constipat¬ 
ed, cat fatty substances with great avid¬ 
ity until relief comes.

Fishes’ Physician. 


‘The tench (Tinea tinea) is known as 
the fishes' physician, and for It has been 
literally claimed the royal gift of heal¬ 
ing by touch. Camden, in hi* 'Brltan- 
nlca, says: 'l have seen the bellies of 
pikes which have been rent open have 
their gaping wounds presently closed 
by the touch of the tench, and by hi* 
glutinous slime perfectly healed up.* 
Specific instance# of che wonderful heal¬ 
ing power exerted by this fish are nu¬ 
merous. The following mentioned by 
Mr. Wright In his book on 'Fishes and 
Fishing,* is one of the many that might 
be quoted: 

'A gentleman who was unfortunately 
unable to leave the house for some time, 
through an accident, amused himself by 
making small artificial tiles, which he 
did very neatly. He kept some minnows 
and a tench, about two and a quarter 
Inches long, in a very large, wide- 
mouthed bottle; all the minnows had 
died except one; my friend was Just 
finishing a fly as I went Into his room, 
and he held It upon the surface of the 
water in the bottle, as he was often in 
the habit of doing; the minnow darted 
at it so rapidly that he could not with¬ 
draw the fly In time to prevent the hook 
from pricking the minnow; the little 
fish descended three-fourths of the way 
down the bottle, poised himself for a 
moment with his nose pointing down¬ 
ward. then swiftly went the remainder 
of the way. rubbed his nose for a few 
seconds against the side of the tench, 
and again swam about ns lively as be¬ 
fore. We both Joined in the opinion that 
It was really no fable os to the tench 
being the Aesculapius of fish; for here 
was an example, before our eyes, of a 
fish being wounded, and Immediately In¬ 
stinct directing him to seek a remedy.' 
• • • 

The "Fishes' Hospital.’*^ 


•In the Wtcawachee River. Florida. 
Is a spring gushing up from some sub¬ 
terranean source, and this ha* been 
named the 'Fishes Hospital’ by person* 
who have observed It. Owing to the 
clearness of the water every foot of the 
deep hole in the river bottom, from 
which the spring bursts forth, can be 
.>bserred, and numerous eyewitnesses 
testify to seeing many wounded and 
sick fish coming there for refuge and 
healing. In consequence of some pe¬ 
culiar property in the spring water 
their wound* heal rapidly, and a* soon 
o* cured they disappear, to be suc¬ 
ceed'd by other Injured ones. 

"A year or two ago Dutch colonial 
papers reported a remarkable case of 
animal Instinct. The people In the vil¬ 
lage of Lego wo. In the Javanese prov¬ 
ince of Salatlga, suffered ravage* from 
hordes of grAy monkey#, which de¬ 
stroyed their plantations. The Dutch 
sub-Oovernor recommended that they 
try strychnine to gel rid of the pe*ts. 

“The favorite fruits of the monkeys 
were accordingly collected In large 
quantities, heavily dosed with strych¬ 
nine and deposited In the woods. The 
monkeys ate freely, and many of them 
became violently til. but none died. It 
wo* then discovered that the monkey* 
when they felt the effect* of the poison, 
went In search of and ate the leaves of 
the temblekan. a certain weed which 
grows profusely In the archipelago. It 
was found thut when the animals were 
too 111 to seek the weed themselves 
they had It brought lo them by other 
monkeys.

It stops 
the bleeding by placing Us hand on the 
wound or dressing It with leaves and 
grass. A mother monkey has been ob¬ 
served to treat u young one which had 
hurt one of Its thumbs, so that blood 
came out of the wound, by sucking tho 
wounded member in its mouth, thus 
relieving the pain almost Immediately. 

"A Western observer record* a case 
of bird surgery* which came under his 
observation. A swallow had built its 
nest in hla barn, and one day. being 
a lover of birds, he climbed to the nest 
and found In It two young swallows, 
one being smaller and lens vigorous 
than the other add having a slighter 
covering of feathers. Upon taking the 
young bird In his hands he was stilt 
more astonished to find one of its leg* 
very thoroughly bandaged with horse¬ 
hair*. Having carefully removod the 
hairs one by one, he was still more as¬ 
tonished to find that the nestling's leg 
was broken. He carefully replaced the 
bird in it* nest and resolved to await 
further developments. Upon visiting 
the patient the next day the l*g was 
.gum found bandaged us before. The 
bird-surgeon was not again interfered 
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with, and the case being kept under 
observation, in about two week* It was 
found that the h*irs were being cau¬ 
tiously removed, only a few each day, 
and finally, when all were taken off, 
the callous wa* distinctly felt and tho 
unlone'rf bone evidently perfect, a* the 
bird was able to fly off with It* mates.

Ant Ambulances. 


"It is asserted by certain observers 
thatif an ant 1* a little ill, or slightly 
wounded, she is carefully tended by 
her companion*; while, on the other 
hand, thoee which ore dangerously til 
or wounded are carried out of the nest 
to die. The warrior ants have regu¬ 
larly organized ambulance*. Latrellle 
cut the antennae of an ant, and other 
ant* came and covered the wounded 

f >art with a transparent fluid secreted 
n their mouth*. 

"According to Dr. Fierce, a dentist 
of West Roxbury, Mass., who has spent 
several year* In the jungles of Africa, 
tho squirrels and monkey* of the sec¬ 
tion he visited have discovered a blue 
clay, much the same in color as that 
which covers the diamond fields, and 
in this clay Is a large percentage of 
creosote. When the animals have the 
toothache they plaster this clay Into 
the cavity as a remedy, and the creo¬ 
sote gives relief and often kills the of¬ 
fending nerve." 

THE LIFE OF OLD EGYPT. 


(Brooklyn Eagle.) 

Many queen* of ancient Egypt were per¬ 
oxide blonds of th# most golden hue and 
gloried In it Worse still, the aurora of 
beautiful hair was generally false, and 
to cap the climax, if anyone talked about 
it the result w*a sad but fatal. And the 
men. that Is the real high potentates who 
walked about wtth I.TOO slave* bowing 
every time a breath wa* drawn, were no 
better. The fart Is that these gentlemen 
of huge fortune used to wear raise whisk¬ 
er* and wigs without the allghtest shame 
and compel their servants to say nice 
things about the borrowed appendages. 

All thl* false glory of by-gone days was 
exposed by Prof. W. Max Muller, Ph. 
D.. of Philadelphia, who kept people 
laughing In a Brooklyn institute lecture 
on ' Lire in Egypt 1500 B C.." at the 
Academy of Music. He said that "fash¬ 
ion Is a sign of civilization." and the 
Egyptians were highly civilized at that 
period. They had shaven head* and war© 
wigs, some of which were of monstrous 
size. Frequently also the men wore false 
boards. In recent microscopical exam¬ 
ination of some mummies the wig of a 
queen game under the glass, and a great 
many things wera revealed. 

The decorative ornament which sur¬ 
mounts the headdress, so often seen in 
picture*. Is suspected to be an arrange¬ 
ment for holding a preparation of oil, 
probably mutton fat. which could melt In 
the sun and trickle down over the lock* 
and down the shoulders. This l» a guess 
from finding an African people not far 
fVom Egypt who to-day follow this cus¬ 
tom In a way that looks remarkably like 
the Egyptian headdress. Anointing live 
head with oil was always attractive in 
early times In tho Orient, the lecturer 
explaining that lt"*erved a sanitary* pur¬ 
pose, perhaps, as well ss being an honor." 

"Every woman of those dsys had her 
«»ye* painted exactly as now," wild the 


professor, showing painting sticks, and 
adding when he heard the laughter, "Ahl 
You laugh! I mean in the Orient. But 
painting the face was unknown In Egypt 
oa it Is In this country!” 

Here ha returned to the subject of oil 
•■id said that once the workmen of 
Rameacs III went on a strike because 
they did not have their daily hair oil. 

The lecture was fulijr illustrated and be¬ 
sides there were picture# of the exquisite 
Jewelry. perfume box©*, etc. The per¬ 
fume case# led to the study of the toilet. 

Prof. Muller then quoted from an Egyp¬ 
tian version of the story of Cinderella, he 
found on a very ancient papyrus, where 
Ohe King's eon picks up her soarf. or 
whatever It Is that takes the place fff th* 
traditional slipper lost In her flight, putt 
It to his nose, and declares that * T th# lady 
with that delicious smell shall become th* 
Queen of Egypt." 

Patent medicines by the dosena were 
used and recipes were found for no end 
of hair remedies, so certainly some people 
did not shave the head. In *11 the pic¬ 
tures found there Is no evidence tool 
women ever did the washing for the fam¬ 
ily. Thst was performed by men. 

The Egyptians were great drinkers. It 
was recorded on one slab that the de¬ 
ceased could drink more than any other 
man. "The Idea that the Egyptians were 
a mysterious, thoughtful, aer'ou* people 
1* not correct," said Prof Muller In clos¬ 
ing. "They believed In living for pleasure, 
wore gay. light hearted and hod Just a* 
‘good a time as circumstances would per¬ 
mit." 


BIG CHECKER. OUTPUT. 


(Boston Globe ) 

It seem* inconceivable that two men 
can Ik* kept steadily employed the y*ar 
round making checkers Yet that is what 
Is done In a mill at Bethel. Me. 

The average output of checkers from 
this mill is 800 barrels. It haa been as 
high as 1.000 and down to 600. but $00 
Is th* average This doesn’t sound very 
large, but when the figures are worked 
out It is found to be a lot. 

In every barrel shipped there ere 38.- 
000 checkers Of the ordinary size, while 
In SOD barrel* there are 28.HOO.OOO. or !.- 
300.000 sets of* 24 checkers each That I* 
to say. wtth the output of this 1 one 
Maine mill 2.400.000 persons could be 
pis ring checkers *l the same tlms. 

The checker* are made from white 
birch and they are colored red and 
black. They are made by machinery. 
Th© workman who tends the maxhlne 
take* a bolt, as the piece of birch Is 
called, shoves one end Into the machine 
and Maria It. H© wag* the bolt back and 
forth and each wag means a oinpiete 
checker. So fast can he operate xhe 
machine that the eye cannot follow it 
©ufllclently to count th# checker# a* thsy 
come out. Th© average rate of spaed l* 
HO per minute. 

It i* an Interesting fact that the ma¬ 
chine* which make these checker* are en 
Invention of s m©m’>©r of the firm, and 
they are built In Bethel. 

The output of the mill described l« 
more than th** cjmblned output of all 
other mills making checkers tn the 
lUnlted Stales. In addition million* of 
•pools are turned out each year

Says Petty Cases Should End 
In Lower Courts. 


Urges Revision of Criminal 
Code As Necessity. 


TEXT OF SPECIAL REPORT. 


Sharper and more vigorous than the 
complaint of any previous grand Jury 
It the protest made yesterday by the 
November grand Jury In a special re¬ 
port to Judge Joseph Pryor, of the 
Criminal Court, aguJnst the practice 
of the lower courts holding petty of¬ 
fenders for examination by It when. 
In the view of tho member* of the 
grand Jury, these offender* might much 
better have been dealt with before 
the original court. The report Is 
unanimous, being signed only by the 
foreman. Philip S. Tuley, and cornea 
after the grand Jury has been In ses¬ 
sion for less that* half of It* term and 
after It has dismissed a large number 
of cases, this fact having been re¬ 
marked upon by the attaches of the 
Criminal Court. 

A good part of the special report Is 
given over to tho recommendation that 
a new system of regulating the pro¬ 
ceedings In such cams and to a reci¬ 
tation of the evil* which the ''wretched 
practice*' that now obtain* has result¬ 
ed In. The report is along the same 
lines &s were addresses delivered by 
I/orralne C. Mix. Assistant Common- 
•wealth*. Attorney, during tho cam¬ 
paign. 

Mr. Mix. In his position of Assistant 
Commonwealth** Attorney, deal* chief¬ 
ly with the grand Jury and draws up 
tns Indictments. He has long advo¬ 
cated some such revision of tho Crim¬ 
inal Code as that urged by the present 
grand Jury- The effect of the present 
system Is felt keenly in the Criminal 
Oourt. where delays are unavoidable 
In the trial* of most cases Witnesses 
in trivial cases often aro compelled 
to go again and again to the court, 
called to give the samo testimony, as 
Is pointed out In the report of the 
grand Jury, that already they have 
given In the lower court and before 
the grand Jury. 

Further than that. It Is argued, the 
Inhumanity of keeping a poor man In 
Jail for months, awaiting the grand 
Jury's action on his case, and then two 
months more before hi* case come* to 
trial, all for an offense for which no 
Jury would give him a sentence of half 
thf llru-s !* apparent. The petty of¬ 
fender* and the trivial cases of which 
the grand Jurie* complain mostly are 
re .ruKeel from the poorer and lower 
claaae* of people and unjust conflne- 
ti.ei.t does not tend to Improve hie 
temper, his moral* or hi* conduct 
• • • 

Text of Special Report. 


The text of the special report of the 
grand Jury 1* as follows: 

Louisville, Ky.. Nov. 13, 1909.—To His 
Honor. th« Judge of the Criminal Court 
©f Jefferson County: The November grand 
Jury begs leave to submit this special re¬ 
port upon condition* confronting It from 
sod after It* first session. In the county 
J*U about seventy prisoners awaited the 
consideration of their coses, while per¬ 
haps fifty more had been held to the 
.§ rami Jury and released on bond. The 
October grand Jury had been unable to 
reduce this number, though It had zeal¬ 
ously applied Itself to It* duties and given 
consideration to about 135 case*. It was 
prevented from accomplishing more be¬ 
cause of the same conditions which have 
hampered the work of every grand Jury 
for years past and are to-day retarding 
our progress. 

These conditions are brought about by 
the necessity for considering trivial cases 
of misdemeanor, wherein the offenses are 
flight or unimportant, and In which the 
defendants have been held to the grand 
Jury after a hearing in tho courts below. 
These cases could have been—and should 
have been—disposed of definitely there 
In many of the cases the evidence Is in- 
Fufhcl* nt or flimsy, and they are so trivial 
that it l* difficult to find any justification 
for failure on tho part of the Police Court 
or Magistrates’ courts to dispose of them 
finally by the Imposition of fines or Im¬ 
prisonment. 

• • • • 

Sufficient Penalty Anticipated. 


The grand jury cannot consistently dls- 
tegard these cases nor dismiss them 
when it Is apparent that some punishment 
•s deserved, unless It be that In their 
judgment the imprisonment of the defend- 

? ,nta, pending a hearing of their cases be- 
ore that body, is sufficient penalty. 

In the fare of the unreasonably large 
number of such minor caeca, which every 
rand Jury Is called upon to hear, we are 
compelled to conclude that the occasion 
for this wretched practice on the part of 
the lower courts 1* the system of fees, 
bused upon indictments— not convictions— 
when brought in by the grand Jury In 

r 

If this be true, the public may well 
ponder and question the wisdom of laws 
which render the rewards to Judge and | 
arresting officers paramount to the c*. 
pedltioua and final administration of Jus- 
tlce. The payment of there fees. In our 
judgment, nullifies all consideration of 
rests to the city and county and directly 
Involves untold Inconvenience and loss of 
time to citizens needlessly called upon the 
second lime to appear as witnesses and 
later to serve *% Jurymen In cases too 
trivial to call for a Jury 
This practice has been condemned by 
almost every grand jury for years gone 
by Their reports have been so wholly 
futile that another report In the snme 
vein ran hold little promise of greater 
effectiveness. We nevertheless beg to file 
titir report In equally strong condemnation 
i.nd thus join with those precedlnr granjJ 
juries who have expressed themselves to 
this effect through such foremen a* 
Messrs, ticorge Gaulbert. N. <^*rke. 
L II. Wymond, Henry M. Gray. W. H 
Matlack and other*.

Needs Legislature's Attention. 


Tn mir Judgment the situation demand* 
the earnest attention of the Legislature, 
shortly to convene Through you we ap r 
peal to It and to tho Senator* and Hrpre* 1 
tentative* from thl* district to make ev¬ 
ery effort to devl*o mean* and enact 
statutes which will afford the nr-ded re¬ 
lief and apply the remedy. I ending thl* 
much-needed chun»:e we appeal also to 
the Magistrate* of the eo’-ttty nnd to the 
Judge of the Police Court to exercise In 
these minor rase* the discretion and au¬ 
thority vested In them bv the laa*. and by 
virtue of which authority they can t*» set¬ 
tled promptly and definitely, while the 
rlrrumstam ea surrounding them are fresh 
and the witnesses at hand.

I In talking to a New York Tribune re¬ 
porter on the subject of counterfeit 
money. Chief Drummond, former head 
of the Secret Service, *uld: "Watch 
anyone when he Is trying to determine 
the genuine nos* of a banknote. It 
doesn't moke any difference whether he 
1* experienced in handling large sums 
of money or not. The hrst thing he 
will do 1* to feel It carefully. Now that 
la the most useless test In the world; 
you oan never detect bad money in 
that wny. There have been, and per¬ 
haps still are. some cheap Italian coun¬ 
terfeiters who use a poor paper that 
feel* llko canton flannel, but that doe* 
not determine the spuriousne** of the 
b‘ill, because any paper money that ha* 
soen long and active u*c will have ex- 
eu-ily the some rough and flimsy feet 
‘Then there are other people who al¬ 
ways hold a doubtful note up to the 
light. Ask them why, and they will 
my with the utmost assurance: 4 Why, 
to see if there are pinholes In It. That 
will show that It has been accepted at 
a bank and again passed Into circula¬ 
tion. That'* good enough proof for me 
that the note 1* genuine.’ 

"Chljdi«h 1* the only word that will 
describe this latter test There are a 
number of way* by which a spurious 
note can easily be detected; but before 
theso are described It will be necessary 
to go bordc for a moment into banknote 
history. Previous to lStl all paper used 
In printing paper money had two paral¬ 
lel silk threads, one red and one blue, 
running lengthwise through the paper, 
but counterfeiters soon devised a 
method to imitate this. 

“They secured an onion, or Japanese 
papdr one-half the thickness of that 
used by the Government. They would 
smear one sheet with a mixture of 
cream and milk, then lay two silk 
thread* across It ami upon this super¬ 
impose a second sheet. Tills sandwiched 
paper was then Ironed and the two 
practically became os one sheet, leaving 
no trace of having been parted to¬ 
gether. If the counterfeiter wished to 
make the note look as If it had been 
long In circulation all ho needd to do 
was to steep the paper m coffee before 
the operation and put the finished note 
through a process of artificial hand¬ 
ling. Counterfeit money thus treated 
would fool anyone but the rare ex¬ 
pert. 

“With merely these thread* In tha 
note the Government had little security. 
In this same year. 1891. a committee 
of which I was a member was ap¬ 
pointed to Investigate the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing and sugg^t 
reforms. At one of the sessions, while 
listening to th* remark* of Mr. Crane, 
the paper mnndfactorer, now Senator 
from Massachusetts. I happened to 
have In my hand a pencil with blue 
lead In one end and red In the other. 
Absent-mindedly I made little criss¬ 
cross mark* on a pad. 

“That gave me a hint. I passed the 
marked paper to Mr. Cmne and asked. 
•Would It he possible for you to weave 
a pAper with sh^rt piece* of blue and 
red *Uk woven Into the pap«-r In some 
such fashion T Crane sold that he 
thought It could he done. The result 1* 
the paper that it u*ed.

"Vary few are the counterfeiter* who 
u **> real sliver In this process the 
cost Is 80 cents, approxhnately, per 
coined dollar. The usual alloy of an¬ 
timony and other metals 1* so cheap 
that $200 face value of spurious coin I 
cost# about $9. The counterfeiter’* chief 
difficulty Is to get hi# product on the 
market, and he doe* not care how long 
It keeps It* semblance to the genu¬ 
ine currency The counterfeiter sell* 
It. a* a rule, for 20 cents on the dollar. 
The first transaction Is usually made 
with inen who merely act as go- 
betweens- The *sh overs,’ or men who 
put It in actual circulation, pay a# high 
ms 40 cents on the dollar. The silver 
coating sometimes wear# off within for¬ 
ty-eight hours, but a# the counterfeiter 
ha* already made his profit thl# 1#

Look At 
them carefully nnd If the note la genu¬ 
ine you will invarlnbly find that a 
number of th* threads hav* loose end* 
which project beyond the surface. 
Some of the thread# may even have a 
loos end on one side and a locum end 
cm the other. A loose end of a silk 
thread l* conclusive proof that the bill 
1* genuine. 

“The bill known a* the 'Wlndom Two* 
was the flrot note Issued on the now 
papor and with the large open apace*. 
It took the place of the ‘Hancock Two.* 
In all bills Issued previous to the ‘Wln¬ 
dom Two* the two parallel silk thread* 
must still be looked for. but there- are 
very few of these old note* still In cir¬ 
culation. 

“The process of counterfeiting Mil* 
has also changed. The last steel en¬ 
graved note that I know of was made 
by tho notorious Bidden In 1895. It 
was a $100 silver certificate with a De¬ 
catur head. Three thousand of these 
note* were Issued. They wer« hand- 
engraved on *teel anil were the heat 
counterfeits I ever snw. Nowaday# 
counterfeiting I* done by the various 
photo-mechanical processes. The great 
stumbling blot?k# of the photo-mechan¬ 
ical counterfeiter are thc seal, denom¬ 
ination number and series number, 
which appear In blue on the face of tho 
note.

Seal a Stumbling Block. 


“Most counterfeiters know enough to 
reproduce fcparately the denomination 
number and the sorted number with n 
ruhl>tr stamp, ao that to the ordinary 
person these are little protection. What 
he must look to 1* the seal, also done 
in blue ink in the genuine note, and, of 
course, also In the counterfeit. Thc 
usual counterfeiter 1* obliged to repro¬ 
duce this seal by brush work. This 
makes a very coarse-lined and clumsy 
substitute for the Government’* work 
and should be easily detected. 

“About 5 per cent, of the counter¬ 
feiters are sufficiently clever to repro¬ 
duce- the seal by engraving processes. 
When this latter method 1* used the 
only way to detect It Is. by comparison 
with a sea! engraved on a note known 
to be genuine. But a man need never 
lose himself In these Intricacies of eft- 
gmvlcg; there are always the silk 
threads woven In the paper an an In¬ 
fallible guide. 

“When It comes to small coined cur¬ 
rency there is more difficulty In detect¬ 
ing had money. The usual method <* 
to ring a coin. Now that Is a thing 
I never think of doing While the 
greatest care 1* exercised In the va¬ 
rious mint# to prevent th*‘ Issuance of 
Improperly coined money, vet Imper¬ 
fect pieces will slip through A genu¬ 
ine piece of money may round like a 
piece of lead If it happens to have a 
blister In it. On the other hand, a 
counterfeit coin struck from a piece of 
brass will ring *** a# to fool any but 
an expert. The latter know* that bras* 
has a much sharpen ring than silver. 

“There J* also a certain appearance 
about a genuine coin which the plated 
spurious coin never has. It 1* a deep 
solid luster which can instantly be ap¬ 
preciated the moment a solid piece of 
sliver Ib put beside a piece of plated 
metal, whether It be coin or tableware. 
The plated stuff hna a flash thnt 1* a# 
different from real silver as tinsel Is 
from gold. 

“When the coin# have been struck 
from brass and silver plated It I# easy 
to use the deception by rubbing the

BADLY IN NEED OF ARMS. 


Colon, Panama, Nov. 13.—A wireless 
message from Blueficlda, the headquar¬ 
ters of the provisional government es¬ 
tablished by Oen. Estrada. leader of the 
Nicaraguan retell Ion, gives the rebel 
version of the recent fighting near the 
Costa Rican border. The message says 
that the news was received at Blue- 
fields from Colorado Bay, Costa Rica, 
and continues: 

• • • 

Fierce Fighting Takes Plaoe. 


'’Fierce fighting took place on the 10th 
and 11th at a pgint near Colorado Bay 
and the San Juan river. Gen. Toledo, 
with several hundred Government 
troops, who had Invaded Costa Rican 
territory In order to attack the Nica¬ 
raguan rebels, who Were Intrenched 
along tho San Juan river (which forms 
the boundary between the two repub¬ 
lics), was forced by Costa Rica to re- 
cross Into Nicaragua, 

"Toledo forthwith attacked the rebel 
troops under Gen. Chamorro on the 
Nicaraguan side of the river. The Gov¬ 
ernment army consisted of infantry and 
artillery, and repeatedly assaulted the 
positions of the rebels. 

"Although outnumbered, Gen. Cha¬ 
morro responded with great effect. After 
thirty-stx honra of desperate lighting 
President Z-layn* troops became panic- 
stricken. Both sides lost heavily In 
killed and wounded. 

• • • 

No Aid From Costa Rica. 


“The promptness with which the Gov¬ 
ernment of Costa Rica expelled the 
Nicaraguans from Costa Rican territory 
shows that Zelaya will receive no aid 
from the republic to the south. 

“A lack of arms has prevented the 
rebel forces from advancing. Arms are 
expected dolly. The Government forces 
hnd been expected at Groytown on the 
10th. and hoped to proceed thence to 
Bluefleld*. This defeat checks the ad¬ 
vance for some time and Indicates 
Clutmorro’s ability to hold the San 
Juan valley.

Recent utterance* of President Tafj 
giving his unqualified support to the 
plans for the Improvement of the Ohio 
River, which embrace the issuance of 
bonds sufficient to secure a nine-foot 
stage from Pittsburg to Cairo, thus 
making the river navigable ail the year 
round, have given a new impetus to 
the movement among Loulaville busi¬ 
ness men. A joint committee from the 
Louisville Commercial Club and the 
Board of Trade has decided to work 
for the largest delegation ever sent 
from Louisville to the National Rivers 
and Harbors Congress, which will meet 
In Washington December 8. 9 and 10. 
Assurances have been received that if 
the proper pressure is brought to bear 
upon Congress at this convention, and 
if the President is given the hearty 
support that his recent utterances de¬ 
serve. the problem of making the Ohio 
River navigable will be complete within 
a few years. 

A mass meeting of local business 
men and particularly those Interested 
In the improvement of the Ohio River 
will be held at tho Gayety Theater at 
noon December 2. It Is planned to 
make this one of the largest mass 
meeting ever held in the city of Louis 
vllle* The principal speaker at this 
mass meeting will be S. A. Thompson, 
the representative of the National 
Rivers and Harbors Congress, who has 
all of the statistics of the Ohio River 
Improvement movement on the tip of 
hla tongue. Mr. Thompson's addrqps at 
the Cincinnati convention was one of 
the most powerful factors In de 
termJnlng the line of action to be pur¬ 
sued In continuing the work of the 
the convention. While In Louisville 
Mr Thompson will be the gue*t of both 
organizations. 

John L. Vance, president of tlvi 
Ohio Valley Improvement Association 
at the recent convention which Whs 
held Jn Cincinnati, was Instructed to 
appoint delegates to represent the as¬ 
sociation at the National River* and 
Harbors Congress, and he has already 
sent officlnl notification to the Louis¬ 
ville delegates. In his letter President 
Vance predicts that this session of the 
congrer* will he the most important 
that has ever assembled since the as¬ 
sociation began its work to secure 
legislation for the improvement of the 
Ohio River. 

A* a result of the mass meeting, it 
Is expected that a hundred or more 
business men from both organisations 
will signify bhelr intention of making 
the trip to Washington. The Passen¬ 
ger Association at a recent meeting in 
Chicago made a rate of 322.5d to Waiih- 
irigton and return on account of the 
Rivers and Hfarbors Congress. Presi¬ 
dent Nunemacher. of the Board of 
Trade, and President Davis, of the 
Commercial Club, and the secretaries of 
both organisations will make every en¬ 
deavor to secure a large and representa¬ 
tive delegation from Louisville to the 
Washington mealing.

Nov. 13.—A curious 
throng of people here lo-day viewed 
the body of Dari Bullock, the boy ban¬ 
dit, who committed suicide yesterday, 
following the bold robbery of the State 
Bank at Kuroda, near here. The l»oy 
died At Eudora last night and the body 
was brought to Lawrence to-day. where 
an Inquest was held. 

During the progress of the Inquest 
William McKay, a 15-year-old Jack¬ 
sonville (Fla.) lad. who took part in the 
affair, anxiously paced his cell In the 
county Jail here. McKay was brought 
lo Lawrence late yesterday to prevent 
his being lynched, -and while all fear of 
mob violence had apparently disap¬ 
peared to-day tho youthful bandit was 
plainly unoasy. 

McKuv spent a restless and penitent 
night. He -had no further desire, he 
said, to be a "real robber like Bullock.” 
Because of his youth It was decided to 
try McKay In the Juvenile Court. Bul¬ 
lock’s father, a merchant of Kansas 
City, arrived here to-day to take 
charge of his boy's body, following the 
Coroner's Inquest. 

After making a statement last night 
telling of the movements of himself 
and Earl Bullock for the last two 
weeks. McKay made a supplemental 
statement to-day. In his first state¬ 
ment the boy sold that he wa* per¬ 
suaded by Bullock to enter Into the 
robbery' and that his part in the affair 
had been almost forced upon him. 

In his second statement MoKay says 
he not only was a willing partner to 
the robbery, but agreed to commit mur¬ 
der if necessary, he says. 

Mayor S. D. Bishop, of this city, sent 
the following telegram to Mrs. William 
McKay, mother of Willie McKay, at 
Jacksonville. Fla. to-day: 

“Your Son William in county Jail for 
robbing bank at Eudora. Hi* ^tccom- 
pllcc, Bullock, killed. Bullock reg¬ 
istered at Waverly Hotel, Jacksonville, 
under the name of Donaldson.” 

This reply came from Mrs. McKay: 

“Please keep my boy until you get 
my letter mailed to-day.“ 

Upon receipt of this message it was 
decided to postpone McKay's hearing 
until Monday. Bullock's body wa* 
turned over to^ils father.

The 
dividend woe—allowing 308 working days 
to the year—at the rate of 280 per cent 
per annum, while the addition to the re¬ 
serve fund was at the rate of 414.CAM p-.r 
annum. • 

W hat the Inventor of the switchback 
made out of K may be Inferred from u 
single fact. Coming to this country, he 
sold his English right alone for 41.2oO.OM. 
His gains. In fact, amounted to millions. 

The most recent thrill-producer of this 
kind—the scenic railway—bids fair to beat 
all records. It was evolved a few years 
ago In remarkable circumstances. 

when the inventor of the switchback 
hod made his nilllions out of It. tie be¬ 
gan speculating on the stock exchange, 
with the result that In fifteen weeks he 
lost the whole of his money. 

But Instead of resolving to die he at 
once set to work to make some more, 
and the upshot was the scenic railway, 
which Is. after all. only an improved 
switchback. At once the Invention 
"caught %>n," and ever since It has been 
a fine money-drawer. 

Two or three months ago a company 
which then owned »ev«nty-three scenic 
railways In America refused an offer of 
SS.iMUAU for Its lights. 

The scenic railway at the White City 
paid the whole cost of Its construction In 
the first two months It was working. 

Whlio, however, thrill-producers make 
money very rapidly, they seldom do so 
for long. The vogue or the big wheel 
was short, and a still more conspicuous 
victim of fleeting popularity was the re¬ 
vel ving tower.

If you 
don’t bellove mush will make you healthy, 
all right. This story is 1 cm about the 
healthful ness of mush than It Is about a 
new and simple Industry that within a 
year or two has spread over half the 
country, seys the Cleveland Plain Dealer 
For local Interest your attention is direct¬ 
ed to a Cleveland mush foundry, recently 
located on Rockwell avenue, downtown. 

You will be told how an Idea come to a 
man out of a Job in Indianapolis and put 
him on the roud to wealth. You or any of 
your neighbors might nave copped out 
\pardon the inelegance of the expression; 
inat some Idea and might nuw btr driving 
your own aui.omobiles and, like the lu- 
dlanapolls man. Spending your summers 
at eaae In California. 

i or a greet many years women have 
been boiling corn meal on kltcnon stoves. 
Mush Is a man food for the poor In many 
m .ghborbuou*. Two cents worth mot 
counting the cost of the milk to go w.th 
it) supper for a large family, kor gen¬ 
erations women have stirred mush on the 
fire, never guessing itxat the steaming pot 
held the idea that might have placed them 
above want. 

Men with calloused hands have sat by 
tho kitchen table waiting supper, never 
guessing that opportunity (It d^e not ai- 
ways come knocking at the duorj lay all 
tho time within the mush pot on the 
stove. Unlike the opportunities that come 
and knock arai sdp away, this opportunity 
was there, might after night, year in and 
out, ail their lives. 

The Indianapolis man was a printer. Lf 
he laid not lost his job the Idea would 
never have come to him and he would 
have no automobile. By such Indirection 
fate works out. Yet the story of this 
printer’s success Is not without a moral, 
dome men—many of them—when out of a 
Job will seek uo work not in their own 
line. This Indiana printer (his name is 
Jackson) was willing, when he found him¬ 
self without a job, to Lako tho bast that 
offered until more profitable or more con¬ 
genial employment would be open to him. 
• • • 

Start of Industry. 


He boiled corn meal In a kettle on the 
stove at home, molded It In broad pans 
and peddled It from house to house. 
Housekeepers sliced It ©old and fried U 
for breakfast. Tho convenience of hav¬ 
ing the mush brought to their doors al¬ 
ready prepared and ready for slicing was 
worth lb© few cents It cost. The printer 
could sell his product at a low price and 
yet make a fair prorflt on hie labor. 

It was no idea that had flashed bril¬ 
liantly upon him. He didn’t even realise 
the Idea was valuable. He Just made 
muKh and sold It. The demand lucreosed. 
.The printer out of a Job got a boy to as¬ 
sist him. Presently Jackson was devoting 
All his time to making the mush and over¬ 
seeing tho work of others hd hired to de¬ 
liver the product. 

Jackson was making more money than 
he had ever made at his own trade. He 
was no longer a printer out of a lob. He 
was a manufacturer of mush. He designed 
a tin mold with a glass end that formed 
the mush into convenient cylinder*. He 
patented the mold. He found that corn- 
meal and houilny grits blended in mush 
wtth effects most pleasing to those who 
ate It. He patented the formula. 

The mush, In cylinders and neatly wrap¬ 
ped. found a ready sale in Indianapolis 
groceries. A fresh supply was delivered 
rrom the mush foundry to tho stores every 
three days. It kept well that long In oool 
weather. Cornmeal ts a heat-producing 
food. There Is little demand for It In 
warm weather. Through the summer 
months the foundry shut down. 

Tho (-’levels nd mush foundry was start- 
od Just spring. It has lately opened for 
the winter season. Meanwhile mush foun¬ 
dries have been started In a dozen other 
Omo cities. All of them must buy their 
molds from the lndtsnapolls man who 
invented them and pay him for the right 
to use the formuls. 

• • • 

Where It la Made. 


All this brings us down to the story of a 
little visit to tho Cleveland mush foundry. 
Thero we find a great boiling pan. big 
• nough to float a skiff. The mush Is made 
in this over a gas fire. Manager TL F. 
Kase, who worked in the original mush 
foundry In Indiana, directs the cooking. 

There nre three cooking* a day. 

The output of the foundry is 2.h00 cyl¬ 
inders of mush a day. That statement 
Is put In for those w)h> like statistics. 

Of greater Interest is the poetry those 
simple figures suggest—the poetry of 
mush. 

Poets have sung of buckwheat cokes. 
They have pictured In fascinating im¬ 
agery the Joys of eating buckwheat cakes 
with maple syrup. They have sung of 
sweet sausages made out of little tdge. 
They have made void winter mornings, 
with cakes and syrup and little sausages, 
deem rare os any day In June. But 1r 
any poet has sung of mush he has kept 
tho soft pedal on his outbursts, Mr. Brett, 
of the public library, lias never heard or 
him. 

The sausages they ring about are all 
to the seductive if you have faith us to 
what goes Into them. It s nil right If It's 
tittle rigs. On the other hand. If Incau¬ 
tious little dogs—but let us not speak of 
It. The point to be made here Is that In 
eating mush, crisply fried and covered 
with maple syrup, one's song can be kept 
free from all but beautiful thoughts 

Manager Kase, chef of the tmieh at the 
Cleveland mush foundry, shows Ids visit¬ 
ors how. when the mush Is done, tt Is 
poured Into the molds and left to cool. 
We learn then that the cooking of the 
mush ts not unattended by perils. Mush, 
boiling up In an ordinary little kettle on 
a kitchen stove, pops and sputters. It's 
a fright the way It pops and

Danger of Splatters. 


A mush chef Iras to keep close to the 
pan and stir It so It won't stick to the 
bottom. A splatter spreads out on his 
cheek to the size of a quarter or maybe 
half a dollar. It’s hot and It sticks. In 
a day. or maybe two. and the skin where 
tho splatter stuck comes off. 

Even a splutter the size of 10 cents or 
so Ik pretty had. The mush pops up a 
yard above the top of the pan. and a 
nrusher. dodging the splatters and tend¬ 
ing to his stirring. Is kept busy as a tom 
cat in a doghouse. 

The tendency of mush to splatter Is one 
reason why the demand for mush already 
twiled and ready for slicing Is so good. 
It's embarrassing for a housekeeper, in¬ 
vited to an afternoon tea, to have to show 
up ot the party with a red spot as big as 
a postage stamp on her chin.

November 7, It would seem 
that this work is to be a legitimate suc¬ 
cessor to Tschalk***ky’s Symphony Pa- 
thetlque in popular favor. 

Elgar, In his symphony, reem® In a way 
to be trying to tell us the same story 
which Tschaikowaky tries to tell in his 
greater woiks. He depicts passion, strug¬ 
gle and storm on the one hand, and what 
would seen; to bahts Ideal of peace, hap¬ 
piness and Joy on tho other—Heaven and 
hell in music. Tschaikowaky was much 
farther dowu the scale of hgpptocs* than 
Elgar, his utterance, therefore! Is nec¬ 
essarily more agonised and passionate, 
and his dreams of Joy more intense. El¬ 
gar tells the story irom a serencr s:ond- 
polnt. He point* »tniggle rather as one 
who beholds it from a little distance. 
Tho auditor does not feel that he It In¬ 
volved. tangled in It. as Tschsikowsky J#. 
Joy with him Is not a terribly Intense 
yearning fur the beautiful, but somgih.ng 
clamer. something attained. 

Elgar's sense of beauty Is. however, 
very great. Certain movements of the 
Adagio reveal moments of the most rare¬ 
ly beautiful imogtraiton. This movement 
is a luminous tone-pointing of the fields 
of the blessed. The seoond movement is 
in no sense a Scherxo. There is some¬ 
thing slightly Tschaikowf'kv-lsh about It. 
and an underlying spirit both sinister and 
mystical, except in lu alternate section, 
which Is charming and delightful. Al¬ 
though by no means imitative, there is 
a slight suggestion of “Parsifal* ’about U. 
Elgar, however, has his own well-deflnel 
personality entirely apart from Wagner 
and Tschaikowaky. both of whom, how¬ 
ever. must have appealed to him strongly. 

There Is a tremendous suppression, a 
sense of holding back, throughout the 
symphony—something which keeps one 
continually in suspense. Wonderfully me¬ 
lodious as the work Is, tho melodies ore 
constantly being submerged In the wave# 
of orchestral development, so that the 
symphony needs much familiarity for Its 
melodic appreciation, and with that fa¬ 
miliarity It may be dopended upon not 
to disappoint The tendency toward u| 
lift Is very great throughout' the worl 
and at the close breaks Into a positive 
uplift which is tremendous Worasworrh 
might have spoken thus had It been giv¬ 
en him to reveal himself In tone. 

Damroseh conducted the work with 
very evident sympathy. He had re calved 
a cablegram. “Best wishes. Elgar.” Just 
before the performance, which added to 
hts Impulse to outdo himself in his 
presentation of the work. 

' Ths fact that the orchestra, men had 
Wien playing together ait summer re¬ 
vealed Itself In the excellent ensemble.

Three notorious lawbreakers were 
taken from the Floyd county jail In 
New Albany last night to the Jeffer¬ 
sonville Reformatory to serve long 
terms On© of them In particular. 
James Miller, alias Baker, colored, 
will not terrorize women for the next 
fourteen years Miller a few weeks 
ago attempted to commit an assault 
upon the wife of the officer who took 
him to prison. This was not hla first 
offense. The record shows that he was 
up for a similar attempted assault upon 
Minnie B. Black, a white girl, a few 
years ago, but the proof not being 
clear the indictment was amended to 
simple assault and battery, and he was 
given six months In Jail, ’in 1883 he 
was seut to the Reformatory for a 
term of two years, but was released 
in fourteen months. 

Several women who did not care to 
appear la court have complained about 
the negro, and Judge Utx only regret¬ 
ted that he could not send him up 
for hfe. He Is 28 years of age. When 
he la 30 he wilt be taken to the Slate 
prison at Michigan City to serve the 
remaining twelve years. 

Roy L. Lyons, another negro, who 
says his home Is in Cincinnati, pre¬ 
tended that he wanted to buy some 
strawberries last summer from August 
A. Kohler, and when the huckster 
turned around he snatched his purse 
containing U. Chief of Police Adams 
chased him from Eighth street In New 
Albany to the outskirts of Jefferson¬ 
ville and brought him back.

Capt. Cannon has the confidence of 
the public to a high degree. Mayor- 
elect Greene, of New Albany, will have 
the appointment of a police board, 
which will select a chief In January. 
Hnd close friends and advisers of the 
Mayor say that Capt. Cannon will be 
restored to his old position as superin¬ 
tendent of the force. 

Option Law In Danger. 

One of the leading lawyers and 
Jurist* of Indiana, who liras In the 
interior of the 8tate, -was in New 
Albany last week looking after some 
business In the Circuit Court. Discuss¬ 
ing former Gov Frank Hanly's county 
option law. this lawyer said the Su¬ 
preme Court of Indiana would within 
the next two weeks pass upon the con¬ 
stitutionality of the act. The court Is 
considering the law very carefully, and 
his last Information was that the opin¬ 
ion would be handed down this month, 
and thAt the court would hold the 
law to be unconstitutional. 

"Some of the leading lawyers In the 
State," he said, "are of opinion that 
the law* is unconstitutional, and that 
Is my opinion. The law* seeks to do 
too much and to go beyond the Con¬ 
stitution. and although the court Is of 
the political faith of Gov. Hanly. I 
believe It will set the law aside.*' 

Will Order Houses Flourishing. 

"If It were not for the mall orders 
which come in from dry counties in 
Kentucky and the dry regions in Maine 
and Kansas and In other Slates." said 
a man connected with one of the ex¬ 
press companies, "our business would 
be almost at a sLand-stlll. as the ship¬ 
ment of fruits and apples has ceased." 

There are twelve houses In New Al¬ 
bany which are In the business of 
shipping whisky, beer and other 
I liquors by express to other States 
I Most of the whisky and beer is 
shipped to dry counties In Kentucky. 
These dealers have wholesale and re¬ 
tail United States Government liquor 
licenses and they are allowed to ship 
nny place under the Federal law. One 
of the. duelers says he sends a lot of 
whisky to Maine and another says he 
does a big business In Kansas and 
Oklahoma. The moil order business has 


grown to auch an extent In New Albany 
that some of ths saloons have gone Into 
the business.

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The Land of Cleanliness. 

Samuel Gomper*. the president of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
recently made a tour of Europe, and 
since his return he has contributed to 
the American press eoir.o Interesting 
observations with regard to European 
and American customs. Mr. Gompcrs 
came to America, from England, when 
he was a lad. He worked up from the 
bottom of the ladder. He returns to 
the old world, takes a look at condi¬ 
tions. and files his report, comparing 
European civilisation with that of 
America. The observations of an 
American workingman. or former 
workingman, who had the wisdom* to 
choose this country as the theater of 
his activities, are of peculiar Interest. 

In a recent article Mr. Gompcrs dis¬ 
cussed the scarcity of drinking water 
in Europe. "Water. wat*r. water." he 
declared was the cry of every American 
abroad. He says that the Europeans 
do not know the uses of pure water for 
drinking purposes, that they Nit he 
rarely, and never bathe comfortably, 
and that they arc afraid of fresh air. 

"The absence of the common use of 
water results from a conspiracy of publi¬ 
cans. from landlords, from a la<k of 
piumbars’ supplies, from a misconception 
cf the word *Uath.* and from pure igno¬ 
rance.** 

London. Mr. (tampers finds, began Us 
centralized water supply system about 
a century* after New York took the 
step. Some of the books of the Fabian 
Socialists dealt with the Idea of a pub¬ 
lic water supply as If It must be linked 
with socialism, and when English 
towns began to establish water depart¬ 
ments the Fabians balled the Innova¬ 
tion as a step toward their Ideal state.

when living at the American standard. 
*WJhat was shown me was in some places 
u tub sunk In the kitchen flooring covered 
With a trapdoor and ift othen a sort of 
vloset with a cold water faucet near the 
ceiling for a shower, the cement flooring 
authoring for a tub In a small number 
o it Instances there was a ret! be thro nn 

"In the scarcity of bathtubs a new light 
Is thrown on the familiar picture of the 
well-tu-do Englishman traveling with his 
portable tin tub. It is evidence, not that 
ih»* English have the bathing habit, but 
that as a nation they lack the habit. A 
traveling American would as soon think 
r<t carrying with him a bed as a bathtub, 
he Is sure to flod either at any hotel or 
boarding house. • • • • 

*The French Idea of a bath seem* to be 
that It Is an elaborate ceremony for a spe¬ 
cial periodic occasion, on which superheat, 
n vaporous atmosphere, per*. * tent scrub- 
blng, strong soap ut;d mnny big towels 
make an impression on skin accumulations 
of the recent but Indefinite past." 

Upon the Continent Mr. (tamper* met 
n manufacturer of plumbers* supplier 
who assured him that an American 
town of 10,000 Inhabitants buys tn .ro 
plumbing material than a European 
city of 100*000 population. He ends the 
article with the statement that nowhere 
In XSurope did he And the American at¬ 
titude toward water as a free drink 
and personal purifier, except where the 
rich American tourist's demand has 
created tb* convenience** which are 
consider, d a matter of course In this 
country. With these things still 
rankling within him. he writes another 
article upon tho universal European 
habit of keeping ail of the nlr out of 
ffleeplng Apartments. Bedrooms are 
"hefntet lea fly sealed,'* or very marly 
so. The people stand In dread and 
horror of a "draught," or of the possi¬ 
ble pernicious Influence of air in any 
form circulating In their dormitories. 
He asserts that a highly educated Eu¬ 
ropean told him that uutll he married 
an American woman he had never 
heard about the "theory that It is 
healthful to sleep with the windows of 
the bedroom open.'* Everywhere, from 
FVunce to Italy, he found "air *phobla" 
a universal form of dementia. 

Sometime ugo an investigator In New 
Turk found open windows In bedrooms 
tho exception rather than tho rule In 
the most advanced American city. Pos¬ 
sibly It (s true that aviation will be¬ 
come practical before proper ventila¬ 
tion of business building* and resi¬ 
dences becomes as generally applied to 
the personal health problem as It 
Should be. The old super.union that 
evil spirits of sonic kind lurk in abund¬ 
ant fresh air. and especially in * night 
air,'* is dimcult to eradicate. But it i» 
Indisputable that the prevalence o! 
Supplies of good drinking witter and of 
Comfortublc bath rooms and sanitary 
plumbing, gives this country a clear 
title to the distinction of being pre-emi¬ 
nently the land of cleanliness among 
western countries. And although much 
ado is made about bathing in some of 
the countries of the East none of them 
Surpasses tho United States in this 


The Hindu's religion com¬ 
mands him to bathe, but he bathes, 
drinks, and buries his dead, or dips the 
corpses before cremation. In the same 
Ftrcam. The Japanese have public 
hatha, hut not until they studied hotel 
keeping in foreign countries did they 
le&m thut it Is not unreago nabit? for a 
guest to prefer a bath of his own to a| 
dip In a common tub. used, jrithout re¬ 
futing. by a number of persons. 

A kreater number of public baths are 
needed In American cities, os an en¬ 
couragement to those whose hornet 
lack the conveniences thAt make tb« 
bath a luxury', but as a whole the 
Americans ar»* the best scrubbed people 
of the present time, Mr. Gomper* U 
altogether right in asserting UuK the 
bath tub. as an American Institution in 
the benefits of which the workingman 
participates, that American systems of 
water supply prove that the common 
people in the United States enjoy more 
of the advantages of real civilisation 
than the people of other countries, and 
that the American type of advance¬ 
ment and enlightenment as reflected 
In benefits for the whole people, is the 
highest. _ 

In Glass Houses. 

Because the central figure in a dra¬ 
matic French murder trial is a wom¬ 
an, rather than because of defects in 
the French Judicial system. New York 
newspapers have found material for 
"human Interest" articles In sharp crit¬ 
icisms of the Inquisitorial nature of 
French criminal trials a# compared to 
"the more humane and Just treatment” 
of the accused In American criminal 
courts. 

The proportion of oonvlctkms to hom¬ 
icides In America, as compared to the 
figures In Europe, reflect upon our own 
system rather than upon the European 
methods of discouraging murder. The 
criticisms seem fikely to prove a boom¬ 
erang to America. 

In hi* "Social Progress* Joslah 
Strong shows that of 3,606 murderers 
In Italy, in a year. 3,605 were convict¬ 
ed. Austria convicted 409 out of a pos¬ 
sible 689. to employ a shooting gallery 
term. Franc* convicted 539 out of 
647. Belgium convicted 101 of 132 de¬ 
fendants in murder trials. Spain con¬ 
victed 1.085 out of 1.684. Holland con¬ 
victed twenty-eight out of thirty-Ave. 
Germany put 567 persons on trial for 
homicide and convicted 476. In the 
United States, where the average num¬ 
ber of murders annually Is 6.697. and 
where the grand total for a year ha* at 
time* reached more than 10,000, we 
convict but one and three-tenths per 
cent, of thoso arraigned. These fig¬ 
ures. as against Germany's 96 per cent, 
and almost 70 per cent. In France, ar¬ 
gue the existence of defects in our sys¬ 
tem, rather than prove It superior 
to those of the various continental 
countries. 

It l* very easy to display a maudlin 
sympathy for the mercilessly prosecuted 
criminal, but In doing so the maud- 
Hnly sympathetic forget the victims of 
the crlmlteU, ruthlessly deprived of life, 
and the Interest* of society, which pays 
taxes to preserve order, and maintains 
governments to protect the rights of 
the inoffensive in life as well as In 
property. 

France, with nearly 40,000.000 Inhab¬ 
itants. has 847 homicides in twelve 
months; Germany, with a population 
of 60.000.000, ha* 667 homicides; Italy, 
with 33.000,000, -Jans 3,606 homicides 
within a year; the Netherlands, with 
nearly 6.000,000. have but thirty-five 
homicides. The United States, with 
87.000.000 inhabitants, representing the 
various European countries, with a few 
aborigine* and Orientals and some 
000,000 negroes, among whom the mur¬ 
der rate Is high. Is unapproached by 
any country rave Italy In the propor¬ 
tion of homicides to population. The 
fact that America, with Us native pop¬ 
ulation poly genetic and Its European 
population drawn from various parts of 
the continent, has so great a propor¬ 
tion of homicides must he charged to 
the failure of the law to convict mor*. 
killers. It cannot be charged to the 
nature of a population composed of so 
many elements. 

What la indicated by the figures 
showing the small number of convic¬ 
tions In th* whole country is known to 
be true in most communities. In’ New 
York, as well as Id Kentucky, a com¬ 
mon cause for complaint is that crime 
is encouraged by the failure of the 
law to exact suitable penalGes. 

Samuel Utermeyur, In a statement 
for th* New York He.raid, says that 
the criticism* of the American pros*, 
and of some of the member* of tflfe bar 
In this country, are less Just than Is 
foreign criticism of tho American sya- 
tem'of administering the criminal Ian*. 

Tho following paragraphs from Mr. 
Utenueycr s statement commend them¬ 
selves to the consideration of every¬ 
one who is not so carried away by mis¬ 
placed sympathy for tho individual 
criminal as to advocate undue tender- 
ness toward ail criminals: 

"Europeans find us wasting w«**kn in 
the selection of a jury and incidentally 
exploiting the private lives and views of 
men called for Jury duty; they find rich 
men charged with crime able to avail 
themselves of the law’s delays for years 
and when brought to trial defended on 
grounds that would not for a moment bo 
tolerated in a#/ continental country, 
whore the defense of insanity Is Inter¬ 
posed they find that instead of the Gov¬ 
ernment making lu own Investigations 
through Its appointed experts the defend¬ 
ant. If he happens to he rich, la able to 
letaln the greatest expert medical au¬ 
thorities to construct Une-epun theories 
to save him from the consequences of his 
crime and that the Government Is often 
placed in the anomalous position of de¬ 
pending on such experts as the defense 
has not already retained, and these 
learned gentlemen w«* find testifying in 
the public gas* to opposing theories on 
the most fundamental topics. 

"It would seem as though we had little j 
reason to sit In Judgment on the methods 
of other countries, nor Is it at all dear 
to any student of the two systems thut 
they are wrong and that we are right. I 
do not believe that any more Innocent 
persons are convicted under their meth¬ 
od than under ours, while I am satisfied 


that a for smaller proportion of the 
guilty escape. This ultra tender constd 
oration for the rights of the accused U 
rerponsthlo for many of the Ills under 
which wo are suffering in t)ic nonenforce¬ 
ment of our criminal statutes." 

Hud the defendant In the widely ex¬ 
ploited Furls murder trial been a man 
we should probably have heard noth¬ 
ing in criticism of the methods of 
th* French courts. Thoro may be room 
for honest criticism of European sys¬ 
tems, but the chief motive of the 
Journalists who have flown to the de¬ 
fense of Madame B'telnholl ha* been 
to write "human interest" articles. They 
merely use a fair defendant as a peg 
upon which to hang un argument to 
awaken th* sympathy of the reading 
public which likes to have its emo¬ 
tions played up >n. That public readily 
clamor* for clemency for any type ot 
criminal when a "human interest" cam¬ 
paign in his, or her. ’behalf is Inaugur¬ 
ated by the yellow journals. 

Facing th* cold figure*, thinking 
Americans must realize that In the mat¬ 
ter of solving Lho criminal problem 
they are not *o successful that they 
can afford to be censorious of the sys¬ 
tem* of other countries. We Americans 
live In glass houses and should not 
throw* ato nes. _ 

Equalizing the Beef Demand. 

The American Beef Producers' As¬ 
sociation ho* discovered that the beef 
supply of the country Is not keeping 
pace w ith the growing demand. It haa 
found thut the number of range cat¬ 
tle le decreasing btcause of the rapid 
settlement of lands thAt once wore 
available for grazing purposes. The In¬ 
creasing demand for corn And wheat 
Is causing many fanners to plow up 
their pasture lands and turn tholr at¬ 
tention to grain raising This has de¬ 
creased the number of cattle marketed 
from the Mlddlo West. Meanwhile the 
population of the country Is Increas¬ 
ing steadily and the meat demand Is 
growing. 

The Beef Producers' Association, with 
headquarters at Denver, lias been of- 
gonlktd. according to Its own state¬ 
ment, "for tho purpose of educating 
the farmers into an understanding of 
the profits to be made in breeding and 
feeding cattle and to educate the con¬ 
sumer In a better knowledge of the 
beef carcass." To that end it is send¬ 
ing out a variety of lltcraturo. H seeks 
to make the available supply* go as far 
as possible la filling the demand. Also 
It would Increase the supply as speed¬ 
ily os possible "to a point where the 
demand of the country can be met on 
a price basis that will encourage the 
maximum consumption." It Is urging 
co-operation on tho part of producer 
and consumer, and makes the asser¬ 
tion that there is "no desire on the 
part of the producer that beef should 
reach so high a price as to become a 
luxury which only the wealthy can 
afTord." 

Mwt assuredly the consumer will 
have no objection to a campaign of 
oducatlon that has such desirable ob¬ 
jects In view. Beef prices have been 
climbing steadily for a number of 
years. Any movement that gives any 
hopo of reduction, or any assurance 
against further Increase, will meet the 
hearty approbation of those who aro 
now paying a bigger piebo of money 
and getting a smaller piece of beef for 
It than ever before. 

One of the suggestion* made by the 
Beef Producers' Association, which 1s 
worthy of the consideration of the con¬ 
sumer, is os follows: 

"Comparatively few* of the American 
housewives are familiar with the various 
portions of the beef carcass. With the 
majority tho. demand of the butcher is 
for ‘a good ioust.* ‘a good beefsteak.' or 
a boiling piece or pot roast’ They take 
what the butcher gives thsm and pay the 
price demanded with little or no knowl¬ 
edge as to the comparative value of the 
cut purchased. All Are familiar with the 
fact that the loin and ribs are the best 
part of the carcass and tt is perhaps for 
this reason that fully 80 per cent, of ths 
demand Is for cuts from the loin or riba 
This port of the carcass constitutes only 
•bout 36 per cent, of the whole, snd thus 
the great bulk of the demand Is for ths 
smallest part of the carcass. This is the 
real reason why cuts from the loin and 
ribs cost from two to ftve times more 
than cuts from any other part of ths 
beef. With the supply of cattis decreas¬ 
ing and tho demand for beef increasing, 
the time has come when th* American 
housewife must educate herself regarding 
this subject and be able to make her pur¬ 
chases to At her pockotbook. and at the* 
same time secure good edible meat con¬ 
taining os much, or moro. nutriment as 
the more expensive cuts. A piece of beef 
from a cut that will cost 4 to 19 cents per 
pound can he made ss attractive, appe¬ 
tizing and nutritious as a cut from the 
loin that will cost from 25 to 36 cents 
per pound." 

To old In the education of the pub¬ 
lic along this line the Beef Producers* 
Association has * ecu fed the co-opera¬ 
tion of a number of the domestic sci¬ 
ence schools of the country The schools 
will experiment In tho cooking of the 
Cheaper cuts of beef, nnd recipes will 
b* prepared and given to the public. 
By this plan it Is hoped to equalise 
ths demand. 

Should the producers' organization be 
able to educate the people to a heller 
that (good beef depends principally on 
the cooking, something will have been 
accomplished In the way of relief from 

high prices. The purchaser at lea»t 
may be made to understand that qual¬ 
ity doesn’t really count for so much 
after ail and that porterhouse or ten¬ 
derloin steaks are not an absolute 
daily necessity, even In a household 
where beef is a feature of the dally 
bill of fare, By varying hla purchases 
and paying more attention to cdoktng 
the consumer may save himself money 
and at the ?ame time note no appre¬ 
ciable difference In the quality of his ! 
steak or ronst. The experiment Is one 
which la well worth trying and tho 
recipes of the producers will be we»- 
cotnud by the average family.

Tho void 
It leaves Is being Ailed in divers and 
sundry ways which astonish tho eye 
accustomed to tho monotony of six 
inches of paddqd pompadour framing 
every* femlnfne faco from that of the 
pampered beauty to that of the over¬ 
worked scullery maid. 

There Is every reason wtry there 
should be more or less mental disturb¬ 
ance among Women who have gone 
about for some years wearing bales of 
hay—or was It hair?—-over the organ 
of thought, sensation and voluntary 
motion. U la natural that after having 
removed the pad they should mani¬ 
fest symptom* of temporary aberra¬ 
tion.

The human brain la protected by a 
skull covered—except in the cases of 
most prominent men—with a cushion 
of hair. Beneath the skull there Is a 
water bed. with a Latin name which 
can be found In any first-rate medical 
lexicon.

It is the 
cerebrum that makes the young wom¬ 
an of contrary views swifter than the 
eagle eye of the chaperon In executing 
maneuvers In contravention of Che code 
that a maiden's first kiss must go to 
the first of her fiances, and inhibiting 
any extension of the scope of demon¬ 
strative afflnltyehip to Include outsid¬ 
ers. It may readily be seen, therefore, 
that the cerebrum 1* of the greatest 
Importance. 

The removal of tho rat from the 
cerebrum la reflected in a period of 
mental fllghtlnesa and uncertainty. Be¬ 
cause the flrat function discharged by 
Die patient after the removal of the 
pressure is that of deciding bow she 
shall next dress tier balr. the coiffure 
reflects the degree of mental disturb¬ 
ance. varying In different Individuals, 
and we have the spectacle of women, 
in apparent mental health, with their 
hair done In a manner that Ophelia In 
tier maddest moment would never have 
dared attempt.

^ Tho manner in which the United 
States Fidelity and Guaranty Company 
must make good to the Douglas eetato 
what was lost to It when Lftttlmore D. 
Carter, himself holding a one-fifth In¬ 
terest In the property, was trustee under 
the will of hie grandfather. George L. 
Douglas, was indicated by Judge 
Shackelford Miller m an opinion he 
handed down yesterday at Joint session. 
The action Is in the name of Peyton N. 
Oiarke. trustee under the win. and the 
Commonwealth, and Is against the 
Guaranty Company and Lottimore Car¬ 
ter and seeks the recovery* of $ 69 , 981 . 94 , 
the amount of Lattlmore Carter's al¬ 
leged defalcations. 

Judgment was given by Judge Miller 
last year for 173.847.67, the court reject, 
ing a portion of the plaintiff's claim, 
amounting to $1,900, and which related 
to a certain "Starks” note. Both parties 
appealed from the Judgment, and the 
Court of Appeals held not only that the 
Bust was invalid, but that Judgment 
should have been given for the $1,900. 
thereby increasing the plaintiff's recov¬ 
ery to that extent. The effect of the 
reversals was to dissolve th© trust, 
thereby passing the title to the estate 
U* *i y * children of Mrs. Carter 
(rather titan to the grandchildren) and

‘‘Safe'* and "Reasonably Safe.” 
According to the law as Judge O’Do. 
herty sees It, those who hire people 
are not required lo furnish their em 
ployea with a "safe place" In which 
to m’ork, with the accent on tire "safe.* 
This was brought out by Judge O’Do 
herty yesterday In Joint session. 

All that the law demands of them 
is to furnish their employe* 11 • reason¬ 
ably safe" place to worn in, with the 
accent on the "reasonably " Thin point 
Is an Important one to all employers, 
who, by tho nature of things, cannot 
offset ail the chances of his life. Some 
callings In themselves are haxitnJou# 
ar.d demand special wage*, while the 
employe takes upon hitneelf w>me re¬ 
sponsibility for his own safety 
The point was made In a ruling by 
Judge o’Doherty In which he sustained 
& demurrer of the Loulhvllto Gelatine 
Company to the darmig** suit of Em¬ 
mett Minton. One of the averment# 
of the petition was that tho plaintiff 
was not furnished a "safe" place to 
work in, and bore Judge CTDoherty 
pointed out the distinction. Minton 
was in the employ of the defendant 
company on January’ 22 of this year, 
and his duties consisted partly in 
transferring bon©*, from which the 
nutriment is extracted by boiling, from 
one vat to another at pome distance. 
He slipped and fell into a tank of 
boiling water and his l**g* were badly 
scalded. He ask* $10,000 as damages. 
The court gives him leave lo amend 
his petition. 

Damage Suit Verdict Stands. 
Damages of $6,000 for Elizabeth 
Martin represent the flnul verdict of 
Judge CDoherty’s court unless the 
Court of Appcalfi should rule different 
Iy. The verdict stand* against the 
Louisville Railway Company and was 
awarded by a Jury In the Third Com¬ 
mon Pleas Division last month. 

Miss Martin was riding In a "Beolng 
Louisville" automobile during Home- 
coming week, June 15, 1906, when It 
was struck by a car at Cherokee road 
and Kubel avenue. She named the 
railway company and th« MaysvlUe- 
Flemingsburg Motor Traction Company 
as defendants In her suit. 

The court dismissed the action a* to 
the motor company without prejudice 
and the verdict went against the rail¬ 
way company. Motion for a now trial 
was filed by the latter company. As¬ 
serting errors in Instruction*, excessive 
damages and error In dismissing the 
cose ft* to the second defendant. The 
motion was overruled by Judge O’Do¬ 
herty.

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THE DIME NOVEL. 
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FACTS ABOUT AE&E3TLC. 


(Philadelphia Record.) 

Arsenic Is mined In Japan, Italy. Por¬ 
tugal. Spain. Germany. England and with¬ 
in a limited arm in the United Statea Ita 
uies are many. As a poison It ha# been 
known from very early times. The peas¬ 
ant women of Austria consume large 
quantities of It. having faith in its vlr* 
tue# as a beautIfler, aud the men of the 
same region are addicted to Its us© In the 
mistaken belief that It Increases their 
bodily strength and endurance. 

Arsenic is a useful mineral. It la used 
In the manufacture of glees, whits metal. 
Parts green and a groat variety of paints, 
in printing calico, tn making toilet *<£ps, 
cosmetic* and complexion powdsrs. irrthe 
manufacture of fireworks and as a con¬ 
stituent of many alloya For thess and 
similar purposes between five and six 
thousand tona are imported into the 
United States every year. The average 
value of whit© arsenic may b© placed at 
•bout 185 per ton. 

It was only a few year* ago that arsenic 
ore was discovered In Virginia; then the 
me un tain top around the present mining 
town of Drlnton was aJmost on unbroken 
wilderness. The story of Its discovery is 
most interesting. A fanner, among the 
foothills of tlie Blus Ridge Mountains, 
had cleared a new field there for th© pas¬ 
turing of his oowa Before long the ani¬ 
mals sickened and died. At first It wax 
thought that tho trouble lay In a spring 
which bubbled from the docks In appar¬ 
ent. purity. Upon analysis It was found 
that this water contained arsenic In such 
quantities os to render It dangerous either 
to man or beast. Upon this chance hinged 
the founding of & prosperous mining town, 
that of Brlnton, which speedily became 
a busy center of industry. This mint la 
located at the summit of a mountain, 
8.000 feet above the eta level. 

The ore body averaged 25 to 90 per oent. 
pure arsenic. It la found In fissure veins, 
cropping out at the surface and extending 
into the earth for an unknown distance. 
Twenty distinct veins have been uncov¬ 
ered, outcropping for a distance of seven 
miles, so that the deposits are extensive 
enough to supply the need* of the United 
States when once the Industry shall have 
been put upon an extensive basts. 

From the time when the ore enters ttye 
crushers until the finished product rvache* 
the coeks It Is untouched by human hands. 
It is carried along from point to point 
by automatic arrangement# through each 
process of manufacture. The Impalpable 
dust and poisonous gaaes generated are 
so dangerous that the atmosphere of the 
plant hoe to b© kwpt pur© by artificial 
means. As a further precaution the 
works are provided with hot and cold 
baths, of which tho men are required to 
make us© as soon aa their dally task Is 
completed. 

At present the output la three tons of 
pure white arsenic a day. When these 
figures ar© considered they suggest start¬ 
ling possibilities. The output for four days 
would furnish a fatal dose for every man. 
woman and child In the United Statea In 
few week* tho plant could turn out 
enough arsenic to wipe out the entire 
population of the globe.

AND RELIGIOUS CONDITIONS IN SOUTH AMERICA

All Stand In Great Need of Rc-enforccincnt From Out¬ 
side, According To Ilis Statement. 


Educational, social an<1 even religious 
conditions In South America eland In 
STVut need of ru-enforcement from the 
outside, according to statements made by 
Mobcrt E. Speor. who has Just returned 
from six months' study of them. Mr, 
Spoor Is one of tho secretaries of the 
Fregbyterlon Board of Foreign Missions, 
sod >ent to South America In his official 
capacity. Ho had previously traveled in 
every jMirt of the East, from Persia to 
India, Chino, Korea and Japan. He vis¬ 
it ©d ev«ry part of the South American 
continent, tho coasts at least, and had 
letters which secured for him entry* ln to 
many grades of official and unofficial so¬ 
ciety. 

Mr. Spear la conservative by tempera¬ 
ment, and has rarely upon his return 
from official visits to foreign ffehls re¬ 
ported other than In a careful and of tell 
guarded way. Ho main tains tho same at¬ 
titude at this tlmo, but admits that South 
American morals, and in somexospeots Its 
education, are so much worse than he 
laid imagined th.-y could be. that he has 
quit* surpassed previous reports and sur¬ 
prised his friends by his utterances. Per¬ 
sia iwnd China aro far outclassed he 
thinks, and ho any* that the., difference 
Iks! ween tho two Americas, North and 
Houth, is so great as to mako It hardly 
to bo believed thax they aro ports ot 
the some civilization. 

Tho student bodies of Rio and Buenos 
Avrea. two of lire great educational cen¬ 
ters of tho continent, he believe* to stand 
ill greater n«»©d than do the confessedly 
hnathvo Uxli.-e of Tokk>, the great educa¬ 
tional center of Japan, or tnat of Cal¬ 
cutta, tlie center of learning in India. 
Methods that ought to have been abon- 
uoned fifty years ago are still in use. 
four bos of otudy that were obsolete here 
thirty years ago, or nervor permitted at 
fell, are b^ing follow**!.

Matter of Morals. 


In the matter of morals he found condi¬ 
tions hardly better than those In educa¬ 
tion. In one country', where were public 
records or enlisted men In the army. 
4 here was shown the fact whether enlist¬ 
ed nvn ware or w«r© not born in wedl<H*k. 
And U>* startling thing shown was the 
fact that hardly more than half were 
l*»rti under moral condition#. From offi¬ 
cial repco'ts, collected In each country he 
v Ini tod, he concludes tiuU from one-fourth 
to om-lmlf of all the people of the oon- 
ttnciu are bom out of wedlock. 

In Brazil, Uruguay, the Argentine, 
Chiles Peru. Bolivia and Colombia Mr. 
tlpeer looked into Uie question Of tho pub- 
lie schools, or as be puts It. the lack of 
ttiem and of their support. In tho Arsen - 
till? and Chile he expected to find ©duoa- 
tlon in a public sew moot advanced, and 
he was not prepared for the vast Illiter¬ 
acy which he dor lares obtains. In Chile 
<he ntmins of Spanish and Indian mixed 
have left tho Indian dominant In appear- 
ervre and in charseteristics, including the 
aversion to real .-duration. Even In Chile 
he found more than half the people una¬ 
ble to reed and write, while in Bolivia, 
Peru wnd Colombia the proportion ran 
oven higher, 35 per cent, in some of the 
countries. 

The visit to South America was made In 
part to look after Presbyterian Interests. 
And incidentally to be able to give a oarc. 
ful opinion upon tho needs of missions 
in Roman Catholic countries. In the 
World Missionary Conference, to meet In 
Edinburgh. Scotland. next year, there has 
been some discrimination against fields 
occupied by Roman Cut ho lie* and some 
•lunation as to whother delegates were to 
t>« encouraged to come from them. Tho 
feeling is said to be that out and out 
heathen lands are more needy, and It Is 
even hsld In tome quarters that Protes¬ 
tant missionaries had perhaps better not 
venture into countries occupied by Roman 
Catholics, at least so long as there aro so 
many other fields

Protestant Missionaries. 


Mr. Speer returns with the conviction 
that Protestant mJaelonarisa ought to be 
(orr.mlisM^.) for South American coun¬ 
tries In Sriarger numbers than they are. 
Ho doe# not crKlelso the action of the 
ISMIaburgh conference authorities, but Is 
inclined to think v the Protestants In Bouth 
America have more rights than the Edin¬ 
burgh people accorded them. He deplores 
the lack of Btble circulation, and the 
toimlng of Bibles In the streets, which 
It# declare* Is still practiced. He feels 
sure that not until morals, education and 
religion get upon a better basts is there 
much hope for Improvement In political 
or even in business conditions and prog¬ 
ress. 

■Especially Interested was Mr. Bpeer. as 
he reports, In transportation and other 
material conveniences In Colombia. He 
went ovwr certain roods to srvl from 
Bogota, and declare* that he found noth¬ 
ing worse In Persia In a talk which he 
rave almost immediately upon leaving Ills 
ship after h’s arrival home he uttered 
rentJ merits that would delight the hearts 
of the good roads advocates. He allowed 
that everything 1* not perfect In North 
America, but that Our transportation is 
isrfectlon Itself compered with the awful 
conditions obtaining In Colombia. 

There la a prosperous end progressive 
Presbyterian church In Brazil, but some 
time ago it was rent into factions over 
the Masonic question. A considerable ele- 
i em among Brazil l ret by erins dc and 
<d thut Masons t>e not admitted to churoh 
membership. The differences are now 
healing to some extent. In Colombia the 
Presbyterians are the only Protestant 
body at work, and Mr Bpeer hopes that 
larger assistance may bo furnished from 
this end In future. Ho believes that If 
adequate help be given at this time Co¬ 
lombia which he found a most ettreo- 
ttvs country, can be changed within a 
fow years. Missionaries throughout the 
entire continent have been depressed by 
the decision of the Edinburgh conference 
authorities, and they have expressed fears 
that their work might n»» discountenanced 
or even withdrawn. Mr. Speer returns 
convinced beyond doubt that Protestant 
efforts on the continent must be re-sn- 
forced, and that North America would 
err sadly If she longer neglected her twin 
continent In this hemisphere.

Millions For Religious Purpose*. 

Thirty millions of dollars to rettgtoui 
purposes from one man at one Hctk* Is 
the largest yet That sum, given by 
John 8. Kennedy, of New York, the other 
day. was divided among education and 
rnlealotis In about equal parts That given 
to the Presbyterian mission boards, $3.- 
JSO.lx’V) to each of them, or |6.750.<kHl to 
•til of them, has raised a question of ad¬ 
ministration In at least two of ti^m that 
will be decided the next time they offi¬ 
cially meed. Mission boards are proverbial 
for falling Into debt, as everybody known 
Budge:* are mud© out eights* n month* 
in advance, when It la irnr«'** a -bl© alwuy* 
to idl wlutt may be financial condition* 
during the year covered. 

Tjfe question now raised Is wheth-r It 
may not be wise for the missions during 
the coming vear to bo supported wholly 
out of the Kennedy gifts, permitting tho 
y'fts from churches. Individuals and *cg»- 
rlof to acoumutatc Tin* exact amount of 
their accumulation will be the smo i.it to 
be expended the succeeding year, while 
more gifts from the churches and others 
pile up. In other fronds. money given one 
year is expended the next Them r*n 
than bo no failing Into debt. If the 
churches deeire enlargement of work all 
they need do is to increase their gifts 
kBome member* ot one of the boards In¬ 
volved. ipossibly others. fear that .f the 
chord** and individuals are relieved for 
one wlede yenr from actual expenditure# 
their Interest will log. The problem Is a 
nice one, never yet solved.

Endowment Funds. 


foreign, had only about $1,060,000 each, 
and even some of that endowment was 
tied up with conditions of gift. The 
American Board, the oldest of American 
societies, has not a large endowment. 
The Episcopal board has a little more 
than $3,000,000, and the Baptists are fairly 
well off, the Home Mission Society North 
having a auccessful plan on which It 
pays annuities, the principal reverting 
to the society at d^ath. 

The Kennedy gifts to the Presbyteri¬ 
ans. amounting In all to Slo.009.ixi0, is not 
conditional, and It can be expended at 
once If the men In authority decide so 
to do. For years Presbyterian hoards 
now helped have announced at the end 
of their years, and Immediately before 
the meeting of the General Assembly* 
that they nave come out ahead in re¬ 
ceipts, all bills met. For years, also, and 
almost wherever It was necessary. It 
was this same Mr. Kennedy who made 
up deficiencies, and made ttOMible tho 
hopeful announcements. Mr. Kennedy 
built the Presbyterian building in New 
York, by far the finest structure owned 
by any of the missionary societies In 
any city, and his benefactions to other 
objects before his death were enormous. 
It has been said of late that church peo- 
plo had ceased to give to church causes, 
an<J Interested themselves In tthlcal and 
moral causes. On top of the statement 
comes th* largest benefaction of all. and 
that to strictly missionary and religious 
purposes. 

Two Problems Considered. 

The trustees of the Fifth-avenue Bap¬ 
tist church. New York, the congregation 
of which John I>. Rockefeller, father and 
son, are members, gave careful consid¬ 
eration to two problems of national In¬ 
terest before deciding upon the erection 
of a now place of worship. That a new 

J ilaoa had to be provided was evident 
corn the crowds that attend upon the 
preaching of the new English minister, 
the Rev. Dr. Charles F. Aked. 

One of the problems, of widest Interest, 
was the trustees' concern about a large 
church. They decided that there are In 
New York al| of the large churches that 
are needed. At any rate, they decide 
against a large church for themselves. 
Not only do they say that the large 
church may become a burden If a popu¬ 
lar preacher depart, but that It la the 
small and not the large congregation that 
Is more effective In Inculcating religious 
truths, In securing gift# and In getting 
work done. Tho tendency has always 
been to create th» largest and financially 
the strongest church possible. Hero 
comes s great congregation, plenty of 
money, declaring In favor of the small 
church and completely reversing the old 
Ides. 

The other problem Is that of location. 
The present church Is just off Fifth 
avenue, on Forty-sixth street. Time was 
when It was thought downtown. With 
the building of the new library at Forty- 
second street, and because of some other 
changes, this region Is now considered 
roost desirable. It Is held by New’ York 
leaders In real estate, In educational and 
religious matters, that forever this part 
of Manhattan Island will remain as It 
now is. That Is. that th© uptown move¬ 
ment Is at an end. Hence the decision to 
rebuild upon the old site. 

There Is, in a way. still another de¬ 
rision of these trustees that will inter¬ 
est. It Is to build a plain edifice. With 
millions at command. If they want them, 
and these coming not all from tho Rock¬ 
efellers by any means, these trustees de¬ 
ride to erect a structure that ha* about 
It nothing whatever for show. Tholr de¬ 
cision In this regard will be understood 
when It Is stated that the com Is limit¬ 
ed to $400,000 for an edifice that is to be 
100x100 feet and more than 125 feet In 
height. 

New President Takes Charge. 

The new president of Fisk University 
at Nashville, the Rev. George A. Gates, 
who was Just ©Joeted during the Ameri¬ 
can Mbwtonary Association meeting at 
Burlington, has entered upon his work, 
and made his first formal address to the 
students. Until a decod- ago tho univers¬ 
ity was under tho a*i*>clatlon named, 
which founded It. and the new head has 
the task of putting it upon Us feet as an 
independent Institution. Fisk Is almost as 
famous for Its Jubilee singers as for Its 
educational work, but the quartet is ©o 
excellent that It does not mind compari¬ 
sons Its field Is the higher edunat'on of 
n<*gro men and women who are to be the 
leaders for the race Some of the fore¬ 
most people in politics, tn education. In 
philanthropy and In business In the South 
among the colored people ar* graduates 
of the Nashville university. 

Fisk University, having this purpose of 
colored race leadership In mind, was es¬ 
tablished Immediately after the close of 
the Civil War. It la now supplied with 
an admirable campus and some excellent 
buildings, but Its endowment Is wholly in¬ 
adequate to Its n**eds It Is to obeervo the 
close of its first fifty years of existence in 
Itif. and between the present and thnt 
dab* the new president Is to undertake 
the task of securing an endowment of 
$6<•»,(*». Dr. Gates U a Dartmouth man, 
but for ten years or more has been at th© 
head of 1'omotMt College In California.

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CHIEF JUSTICE FULLER MAS FTO3ID) OF 
HUMOR AHH3> US MOT LOMC OM DECM1TY

I T In a great sight. In Washington, 
when circumstances at some rare 
social function put Chief Justice 
Melville Weston Fuller, the ex¬ 
alted successor of Jay. Marshall, Rut¬ 
ledge, Tnqey and the rest, side by side 
with Associate Justice John M. Harlan. 

Harlan, of course, was foreordained 
from the beginning of the world to be 
a Justice of the United States Supremo 
Court. H1 h given name. John Marshall, 
marked him out for the place. Tken 
hlfe abilities, and a certain Judicial 
grandeur that always characterized 
him, further suggested his fate. Hf was 
built on a Hberal plan, physically and 
mentally. He Is six feet three Inches In 
height; he was bom and bred In Ken¬ 
tucky, where his Judicial abilities were 
early appreciated; and when a vacancy 
occurred on the supreme bench In 1877. 
there seemed to be npthlng In the world 


for a complaisant President like Ruth¬ 
erford B. Hayes to do but to nominate 
Mr. Harlan to that vacancy, which he 
did. 

Now, In many ways Chief Justice 
Fuller Is the antipode of Mr. Justice 
Harlan. Harlan Is the tallest man on 
the bench; the Chief Justice Is the 
shortest. Harlan is always grave and 
Impressive In his dignity. The Chief 
Justice Is not especially strong on 
dignity: he has no grandeur of man¬ 
ner; It did not come to him by nature, 
and he has never tried to acquire It. 
His habitual look Is one of quiet self- 
possesslon and there always lurks upon 
>il* face a look of humorous enjoyment 
of the world. 

• • • 

Dickens Enthusiast. 

When Justice Bhlrss was on the 
bench he had a colleague who. like him¬ 
self, was saturated In the novels of 
Dickens; and the two used to get their 
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the theaters. He is still one of the 
most Inveterate first-nighters In Wash¬ 
ington. Entering the theater always 
on such occasions In the nick of time, 
the Chief Justice rises, looks about and 
beam* upon the audience expansively— 
and *he performance then goes on as 
If it had received a benediction. 

Chief Justice Fuller hits undergone 
severe criticism since he came to the 
supreme bench. In addition to a deep 
domestic sorrow of an other sort, which 
might have broken the spirit of n 
weaker or less genial man, he has lost 
his wife, who was n .^eloved companion. 
But he has not allowed these sorrows 
to embitter him. He has remained 
smiling and courteous to his associate*, 
and considerate to the meml>ers of the 


Highly domestic In his tastes—except 
fil r , l , hi i nm nl * ht * ^ tlpt theater—iho 
t hirf Justice Is find of dogs and birds.

tfea/is together on the bench and com¬ 
pare the lawyer* who appeared before 
them to characters In Dickens* novela 
In the course of the eleven years that 
they were both on the supreme bench 
nearly all the well-known figures of 
Dickens rose to address the majesty 
of the court, from Wilkins Mtcawber to 
Silas Wegg. the rmfh-with-wooden-leg; 
and all were named In a whisper by the 
two worthies on the bench. 

The fact Is that Chief Justice Fuller 
was born strongly human. The only 
really Juicy natives of New England, 
according to a certain tradition, are 
those who were l^orn either in the 
State of Maine (It Is always “the 
State of Maine” to them) and In 
Vermont; and the Juiciest Maine men 
ore those who come from Augusta, the 
capital. Chief Justice Fuller was born 
In Augusta in 1833. There Is nothing 
whatever In the way of character that 
can not be found In Augusta. The na¬ 
tives abound In humor, but seldom In 
dignity. They are actively Intellectu¬ 
al; nearly every young man In the 
place takes to Journalism or to the law, 
and many of them take to both. 

Among the Augusta, young men 
who took to Journalism and to the 
law wee© Melville W. Fuller and James 
G Blaine; nnd there was a time In 
that city when both were reporters on 
the rival dAily papers—Fuller on the 
Democratic paper and Blaine on the 
Republican. From day to day they 
“scooped” and drubbed each other with 


great spontaneity In their respective 
papers, but personally they were very 
good friends, and they continued to be 
such as k>ng as both ware living. 

Fuller exchanged Journalism for the 
law In 1856. when he was 23 years old. 
The next year he went to Chicago and 
hung out his shingle. Though he be¬ 
came a thorough Chicagoan, ha never 
sloughed off the New England accent, 
the New England tastes, nor the 
Augustan flavor. He Is an extremely 
small eater—he never exerelsos. and he 
has to balance his physical Indolence 
with a low diet; hut when he do©s eat. 
It Is generally a New’ England boiled 
dinner, or boiled codfish and pumpkin 
pie.

His Baked Beans Menu. 


In Washington they tell the story 
that the Fuller meal on Saturday 
night Is baked beans with pork—noth¬ 
ing else, after the State of Maine fash¬ 
ion. One evening the Chief Justice, 
possibly forgetting that It was Satur¬ 
day, asked a distinguished English 
Jurist home to dinner with him. When 
the beans came on tha Englishman 
promptly declined them. 

Mrs. Fuller showed some wmbarrass- 
ment. whereupon the Englishman 
amiably said. “Never mind, r 11 make 
k up on the next course/' 

"But. Good Lord!" exclaimed the 
Chief Justice, “there Isn't any other 
course/' And there wasn't. 

Chief Justice Fuller Is Just as ap¬ 
proachable a man now, after twenty-one 


years on the Supreme bench, as he was 
when, as a lawyer who had made hts 
way. he lived in a suburb of Chicago, 
arid went In and out every day on the 
Hyde Park train. My own first and 
jdosest personal contract with him was 
on that same Hyde Park train. Though 
Mr. Fuller was then in the prime of 
llfo, his hair was already somewhat 
gray, though tinted with the corn-tassel 
gold of his youth and early manhood. 

• • • 

When He Commuted. 


It w’aa the custom In that early day 
for Hyde Park commuters to “visit” so¬ 
ciably ail over the car. People hud 
their own seats, which were conceded 
to them by common consent. Lawyer 
Fuller's seat was on the shudy sfllu of 
one of the cars, next the window Pas¬ 
sengers went from seat to seat, discuss¬ 
ing the news In the morning paper; and 
pretty nearly everybody had hud his 
conversational whack at Fuller before 
the train rolled Into the old Illinois Cen¬ 
tral station at the head of Michigan 
avenue. He always seemed to welcome 
the conversations. He was the oracle 
of the train, and probably laid down as 
many ex-cathedra opinions there as he 
ever has on the Supremo bench. The 
fact that the majority of Hyde Pork 
pv*rengfTB were Republicans, while Ful¬ 
ler was a Democrat, gave him an oppor¬ 
tunity’ to go a good deal of political mis¬ 
sionary’ work. 

He certainly had no political oppo¬ 
nent In Chicago who did not respect and 
admiral his ability, nor had he an ac¬ 


quaintance who did not acquire a con* 
slderable affection for him on account of 
hie patient and friendly character. No¬ 
body In Chicago was surprised when 
Cleveland made him Chief Justice In 
1888, though some people In other parts 
of the country expressed a good deal of 
astonishment. 

\%r Fuller had always been a some¬ 
what unconventional man. Blessed with 
a great shock of hair, he wore It long. 
Ilk* a Maine schoolmaster or singing- 
school teacher. To this Adornment he 
added a large and drooping mustache, 
of which he always seemed to be proud. 
The whole country wo* agog to see 
whether the new Chief Justice, In defi¬ 
ance of every precedent and tradition 
of the Supreme Court, would continue to 
w.-ar this mustache. 

It was almost impossible to think of 
a Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
with a mustachf. but the country had 
to think of it. for Mr Fuller shook the 
foundations of American Jurisprudence 
by appearing not onb* In flowing robes 
but In his flowing mustache. And still 
the Government at Washington lived, 
and the constitutional guarantees re¬ 
mained Intact. And two or three other 
Supreme Court Justices, since that 
time, have followed the precedent— 
Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes being 
conspicuous among them*

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WOMEN PIRATES OF THE WEST INDIES 
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I T Is all In the point of view. Poets 
have sung of the glories of Cleo¬ 
patra, yet Cleopatra was a crimi¬ 
nal. Historians point to Cather¬ 
ine as one of Russia’s greatest rulers, 
yet Catherine was a savage. fiflza- 
beth ranks high among the monarch* 
of England, yet Elizabeth was a ruth¬ 
less creature w’ho sent many men and 
women to the block and who signed the 
death W’arrant of her cousin, Mary, 
Queen of Scots, without a qualm or a 
quiver. In her humble way, Mary 
Heed was a Cleopatra, a Catherine and 
an Elizabeth. She had the romantic, 
adventurous disposition of the daughter 
ot the Nile, the sturdy, masculine, sol¬ 
dierly qualities of the terrible Russian 
and the careless way* and volatile tem¬ 
per of the free-living Queen Bess. She 
was the greatest woman pirate the 
world ever has known and, like the 
three great queens, sne was a creature 
of circumstance to a large degree. If 
aho had any regret because. Instead of 
piracy, a quiet home life and a loving 
husband had not been her destiny she 
did not give expression^ to It. In fact, 
she seemed to like her failing, and in a 
naive, philosophic .«># 'of way she 
would argue on the Justice and injus¬ 
tice of piracy and the beneficial effect 
hanging had upon keeping the ranks of 
the pirates from being overcrowded. 

•'Were It not for the fact that the 
rope dangles before their eyes as a 
menace/' she remarked ip a conversa¬ 
tion with the Judge who sentenced her 
to death, “all the cowards would turn 
pirate and so Infeat the sens that men 
of courage would starve. • If 1 had my 
way 1 would not make the penalty for 
piracy anything lees than death. It Is 
the fear of (he noose that has kept 
manv rn fee ruble, dastardly rogues hon¬ 
est, and It la the fear of the noose, too. 
that keep* on land many of those who 
now’ rob the widows and the orphans 
and who oppress the poor who have no 
money to seek Justice. If It were not 
for the noose the sea would be as 
crowded w-lth rogues as the land nnd 
there would tye so much plundering of 
ships that merchants, after a while, 
would not send vessels out except under 
the safest of armed escort. , . 

“Under such conditions, my dear 
dr/* She said gravely to the judge, “my 
rad* in a little time would not be 
vorth following."

would have received little or no gotloe 
In history but for Mary* Reed and Anne 
Bonney. Morgan, prince of pirates, wa< 
dead. Roc. the Brazilian, had paid the 
penalty of his crimes; Bartholemy. 
L'Olonnols. De Lussan and the other 
commanders of the golden days of the 
buccaneers were memories only, but 
throughout the West Indies there were 
enough bands of sea robbers to make 
life lively for the Spaniard or any 
other captain who sailed those waters. 
Rack am had been quartermaster on the 
pirate ship commanded by Capt 
Charles Vane, and when Vane, on No¬ 
vember 24. 1718, was deposed for cow¬ 
ardice In refusing to attack a French 
man-o*-war. Hack am was chosen cap¬ 
tain In his place. 

In the two years In which Rackitm 
cruised around Cuba. Bermuda, the Ba¬ 
hamas. and made occasional raids aJtytg 
Vhe Caribbean coast. Mary Reed \viui 
second In command and Anne Bonney 
was one of the crew The pirates cap¬ 
tured several vessels, attacked some 
small towns and got a fair amount of 
plunder, and made themselves so much 
of a menace that a pardon was offered 
to them and to all other pirates operat¬ 
ing In the gulf If they would return to 
honest ways. But although most oX 
the other pirates were glad of the op¬ 
portunity to wash the slate clen^not 
so with Rackam and the women. They 
refused, and so became the mark for 
all the English. French and Spanish 
vf*s«c1s of war that were In the West 
Indlez. • 

It was early In November. 1720. that 
a small English worship sighted Rack- 
ani's brigantine off Jamaica. The two 
vessel* were pretty well matched and 
In the early stages of the fight all the 
chances favored the pirates, but sea 
robbers never did have much stomach 
for fighting against the English, and 
when one of fhe guns on the brigan¬ 
tine burst and It was necessary to 
close with the enemy if victory- was 
to be achieved. Rackam rushed to his 
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cabin and sought solace In the brandy 
bottle. In vain did Mary Reed and 
Anne Bonney plmd wUh and threaten 
the rest. The example of the captain 
was too much for them. After firing 
a few more shots at the Englishman 
they, too, sought refuge and solace In 
the cabin, all but one. This one re¬ 
mained on deck with the two wqmen 
and fought the ship until the last. In 
one desperate effort to get the men 
back on deck Mary- Reed went to the 
cabin door and. firing Into the crowd, 
threatened death to every* of them 
who continued to act the coward. Her 
shot killed one m&n. but the others 
stuck to the cabin and relused to come 
out 

When the English swarmed on board 
she, in disgust, surrendered the brigan¬ 
tine. and thereafter both by the com¬ 
mander of the warship and by the civil 
authorities she was treated as the real 
head of the pirate band. Her contempt 
for Rackam. and the rest of the men 
was shared by Anne Bonney-. who was 
the captain’s mistress. A short time be¬ 
fore he ana banged Rackam got per¬ 
mission to see this woman to tHd fare¬ 
well to her. Instead of condoling with 
him she told him that If he had fought 
like a man In all probability he would 
not have gone to the gallows 8he xvas 
sorry for hi in. of course, but not sorry 
enough to shed tears. She besought 
him. however, to gn to his death like 
a man and so wipe out as far as pos¬ 
sible the memory of hi* craven conduct 
in the fight. 

Rackam and the two men sentenced 
to die with him that day went to- the 
gallows smilingly. . The other men of 
the band were hanged In the February 
following, but although neither Mary 
Reed nor Anne Bonney sought or ex¬ 
pected clemency the authorities refused 
to hang them. Thero was as much. If 
not more, of an abhorrence to Inflicting 
the death penalty on wom^n In those 
days as there Is In these times, and as

the stories of the two women pirates 
became known rhelr conversations with 
the Port Royal Judge, people came to 
look upon them ns more sinned against 
than sinning. Mary Reed, it was learn¬ 
ed. had been bom In England and had 
been bred nnd reared In deception. Her 
mother, when very- young, had married 
a youth who soon after their marriage 
went to w>a and never returned. The 
fruit of this marriage was a son. A 
year later Mary* was bom. and, the son 
dying. Mnry’s mother decided to substl- 
tue her Illegitimate child for the legiti¬ 
mate one In order to have the child 
come In for the wealth of her husband's 
mother. Mary. ' \va s n*ar.-d .i 

a boy. As she grew up her mother ex¬ 
plained to her Chr secret of her birth 
and the necessity for concealing her sex. 
At various times the grandmother want¬ 
ed to adopt th.- child, but this the moth¬ 
er, of course, would not consent to. In¬ 
stead. each time she got the old woman 
to increase the allowance made on ac¬ 
count of the child. Occasionally the 
mother and grandmother quarreled and, 
unfortunately for Mary-, the old woman 
died at inch a time and left Mary with¬ 
out a shilling. The child being no lon¬ 
ger a source of income tn her. the 
mother had no further use for Mary and 
so abandoned her. 

Mary, garbed ns a b>y, i^arcd as a 
boy and having had the companionship 
only of boy* all her life, nb\v could d*« 
nothing except look for work ns a hoy. 
Sht had the good fortune to obtain i 
position as footboy to a Frenchwoman 
of irealth, and she remained In this 
position several years. A» she grew In 
years and strength rfhc got tired of ser¬ 
vile employment and began to look 
about for something else. Having & love 
for the sea and a touch of romance In 
her disposition she enlisted on a man 
of war. > / Tlere she learned enough of 
seamanship to fit her well for the part 
•he was to play later on in life. After 


several cruises she sought adventure 
ashore and went to Flanders, where she 
enlisted in a regiment of infantry’ a* 
a cadet. 8he was a brave, dashing sol¬ 
dier, but there was little chance for a 
poor soldier, no matter how brave or 
how dashing, to advance In those days, 
for commission* w«*r«> lK>ught and sold 
and the person without money might 
serve throughout life without promotion. 

Giving up the Infantry in disgust, 
Mary next enlisted In a calvary regi¬ 
ment. In this ahe distinguished herself 
so as to win the Applause and esteem 
of all the officers of the regiment. Jus: 
then romance entered the life of Mury 
to bring confusion to her. She was 
very brave and she was very modest. 
She had the faculty of most brave per¬ 
sons of winning the affectionate regard 
of their companion*. The tent companion 
of Mary was a handsome young Flem¬ 
ish trooper, who thought Mary was the 
bravest young man In the world. No 
wonder that Mary, her natural tenden¬ 
cies checked and distorted throughout 
her young life, should fall passionately 
In love with him. The violence of her 
feelings was such that she neglected all 
her soldierly duties and acted so pe¬ 
culiarly that she was considered Insane, 

One day when the handsome trooper 
wa* expressing his sorrow over her 
condition she osronlshed him by throw¬ 
ing herself Into hl» arinH and telling him 
she was a woman. But his astonish¬ 
ment was no greater than that of the 
entire regiment the next day when the 
two trooper* were married In public. 
All the officers we/e present and so 
were thousands of ettlx*-rto. 

Married and dressed for the first time 
in her life in the cloth** wom?u wear 
Mary left the army and. with her hus¬ 
band, opened an Inn. nnJ for luck called 
it the Three Horseshoes She hud a fair 
measure of luck for a few ve trs and was 
well on the road to prosperity and ease 
when her husband <llvd, the wars ended. 


business fell off to little or nothing and 
she was left once more with ffte prob¬ 
lem of making a living for herself. 

There wa* not much opportunity for 
her In Europe, she thought. Anyhow the 
death of her husband hod cut all the 
ties that held her there, so she engaged 
passage for America In a French ship. 
For an unattached young woman to 
make the trip across the ocean In those 
days was unthought of, bo for her own 
protection she resumed L>re garb of a 
man The ship she sailed In was cap¬ 
tured by English pirates, and as she 
wa* the only English-speaking person 
on board the pirates, after plundering 
the vessel and Tt* passenger* of every¬ 
thing of value, took her on board their 
craft and allowed the French ship to 
proceed. They had no Idea she was 
other than she seemed to be—a fine, 
handsome, rosy-cheeked young English¬ 
man—and she became one of the pirate 
crew. There was nothing else for her to 
do. She continued with the pirates for 
several month* and then, the British 
Government having made one of Its pe¬ 
riodical offers to plrlite* to pardon those 
who would surrender, by a certain day. 
th4 crew availed themselves of the op¬ 
portunity, went to Jamacla. were offi¬ 
cially forgiven, and having sold their 
plunder to good ad van tog * j .oc-eded to 
enjoy the fruit* ot their adventures. 

When their money was sp.*nt they 
heard that (/.apt. Rodgers was fitting out 
vessels In the Inland *f Now Pmvldcnco 
for privateering. This suited them ad¬ 
mirably, so a fair number of them, 
among the lot being Vane and Rackam. 
offered. their service to R idger*. 

“What else could 1 do?“ Mary asked 
the Judge when she got to this point In 
her narrative. “There was no way for 
an honest woman to make a living In 
Jamaica, as well you know, and even 
though I deteat the life the pirate leads 
and even though 1 abhor bloodshed and 
crime I have the same love of life that 
every human creature ha*, and. wanting 
to preserve my life and get out of It 


everything I can. I was constrained to 
bi'came*. a pirate once liorv becau*j 
there was nothing ebe for me to tuni 
to.” 

The ship fitted out by Rodgers hardly 
had sailed when Mary and her compan¬ 
ions mutinied and ran up the black !Ug. 
Vane was selected a* Captain and 
Rackam quartermaster. For several 
years the pirates ranged the Gulf, prey¬ 
ing on friend and foe. At limes thoy 
had plenty, but more times they were 
poor Then came the time when Vane 
was unwilling to give battle to a French 
warship and Rackam supplanted him as 
Captain With Che selection of Rackam 
as Captain there came to the pirate 
ship Anne Bonney, the woman to whom 
he was attached. She dressed in a 
mixed costume, half male, half female. 
In all the contests in which the brigan¬ 
tine engaged she was as resolute and 
as good a fighter ns any man aboard. 

One of the queer things In Conner* 
tlon with this strange pair of women 
Is that It was through Ann© Bonney 
that the sex of Mary Reed wlu^ dis¬ 
covered Mao* was no less modest than 
she was brave and no one on board 
suspected her as being other than she 
seemed. Anne Bonney. ccuirse and of a 
far different stripe from Mary, was 
much Imprcw^d by the rosy cheeks 
and dashing appearance of Mary, who 
aroused the Jealousy of Ruckam. The 
fnptaJLn became so violent that Mary 
thought It prudent to reveal her se¬ 
cret to Anne. 

But the secret wa* not to remain 
long a secret. Soon after the arrival 
of Anne Bonney aboard the brigantine 
raptured a ship and among the prison¬ 
ers taken wa* a young urtlst of en¬ 
gaging manner*. Mary Reed straight¬ 
way fell in love with him. Her love 
was put to a severe test before many 
days, for the artist, having qjtarreled 
with one of the pirate*, challengrd him 
to a duel, which they agreed to fight 
ashore. Mary had doubts about the* 
courage of the man she loved or pos¬ 


sibly she loved him so much that *h© 
wodld not lot him risk hl» life. At any 
rate she Fought a quarrel with fhw 
plrafo and Insisted on fighting him be¬ 
fore the hour set for the duel with 
the artist. 

Mary and the pirate fought with pis¬ 
tol and sword, and after a short en¬ 
gagement she left him dead on the field. 
It wn* after that duel that Mary con¬ 
fessed her love to the artist. They 
pledged their faith, which they deemed 
a h binding as If the erremony had bee a 
performed by a clergyman. 

From the notes of tho?e who attend¬ 
ed the trial of this woman there Is 
furnished this description of tier: Sha 
1 * hhntbome. robust and showy or dis¬ 
tinguished in appearance. That she 
Is capable of great exertion and of 
suataihfng great fatigue no on© need 
doubt after surveying her big frama.

ceptible of the i*»nd©rp*t emotion* and 
the most genuine affections. Although 
she was Inadvertently drawn Into 
piracy, this horrible mode of life has 
not stained h«*r character, nnd she pos¬ 
sesses a rertitude of principle and of 
conduct far superior to many who hav# 
notlbern exposed to such temptation*/*

Death Saved Companion, 


It was at Fort Royal. Jamaica, No¬ 
vember 20, 1720, that Mary Ke**d wo* 
lied, Another woman pirate, Anne 
3onney. wad on trial with her, an were 
?npt. Rackam and eight men of Rack- 
im’s crew. The nine men and the two 
vvomen were sentenced to death, and 
that same day Ra« lcam and tw<pof th© 
men were taken to Gallows Point and 
hanged. So far os known this U the 
only Instance not only of women pi¬ 
rates being sentenced to death but of 
women pirate* being brought tu trial- 
11 i* recorded that t-he women showed a 
hfgher degree of courage in the pres¬ 
ence of the judge than did thetr men 
companions, but that Is not to be mar¬ 
veled at, for the women had displuyed 
far more bravery in the *eA fight In 
which they were captured than did 
Rackam or any of the others. In fact, 
throughout the years in which the two 
women sailed with Rackam thoy were 
the sturdiest fighters on board Had 
Rackam and hi* men had the same 
spirit as the women that sea fight prnb- 
nhly would have had a different end¬ 
ing. 

Piracy was In Its decadence In ih© 
day of Rackam, and Rackam probably 



Although the woman appeared ro¬ 
bust to all who saw her In court rho 
was far from well. Her condition wag 
such ttont her execution was p«>*tp<»ne<i 
several tlm^s. She grew worse rapidly 
and then she died. 

it 1* unlikely that she would have 
been hanged even If she hod not been 
stricken with illness, hut at any rate 
her diath saved Ann© Bonney, for 
whom there wa* not no much sympathy 
expressed as for Mary Reed. 

The Bonney woman wa* Irish, hav¬ 
ing been born in Cork Her father was 
a lawyer of prominence who deserted 
hi* wife and eloped to America with 
©no of his servant*, taking Anne with 
him. Ho settled In South Uandlna 
and became one of the rlc© planter! 
of that part of America. When hi* 
servant-wife died Anne superintended 
the household The girl was looked 
upon a* one of the great hetresse* of 
the Carolina* and her father planned 
a brilliant match for her. hut she wa! 
of his own blood anfr ran away with 
a sailor Tit© young people fled to 
New Providence, wher© the sailor ex¬ 
pected to find employment. They tired 
of each other quickly, and one day 
*he l-.-fi him and Joined Capt. Rackam. 
Sh - went to s*a In nwn’s clothes at 
first, und then compromised on a com¬ 
bination costumo that was both pic¬ 
turesque and suitable to her bustnosa, 
It was by no mean* cumber*om** and 
*h© took to piracy with a relish, ap¬ 
parently rejoicing In Its frv. dom. and 
having no moral qualms about rob¬ 
bing or killing \ 

She w’aa kn«\vn to many of the plant¬ 
er* of Janmltu, who had b^cn guest!

trial, but she had become m* gross and 
soddfcn through her life with the pirate* 
that this Intercession amounted to llt- 
He. She was reprieved from time to 
time, however, and w-hen Mary Reed 
died nil pretens© of carrying out the 
sentenc© in Ann© Bonney’* case wai 
pa rckmed and 
she never wa* officially set free, hut 
on© day the prison door* were opened 
nnd *hr was j>©nnltted to walk out.

Let 
the edict summartky shut nine-tenths 
of the saloons, and provide for the ab¬ 
solute destruction of all within the 
course of ten years Let there be laws 
forbidding the distilling of liquors and 
thslr Importation: and. In short, the 
Inauguration of a scheme of Govern¬ 
ment restrictions which would* entirely 
wipe out the manufacture, selling and 
drinking of anything Intoxicating within 
the space of ten years.

Many Smoko Secretly. 


It Is believed that many of the vice¬ 
roys are still secretly smoking; and 
the anti-opium commissioners have 
asked the prince regent to call a meet¬ 
ing at the capital of all the viceroys, 
governors and general* of the army 
who have reported that they have brok¬ 
en off the habit. When they appear they 
will be subjected to a test to show 
whether or not they have lied. 6lnce 
this one viceroy has asked for time for 
some of his officials, and others have 
established opium hospitals and cures. 

In nearly every province of China 
there has been a general closing of the 
opium dens. In some cities a back-door 
business is still going on. but the public 
smoking has become unpopular and 
dangerous, snd the chief opium used Is 
now behind closed doors. In Shanghai 
all the dens In the native town have 
been shut, and fully half of those In the 
foreign concessions wiped out. Thfe 
foreigners propose to clean out the evil 
In their part of the city by 1910. In 
Wuchang the shutting up of the dens 
has considerably diminished the arrests 
for crime, and one of the policemen 
says this Is largely because he does not 
know where to go to look for criminals. 

In Foochow there were 820 dens at 
the time tho edict was Issued. They 
were all closed on the first of the fourth 
month of the year following and are still 
shut. The same is true of Ichaog. al¬ 
though the shops for the sole of opium 
are still open. Hashing, which for years 
was one of the worst opium-smoking 
places in the province of. Chekiang, has 
abolished Its opium shops, and the day 
of the closing the opium pipes were 
burnt In public and the people rejoiced. 
The sam© I* true of many other cities, 
In not a few of which the opium dealers 
have since secretly resumed business. 

Outside the officials a mighty crusade 
has. been going on over China to stop 
the us© of opium among the people. 
Indeed, there are so many different 
movements that I hardly know where 
to begin. Every province has its antl- 
optum societies. These meet regularly; 
they print and distribute anti-opium 
literature and send out men to lecture 
upon the opium evil. There is one so¬ 
ciety In Canton which has distributed 


millions of pamphlets showing the ter* 
rib!* fate of the opium user. Pi 
of the man before and after he has be¬ 
come the slave of the drug are pub¬ 
lished. and vhe horror* of the practice 
are vividly painted. Many of the so¬ 
cieties r^ulre their member* to wear 
a badge and sign the pledge, and many 
of them offer rewards for the detection 
of opium smokers and of the illegal sell¬ 
ing of opium. 

In some of the provinces the most 
rigid laws have been enacted against 
the user* of the drug. In Kiangsu no 
habitual smoker under B0 can appear 
In court os a plaintiff. He cannot in¬ 
stitute a suit, and can have no protec¬ 
tion from the laws as long as he con¬ 
tinues to disobey them. In Canton there 
Is a temple which has been given over 
to the anti-opium crusade, anti-opium 
pictures being pasted upon tt* walls. 
In Yunnan opium lectures are every¬ 
where given, and a large number of 
refuges have been crested to take In 
confirmed smokers and cure them. Hun¬ 
dreds of opium pipes and lamps are 
nailed to the walls of the Government 
buildings, snd the Viceroy l* rapidly 
reducing the area of the opium farma. 

At the capital of Fukien province 
there have been eight burnings of opium 
and opVum fixtures during which 1.236 
ounce* were destroyed and the follow¬ 
ing items burned: Pipes, 4.433; pipe 
bowls. 4.482; lamps. 3.693; boxes, 1,497; 
vessels for opium cooking. BOO. About 
9.000 needle* used for morphine Injec¬ 
tions were all given up and broken. In 
that province It Is absolutely necessary 
to have a certificate to buy opium, and 
the same per*on can only get his sup¬ 
ply once a month, the allowance being 
fixed by the opium commissioners.

Cures Thought Possible. 
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Trick That Can Be Worked 
On Stage, But Not In Real Life 
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I find a general belief among the Chi¬ 
nese that the opium habit can be cured. 
Everywhere pills to take away the 
craving are sold. and. In most of the 
great cities, hospitals and refuges have 
been established where the slave* of 
the drug go to break off the habit. In 
Foochdw there are six such hospitals, 
and four of these report that they have 
already cured 3.259 person* Such in¬ 
stitution* have been established at 
Pekin. Nanking. Tientsin. Wuchang, 
Canton and In many other places.

W HAT magician at Saturday 

matinees hasn't caused hun¬ 
dreds of young / faces to 
gleam with amazement as 
black tissue paper turned to coffee and 
white tissue paper to milk? 

A1 wavs the trick Is a success, for 
Isn’t the coffee passed to the audience 
to sample, to show that It is real? 
There’s no doubt about the coffee, of 
gourse It’s the genuine article, steam¬ 
ing hot. and it* appetizing aroma 
makes everyone hungry 

Yet the. magician doesn’t pass around 
his paraphernalia for inspection. The 
mysteries of that make the trick clear 
at a glance 

The trick of making coffee upon the 
stage is always a favorite. It never 
lose* Its effect One reason 1* that the 
trick U unusualty clever Another Is 
that tht magician nearly alway* Invites 


the spectators to try his magic coffee 
after tt Is made. 

The method which I am about to ex¬ 
plain ls one that has been used by all 
the leading magicians at one time or 
another The magician exhibits three 
plain wooden boxes about one and one- 
half feet square by two feet deep The 
first box is filled with black tissue pa¬ 
per cut ln very small pieces, something 
on the order of confetti; the second 
box contains white tissue paper cut In 
the same manner; and the third box 
contains ordinary bran, such as is red 
to cows. • 

Three nickel-plated vessels are now- 
brought forward, two of w-hlch are 
about sixteen inches high, while the 
third Is rather short and oval-shaped, 
on the order of a loving cup. 

The magician dips one of the larger 
cups into the box of black paper and 
brings It out full. Pouring the paper 
bade- into the box. to give the audience 
an Idea of the amount the vessel holds, 
he repeats the operation a second time. 
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filling the vessel to the top. After 
brushing off a few piece* of the paper, 
he plqjato a small round cover on the 
cup The second large Jar is filled with 
white paper and the cover Is put on 

The magician next fills the third and 
smaller vessel with bran and. after 
placing on the cover, set* all three on 
a small table ln front of the footlights. 

The boxes may now be passed around 
the audience knd the contents exam. 
Ined. ^ 

Next the magician explains that he 
Is about to make coffee from the black 
paper, milk from the jrhlte paper and 
sugar from the bran. Touching each 
vessel with his wand, he remove* the 
covers. 

An assistant appears bearing a trav 
containing a number of small cup* anil 
saucer*, a sugar bowl and a pitcher. 
From the vessel that was filled with 
black paper the performer pour* black 
coffee, steaming hot .From the sec¬ 
ond vessel the pitcher 1* filled with 
milk, while the tiflrd and smaller Jnr 
contains sugar. 

The tray Is now passed to the spec- 
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tatora. that they may sample the won¬ 
derful coffee, with or without milk or 
sugar. 

The explanation, as usual, lies ln the 
construction of the apparatus The ves¬ 
sel* themselves are very simple in con¬ 
struction, as you will see in diagram 
No. 1 The prepared parts, are con¬ 
cealed ln the boxes covered by the pa¬ 
per ancK bran. In each of the boxe> 
there 1* concealed a separate vessel 
which fit* snugly into one of those 
shown by the magician. 

The vessel lo the first box Is filled 
with hot coffee, the second with milk 
and the third with sugar. Of course, 
all are prepared before the boxes are 
brought upon the stage. 

Ea<ih of the prepared sections has a 
cover which fit* snugly over the top. 
Tht* prevent* the contents from being 
spilled. 

"The first time th© magician dips each 
of the vesssl into a box he fills them 
with the paper and bran, the second 
time he merely slips vessel tfo 2 Into 
vessel No. 1. 

The covers of the part* hidden In 
the different boxes arc themselves cov¬ 
ered w*Ith the different materials—that 
Is. the covers are fcllghtly rounded out- 
ward, and one has black paper glued 
upon it, another white paper, while the 
third ha* bran over It 

These covers fit rather looaeJy on 
vessel No. 2. A* the magician place* 
each jar upon th© table he replaces 
cover No 1 on ench. You will see by 
the Illustration that cover No. 2 fit* 
snugly Into cover No. 1, where they 
are held by means of a small ridge or 
spring. 

Therefore, ^fter touching each with 
his wand, tht trmfflclan has only to re¬ 
move cover No. 1, which at the same 
time removes cover No. 2. 

A a the apparatus which I have de¬ 
scribed wopld bo rather expen»lve for 
an amateur. I have irhow-n In diagram 
No. 2 a much cheaper and simpler man¬ 
ner In which this trick may be pro¬ 
duced Instead of large nickel-plated 
vessel* with covers, you may use or¬ 
dinary tin cups, such as are used for 
making milk-shakes A* these cups ar*> 
usually made of a thin material, you 
w'ill find that one fit* snugly Inside of 
the other 91x of these cups must be 
used. Three are shown to the audi¬ 
ence. as described above Cover No. 2 
may be made of cardboard or tin and 
should fit Into cup No. 2. os shown In 
diagram No. 2. 

Upon the too of one cover glue a 
quantity of black paper (the smaller tho 
pieces the better), upon the tops of an¬ 
other glue w-blte paper, w-hiie the top 
of the third may be oovered with saw¬ 
dust. which makes a good substitute 
for bran. 

After filling cup No. 2 with coffee, 
milk and sugar, put on fhe prepared 
covers and conceal each cup In a sep¬ 
arate box. After showing cup No. 1 
place it In the first box and while pre- 
tending to fill it with paper slip It over 
cup No. 2. As you bring the cups to 
\iow have a little of the loose paper 
lying upon the top of the prepared 
cover. This you can dust off with your 
hand, which make* the audience be¬ 
lieve that the cup 1* really full of 
paper. 

Outside cover* are not necessary In 
this case. Just use three piece* of cloth 
of some dark material. Cover earh 
cup with a piece of cloth as you ptfee 
it upon the table When ready, lift 
each cloth, and ns you do so lift off 
cover No. 2 at the same time. By 
laving the cloths upon the table as you 
lift them off all traces of the false cov- 
ers are effectually concealed. With 
some practice you can skillfully per-

N EARLY every city has itq prob¬ 
lem of regulating the loaning 
of money on security not ac¬ 
cepted by ordinary banking 
Institutions. Such business may be con¬ 
ducted a* paw n broking, the making of 
chattel loans or the making of salary 
loans. While many cities are not yet 
alive to the condition* existing wlhiin 
themselves, the desire ls fast spreading 
to regulate this type of money-lending 
and to afford loan facilities which wifi 
meet the need of (hose finding them¬ 
selves in financial difficulties. 

Recent investigation* have shown 
that moat of the loan companies, with 
which every city i* flooded, operate In 
open violation of existing law*, ©xtort- 
mg charge* that are excessive and ua- 
*tng business methods that have a strik¬ 
ingly baneful effect upon rtie Individual 
and the community. A definite econo¬ 
mic need and Ignorance of law'* on the 
port of the borrower, combined with 
secrecy, misrepresentation and illegal 
methods on the part of the lender, 
bring about a situation under which a 
great majority of loans became not a 
benefit but a burden upon the borrower 
and his fainlly- 

To be sure, not every one who falls 
Into the usurer's hand* Is deserving of 
pity. Some borrow to spend foolishly; 
this Is especially true of the unmarried 
man. who aasigna his wage* a* se¬ 
curity. With the average man of fam¬ 
ily, however, wage* are so small that 
any rail for extraordinary expenditures 
necessitates the borrowing of money. 
Any attempt to prevent Ill-advised bor¬ 
rowing and dishonest lending must not 
Interfere with the demand Umt comes 
from genuine and pressing needs. Th© 
borrower will not take advantage of 
laws framed for his protection; hb 
willful Ignorance, his fear of publicity 
and his indifference to the nature of 
the papers he signs constitute the loan 
man's stock ln trade. The latter make* 
it hard to prove usury by making out 
his papers in such a way that It ap¬ 
pear* that the borrower has received 
almost as much as he pay* back. The 
loan shark ha* prospered, not because 
'of lack of law*, but because he satis¬ 
fies a need. 

A comprehensive remedy by legisla¬ 
tion alone cannot be obtained. At¬ 
tempts to solve the problem In this wajr 
ln several State* have proved that fur¬ 
ther restrictions result only In more 
sinuous practices on the part of the 
lender and & more submissive attitude 
on the part of the borrower. The rem¬ 
edy must be sought In another direc¬ 
tion—a combination of philanthropic 
competition and wise, constructive leg¬ 
islation. The only way to put the loan 
shark out of business Is to compete 
with him and underbid him; to supply 
a better service at a reasonable rate. 
To provide for this competition there 
should be legislation allowing a reason¬ 
able Interest charge, for money cannot 
be loaned on nontamkabl© security at 6 
per cent, per annum. The reasonable 
rate seems to be somewhat between 1 
per cent and 2 per cent, per month 
Many Stales already have *uch a law 
and tho experience* of the sixteen 
remedial societies now operating show 
that much good can te don** by land¬ 
ing money at low rate*. Such a busl- 
n«*A is *i safe Investment for capital 
and sftords a re»i».mble return Among 
these socletle* are: l’ne Provident Loan 
Society of New York, the Working- 
men's Loan Association And th * Cob 
Inti rid L< an C mp tnv of BostonJ the 


Chattel Loan Association of Baltimore 
and the Citizen*' Mortgage L«»ih Com¬ 
pany of Cincinnati. The work of the 
Society for Saving* In Washington. D 
C., Is partleulu try interesting. Ham-, 
pered by a law limiting Interest charges 
to a rat© under which It I* Imposalbl) 
to operate, this society ha* raised <35.- 
000 capital and. braving the odium of 
illegality by charging 2 per cent, per 
month, it l» now taking business away 
from the s©venty-five loan shark* of 
Washington to the extent of $235,000 a 
year. Because of Its illegality the so¬ 
ciety find* It difficult to enlist suf¬ 
ficient capital to meet the demands 
made upon It and It now proposes a 
law which may well b© copied by other 
States. 

This proposed law, legalizing the rate 
of 2 per cent per montJh. will attract 
the capital of reputable citizens snd 
stimulate wholesome competition, which 
will ultimately result In the reduction 
of the interest rate to 1 per cent, per 
month. It provides license and bond 
of not less than IB.0Q0 to? prevent vio¬ 
lation of tho law. and frequent Inspec¬ 
tion of the book* at the hands of the 
District Commissioner* The bill has 
the Indorsement of ex-Prwfldent Roose¬ 
velt, many members of Congress and 


leading business men of Washington. 
It will be Introduced at th# BOt ses¬ 
sion of Congrrss and If passed will en¬ 
able the r«*nedlal loan society to per¬ 
form a service at reasonable rates now' 
carried on by unscrupulous men at-ihe 
average rat© of 120 per cent, per an¬ 
num. 

In June, 1909. representatives of four¬ 
teen of these remedial societies ra<*t In 
Buffalo in connection wMth the Nat 
nl Conference of Charities and Correc¬ 
tion. They declared; "We are desirous 
of promoting the work In which we are 
engaged to tho end that similar asso¬ 
ciations may be organized throughout 
tho country wherever needed." and be¬ 
lieving that *nhc work can best be 
accomplished by organized effort.’’ they 
proceeded to organize a National Fed¬ 
eration of Remedial Loan Association*. 
The object of thi* federation l* to be 
the formallon or local organizations 
attd aiding and directing persons wlyo 
contemplate organising remedial socie¬ 
ties by giving Information and ad¬ 
vice concerning legislation, problems of 
administration and general Information 
nucesaary t s organization and man¬ 
agement. The officers elected were: W. 
N. Finley, of Baltimore, chairman; 
Hugh Gav&naugh, of Cincinnati, secre¬ 


tary. and an executive committee con¬ 
sisting of the chairman, secretary and 
Mr. Frank Tucker, of New York. 

Th« stenographic report of the dis¬ 
cussions and proceeding* at Buffalo are 
now being published and will soon t*« 
ready for distribution among people 
Interested In this work The National 
Federation approves the bill drawn by 
the Washington society and will do all 
in It* power to secure its enactment. 

The Russell Sage Foundation has ap¬ 
pointed the w'riter agent to study the 
remedial loan societies The ultimate 
object Is. by co-operation with the ex¬ 
ecutive commute- of. the National Fed¬ 
eration. to push Tor ward the remedial 
loan movement Into ail trecilons of the 
country This activity and the grow¬ 
ing Interest manifested by editorials 
and articles now running In the lead¬ 
ing magazines and newspaper* Is *lg- 
nlfkznt. It mean* that Inevitably the 
people at large will learn the facts con¬ 
cerning the business of money lending, 
the usurer will become more and more 
unpopular: men of wealth with the wel¬ 
fare of the people at heart will fol¬ 
low the example *©t In many cltie* and 
provide opportunities for th© needy to 
borrow without mortgaging body *ind 
soul to the greedy money lender.

To the unprejudiced observer It Is 
nrtdent that the mantle of Henry 
George, the wVmarican land reformer, 
1 a* fallen on his namesake. Lloyd- 
toorge. the British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. No one who examinee tShe 
•resent measure dispassionately can 
leny that most of the principles oon- 
alned In it are those of Henry George, 
catered down a little, perhaps, but tho 
am* principles nevertheless, and no 
me can deny either that they mark an 
mtlre departube in British politics. In 
kct. this very newness forma the 
Wrongest part of the position of the 
■pponenta of tho measure, and has In- 
luccd many moderate men on the Lib¬ 
eral side to throw In Iheir lot with the 
Tories who are fighting the proposal^ 
ooth and nail. Many of these moder¬ 
ate men are not opposed to the princi¬ 
ples, but they believe that Lloyd-George 
■as taken tho wrong w'ay of bringing 
(hem before tho country.

New Principles Involved. 

Tho theory of a budget bill Is that It 
ihould be confined to the production of 
fevenue. Now the revenue which Lloyd- 
3 eorge expects to gain from his new 
proposals Is altogether inadequate 
vhen considered In the light of their 
importance and his opponents declare 


that he Is trying, under Che cover of a 
revenue measure, to smuggle ttCrough 
entirely novel legislation which will 
change the whole face of English life. 
Mr George admits this to a certain de¬ 
gree when he says that he doe* not 
exp«xn these clauses to produce much 
in Che first year, but declares Chat they 
are capable of great expansion. This 
expansion Is Just what his enemies are 
afr.ud of. 

At the present writing he would be 
.» daring prophet w-ho would attempt 
to predict the fate of the budget. A 
exx!pie of weeks ago It looked almoat a 
certainty that the Hou*c of Lords 
would throw It out. after It had been 
psaaed by the overwhelming Liberal 
majority in the Commons. To-day the 
situation seem* more doubtful. In any 
case, kt probably win be all a question 
of tactics If the Tory party believes 
It can win In the face of a red-hot 
agitation for the limitation of tho 
power of the Lords, such as Is sure to 
follow the defeat of the • budget, the 
Lord* will throw' out the bill. If it be¬ 
lieve* that It would not be wise to risk 
it* future on this Issue, the budget will 
.be passed under protest by the Lords, 
and an effort will be made to bring 
about an early dissolution of Parlia¬ 
ment fo that the wfholo question may 
be submit tod to the country w ith the 
least posul-ble delay.

LIVES OF 380 
ARE SACRIFICED 


Catastrophe In Coal Mine At 
Cherry, III 


But Few of Entombed Men 
Escape. 


Six Heroes Go To Their 
Death In Vain Effort 


All Attempts At Rescue Are 
Quickly Abandoned. 


Shaft 8ealed To Cheok Spread 
of Flames. 


SOME MAY BE STILL ALIVE. 


Cherry. ITU Nov. 1*.—Twelve men 
dea.il and almost 400 Imprisoned In a 
toumtng and fir** filled mine was the 
altuallon that confronted a thouaand 
Impotent men and women crowded about 
the mouth of the 8t. Paul mine at mid¬ 
night. Seven hour* after the explosion 
hope of rescuing the prisoner* alive had 
almost died away. Even at that hour 
the number of men In the mine could 
not be accurately determined. Officials 
of the mine declared that about 186 men 
had escaped while the Are was In an In¬ 
cipient state. 

The number of men at work in the 
mine waa a matter of dispute. Those 
familiar with the mine, but not con¬ 
nected with Its management, declared 
the working force to number 666 men. 
Wine officials placed It at a much lower 
figure, but would not be specific. 

• • • 

Few Survive. 


That none survived, or at least, were 

near tie entrance, was indicated when a 
bucket large enough to bold several men 
was lowered down the escape shaft. It 
was brought up empty. While the nat¬ 
ural refuge of the men would he the 
farthermoAt galleries, mlneworkcrs de¬ 
clared tlull the fumes und gases gener¬ 
ated by the Are had permeated every 
crevice of the three veins and that no 
man would emerge alive. 

Every phase of the disaster Indicates 
that *t will prove the greatest mine 
catastrophe In the history of the Stulc. 
if It does not prow the worst In the 
mine annals of the country. 

James Steele, mine superintendent, 
declared Ave hours after the explosion 
that It was almost Impossible that any 
of the miners could escape. 

The mine has a day shift of 484 men. 
Of these fifty left the mine at noon. 
Twenty-five aro known to have es¬ 
caped after the fire broke out.

Entrance Scaled. 


The entrance to the mine has been 
geared up in the hope of checking the 
flames. The building above the pit 
entrance wru* blown up to permit this. 

Despite the frantic efforts of the of¬ 
ficials and the scores of volunteers. It 
seemed assured at 6 o'clock that only 
bod1«« of the dead would be taken out. 

Until to-morrow morning, when the 
covering will be removed and rescuers 
endeavor to penetrate the smoke and 
gas-choked shaft and veins, no certain¬ 
ty as to the fate of the Inmates can 
be learned. 

• • • 

Smoldering Fire Onuses Explosion. 


The Are causing the explosion, which 
may prove one of the greatest tragedies 
in the list of mine horrors, had an 
origin almost trivial. A pile of hay al¬ 
lowed to smolder too long Anally Ig¬ 
nited the timbers of the mine and be¬ 
fore the workers realized their danger 
the mine was Ailed with smoke, gases 
and flames, and all exit was Impos¬ 
sible. 

Heroism, such as Is rarely exhibited, 
was shown by officials of the mine and 
residents of the town of Cherry. Those 
men wfio were outside the mine when 
the Are originated contributed Ave to 
the list of twelve known dead. Alex¬ 
ander Nerberg. a pit man, gave his life 
unhesitatingly In a futilo effort to save 
those of his comrades, who risked their 
lives with him.

Brought To Surface Dead. 


Standing at the bottom of the shaft 
be carried the bodies of four men into 
the cag*.-. the only way of escape. As 
the last was carried in he fell uncon¬ 
scious across the body. He was dead, 
ns were all his companions when the 
cage was lifted to the top. 

Those who had gone Into the pit with 
him were John Bundy, the mine super¬ 
intendent; John Flood and Isaac Lewis, 
merchants of Cherry, and Dominic 
Fonentl. Dr. W. Howe, a physician of 
the city, who had sought to go with 
the men when they descended In the 
csge. had been thrust out by Bundy, 
who exclaimed: "They will need you at 
the lop If wo get anyone out. No use 
raking your life down here." 

The physician vainly sought to re¬ 
suscitate the men when they were car¬ 
ried to him a few minutes later. He 
paid they had died of suffocation.

Frantic Women At Mouth. 


At the entrance of the shaft & scene 
was enacted sue has Is se«n only at a 
disaster of this kind. Hundreds of 
screaming women, weeping ch idren ami 
frantic but helpless men crowd* u 
around the place A few survivors wtr© 
surrounded by groups of the woirun. 
and their answers to the loudly shriek¬ 


ed inquiries only added to tho terror of 
the women. Almost to a man they de¬ 
clared that there was no hope for those 
left behind In the mine. 

Almost 300 of the men imprison'd, 
they di-clared. were ii) the third vein, 
the only cutronce to which was from 
the second vein, almost 500 feet from 
the main shaft of tho pit. Superintend¬ 
ent dteele reluctantly echoed the opin¬ 
ion of the miners. 

When the extent of tho fir*.* was real¬ 
ised the officials *aw that ordinary 
measures were Ineffectual. The Are had 
burned away the timbers of the shufts 
and the flames sbon reached the es¬ 
cape shaft. A few minutes later the fan 
which supplied air to the shaft collapsed 
and tumbled through the opening. 

• • • 

Blaze Comes To Surface. 


The Aames then swept on to the 
mouth of the pit. where they were car¬ 
ried to the surface, forcing back all 
those who ventured near. The officials 
knew that the Are .must be eating Its 
way back Into the shaft, and then tho 
heroic measure of sealing the mouth 
of the pit was adopted. Before this 
water had been poured down the es¬ 
cape shaft, but with no better effect 
than to flood the Aoor and further Im¬ 
pede any effort of those inside to es¬ 
cape. . 

That those of the men who were able 
had retreated to the farthermost ends 
of tho vein*. was the statement of tho 
miners on the surface. There they 
might huddle together, gasping what 
little oxygen remained in the sealed and 
burning mine and praying that the res¬ 
cuer* might reach them before It was 
exhausted. The moat hopeful of those 
seeking to aid the prisoners doubt that 
more than a few score will be found 
alive when that aid cornea.

Careless Man Responsible. 


The only men to escape were those 
near the main Shaft when the Are start¬ 
ed. They declared that a careless miner 
had thrown a torch on a bundle of hay 
used to feed the mules srtatloncd In the 
mine. No attention was given the 
smouldering hay for a few minutes. 
Then two miners threw the burning 
mass on a cart and started toward the 
main shaft, about 160 feet away. Before 
it was reached a small explosion oc¬ 
curred and In but a few moments the 
entrance to the vein from the shaft was

For man of Jury Drama ic- 
ally Declares Verdict. 


End Comes To Noted Pa¬ 
risian Murder Trial. 


M. Aubin Defends Prisoner 
In Great Speech. 


CROWDS CHEER RESULT. 


Paris, Nov. 14.—Mme. Marghcrita 
Stelnheil was acquitted by a jury at 
an early hour this morning of the mur¬ 
der of her husband, Adolph Stelnheil, 
a noted painter, and her stopmother, 
Mme. Japy. The verdict was rendered 
at 12:66 a. m., after two and a half 
hours* deliberation, during which th* 
jury thrice summoned the president of 
the court for explanations, thus prov¬ 
ing that the original majority wa* for 
conviction. 

• • • 

Sentiment Favored Prisoner. 


To some degree sentiment and a stuf¬ 
fy, crowded courtroom favored the 
prisoner and the delay caused much 
apprehension. With the first appear¬ 
ance of the Jury, however, several of 
whom were smiling, on Instinctive 
feeling of acquittal flashed through the 
courtroom. 

A dramatic scene followed The red- 
rabed judges and counsel filed In and 
took their places. Every* eye was riv¬ 
eted on the door through which the 
prisoner should enter, but she did not 
appear. M. de Valles, the presiding 
Judge, turned to the Jury and said: 
’’Have you reached a verdict T % 

• • • 

Verdict of Acquittal. 


Th© foreman arose and replied: 

'tin our conscience w© answer ’no* 
to every question." 

A salvo of "bravos'* followed this an¬ 
nouncement and a perfect bedlam broke 
loose. M. Aubin. counsel far Mme. 
Stelnheil, embraced his colleagues. Men 
and women in the rear uf the hall 
Jumped and screamed for Joy. The 
Judge threatened to clear the courtroom 
and when a semblance of order waa re¬ 
stored he called: "Bring In the ac¬ 
cused." 

• • • 

Prisoner Has Fainting SpalL 


Fully two minute* passed before the 
black robed figure with a while face, 
drooping on her bream, appeared In the 
doorway, supported on either side by a 
gendarme. The woman swayed and 
seemed to be fainting, but In response 
to a wild outburst of cheers she lifted 
her head and looked about, smiling 
faintly In acknowledgment. Then she 
tottered forward and sank on the Aoor 
beside the rail.

Crowd Cheers Wildly. 


When the Judge pronounced the ver¬ 
dict. her faint murmur of thanks was 
hardly heard. An instant later M. Au- 
"bin was over the rull. lifting her In his 
arms. The crowds surged forward In a 
solid wall, making the rafters ring with 
cheers. Outside the gloomy court tens 
of thousands who had been waiting for 
hours took up the cry. Special editions 
of the papers spread the news like wild¬ 
fire through th© boulevards, where 
thousands more were waiting In front 
of the cafes, and the same scenes of re¬ 
joicing were witnessed there.

Mme. Stelnheil Released. 


The ceremony of liberating Mme. 
Stelnheil occurred soon after her acquit¬ 
tal and the woman, heavily veiled, ac¬ 
companied by a relative and one of her 
lawyers, entored a high-powered auto¬ 
mobile and dashed away to an un¬ 
known destination, hotly pursued by 
newspaper reporters.

Last Day of Trial 


The last day of the trial was given 
over largely to the argument of M 
Aubin. counsel for the prisoner. Con¬ 
siderable delay was occasioned by the 
absence of the foreman of the Jury, 
but his place, after a physician’s cer¬ 
tificate had been presented, was taken 
by a substitute. Maltre Aubin. speak¬ 
ing with much feeling and sympathetic 
voice, while admitting the faults of his 
client, devoted some time to telling tho 
story of her life as child, wife and 
mother. 

“I do not seek to place her on a 
pedestal." he said, "but *he must not 
be put in the pillory* I defend her with 
all my skill because 1 believe her In¬ 
nocent.

Mm*. Stelnheil Weep*. 


Mm© Stelnheil wept gently as her 
counsel spoke of how her husband Idol¬ 
ized her. M Aubin maintaining that he 
enjoved the adulation of which she was 
the object. If her husband knew of her 
Intrigues he never Indicated It by word 
or slgn. 

The counsel said he greatly regret¬ 
ted that former President Felix Faure’s 
name had been mentioned.

Th© motive 
wa* found In her hatred for her step¬ 
mother and a desire to rid herself of her 
husband In order that she might marry 
Maurice Borderel. a wealthy merchant 
who had become Infatuated with her.

ANIMALS' COURAGE.

"I believe that there are as many dif¬ 
ferent kind* of courage among animal* as 
among men." said John Tralnor, of Rich¬ 
mond. Va., at the Shorehom. 

"There are men who can wade Into a 
crowd of husky opponents, and. so long 
a* fists are the weapons, right to the last 
gasp Some of these earn# men may 
dodge around the corner a* soon as a 
revolver shows up. On the other hand, a 
gun fighter, deprived of his weapon, may 
get out of the way speedily before the 
fists of an angry enemy. 

"There la Just about the same sort of 
difference between the courage displayed 
by a possum and a coon. I've Juat come 
back from a little hunting trip In the 
mountains M Virginia, and I heard more 
than one story whicn proved this asser¬ 
tion. When a possum is treed or 'denned' 
he never pretends to show fight He just 
hugs the limb and calmly walls for one of 
the hunter* to climb up the tree or Into 
the den and puH him out. Of course, he 
will bite If he is not seized behind the 
neck, but he never puts up * fight 

* Now a coon Is one of the nastiest cus¬ 
tomers for a pack of dogs to handle that 
you can readily find He Is game to the 
core, and many a valuable coon dog ha* 
passed away as a result of one of these 
encounters. First of all. when he finds 
the doge on his trail he will try to escape 
But when he Is cornered there is bound 
to be some trouble for a dog or two of the 
pack. 

"The peculiar feature, though, is that a 
possum can whtp a coon without half try¬ 
ing The coon Is afraid of the possum, 
and gives Mm a wide berth Trey tell 
stories down there In the mountains to the 
effect that a coon worsted In a fight with 
a possum ha* fought off a pack of ring* 
and tkpt this same pack has then treed 
rhe possum who allowed himself to be 
captured without a struggle. A possum 
ha* toon courage, but no 'dog courage.* I 
don't pretend to understand the reason 
for these traits, but I am sure of the 
facta "

Joaoh Lucas Tells Why the 
Crimson Will Defeat 
the Blue. 


YALE HAS A POWERFUL LINE. 


How Result* of Big; Game* Yesterday 
Affect the Championship Strug¬ 
gle Next Saturday. 


BIZB-UP OF THE PLAYERS. 


B OSTON. Mas* . Nov. 13.-/SpccIaL) 
—In speaking of Harvard*! 
chances against Yale, W. F. 
Oarcelon. graduate manager of 
athletic* at Harvard, raid to me to-day* 

> **1 can’t see anything but thi»: Yale has 
a more powerful line than Harvard, 
backed up by substitutes. Her ends uro 
itrongcr than Harvard’*; but 1 don’t con. 
cede Yale’s back field any better than 
Harvard*. 

’ It’* a tot* up with the new game, wan 
a team such a* ours, and 1 believe Yale 
1* going to win with her more experi¬ 
enced team. We are to send In the two 
Wlthlngtona. one of whom this game 
1* a new experience for. and another new 
man is Flatter. Just come In from the 
fresh maxi team of lust year. Our 
team la not an experienced team, 
but ahe 1* going to keep that 
Yale team going all the time, jy 
thia statement 1 do not mean we are gtv. 
ing up hope. Oh. no. not by any means!” 

This *uu«unent of Mr. Oarcelon'* i* la 
keeping with the opinion* of all the 
other Harvard coache* and undergrad¬ 
uates. Nothing but conservatism perme¬ 
ates the Harvard followers, while down 
at New Haven the undergraduate* wiii 
go broke for the rest of the codegc* y«ai 
If the Yale team loses, in fact, iu ail the 
years I’ve followed these games—since 
l>iM—I have never seen such u crop of 
confidence in the ability of a Yaie team 
to whale Harvard as l huve found In 
New Havon last week In fact, under¬ 
graduates, senior*, were offering 3 iu a 
that Yale would defeat both Harvard 
and Princeton. 

The Dartmouth-1 lurvard and Yate- 
Prlncdon games are now a matter of 
history. Both Harvard and Yale have 
a line on one another. Before the Dart¬ 
mouth contest, one of the Harvard 
conches told me he did not fear the re¬ 
sult of the Dartmouth game. We now 
know how good Ills Judgment wa*. Yale'* 
great work In the Princeton game shows 
that while she has a good team, no Yale 
mail nan offer to b*t 2 to i that Yale will 
beat Harvard, for b.>th teams look to be 
about equal. 

• • • 

Down at New Ilaven the conches do not 
hesitate to say Y’ai* will win. Early In 
tho season. when Yale wan running up 
big scores, those coaches ssld Harvard 
was easy. On the other hand, you 
couldn’t get a Harvard coach to give you 
a line on Harvard's proepects under any 
condition unless you said Harvard was 
N. G. 

Despite tho conservatism at Harvard. I 
©nc© morn declare that Harvard will beat 
Yale. Everyone gives me the Ha! Ha' ' 
for sticking to this opinion. Comparing 


(he lines of the teams. Y'ale has the most 
experience and Is much heavier than 
Harvard. In the back field. O’Flaherty Is 
superior to Howe. Of the backs. Minot 
Is Coy’s equal. Corbett as clever as Phll- 
bln, while neither Daly nor Murphy are 
one whit better than Frothtngham. 
Brown or Leslie. 

Experience In the best teacher, we are 
told, and, therefore, Yale should have 
the best team, for her men are more 
experienced than are those of the Har¬ 
vard team. But, comparing the teams 
man to man, I much prefer the Hurvard 
team, and 1 have seen. both teams play 
ao-ratlod hard games, for. before the 
Princeton and Dartmouth games, the 
contests Harvard and Yalo played were 
nothing but practice games. 

• • • 

At center w* have Cooney for Yale and 
Wlthington for Harvard. Cooney is a 
man of much experience. Wlthington is 
more familiar with the oar. Cooney is 
heavy, lu in be mo me and incapable of fol¬ 
lowing the ball like a good center should, 
and unable to get down the field very 
fast on punts. Wlthington, for Harvard, 
built like a trained horse, able to go the 
distance ai top speed, never known io 
be licked, powerful,, aggressive, speedy 
upon his feet, and though of much leas 
experience than Cooney. Is more clever 
In getting the hall back to the punter. 
This Is where Cooney ha* fallen down 
badly this fulL and it is a fault that 
lias worried the Yale coaches. In weight, 
Cooney Is pounds heavier than the Har¬ 
vard man. but no belter as an athlete. 

In the guard position*, Andrus and 
Goebel will face Either and L Wlth¬ 
ington. In the two Y'ale men we have 
whut art? probably the best men In those 
positions to-day. Both Goebel and Andrus 
are heavy, uggresslve players, quick on 
their feet and in many Instances to date 
have been able to g«*t the Jump on their 
opponents. Y'ale need have no fear for 
the result of the work of these men. 
Fisher, on the Harvard side of the line, 
while not as good as Andrus, will make 
the Y’ale man pump for wind before the 
game is ended. Fisher is one of the fast¬ 
est big men I ever saw He Is not as 
heavy as Andrus. who weighs close to 215 
pounds, hut he Is faster, and In getting 
the Jump on his rpAn. bath he and Andrus 
ought to bump at the same time. I am 
sorry to say that while L. Wlthington Is 
a nervy, willing player, his lack of ex¬ 
perience will give Goebel a big advan¬ 
tage lie Is not as fast lti getting the 
Jump os tho Y'ole man; this is his first 
fall on a big team, but I see In the boy 
from Hawaii the making of a great play¬ 
er. and la the game next Saturday tbla 
lad Is going to make football history. 

• • • 

Yale has nothing on the Harvard men 
at tackle. Fish and McKay are two of 
the best In the business. Opposed to 
Capt. Fish, of Harvard. Is Hobbs, and 
opposed to McKay Is Paul, a new man. 
who has been subbing for Ltlley. The 
latter will probably start the game and 
Paul will, or may. be given a chance to 
earn his letter Fish Is beyond the shad¬ 
ow of a doubt the beat tackle of them 
alt. Hobbs fears the Harvard man and 
ho has good reasons to fear him. With 
Fish and Fisher as a team, the right *1de 
of th* I! «t \ r.l Una will be very strong. 
McKay 1* back in shape and la a whop¬ 
per also. Those who saw the Harvard- 
Yule game lost year will remember his 
work. 

On the end* Y’ale. they say. Is slightly 
stronger. It Is granted that Harvard has 
no end In the same class with Kilpatrick. 
That !*, before the game. Kilpatrick la a 
holy terror, and everyone will admit that 
He Is a small-aixed Pacific typhoon let 
loose on a football field, and when he 
hits a man It * like a locomotive hitting 
an automobile. He Is quick at breaking 
up Interference, and the best end Yale 
has had since the days of Hlnkey. the 
"Silent.” On the opposite end to Kilpat¬ 
rick, Logan was to have been played, 
but the serious Injury to his knee will 
most likely keen him out of the game, 
and In view or this condition, Hlnkey 
paid especial attention to Vaughn last 
week, and so did "Tom” Hhevlln. The 
Harvard ♦•nds will be Houston. Gil 
Browne and L. Smith. The latter Is the 
man whom the Yale people fear, for his 
work In tho West Point game made ev¬ 
eryone sit up and take notice Smith 
und Houston have been teaming It in line 
style for the Crimson, but with the re¬ 
turn of Gil Browne to shape. Houston 
may not start the gome. Gil Browne, 
Houston and Smith ore each better than 
Vaughn, of Yale. and. personally, I don’t 


think Kilpatrick has much on this man 
L. Smith, so that, all things considered. 
Y’ale is a trifle stronger on the ends. 

• • • 

A* to quarterback, there Is nothing to 
It but O Flaherty. Neither Howe. Corey 
nor Johnson are In the same class with 
the Harvard man. O'Flaherty has about 
recovered his fumbling fault of flying 
punts; can travel through a broken field 
like a cut through a crowd of small boys, 
und can drop a gooi from the field occa¬ 
sionally. He also Is clever at running 
the team; can drive his men. and they 
have every confidence In him. The same 
cannot be said of the Y’ale team, nor 
Howe nor any of the other Y’ale quar¬ 
ters. Harvard also has Wlgrlesworth to 
depend upon; about a* good a man as 
O’Flaherty, only he lacks the necessary 
weight. Gollatl is another Harvard quar¬ 
ter. but it is doubtful If he will be called 
into action. 

The back field Is the department that 
will have to bear the brunt of the work. 
All Reason long all Eastern folks have 
heard l*—Capt. Coy. Phllbln. Ravage. 
Murphy and Daly, with Phllbln and Coy 
predominating in notoriety. We all know 
that Capt. Coy can play football. We all 
know Phllbln can. but where these two 
men outahlne Minot and Corbett, of Har¬ 
vard. I fall to see. Coy’s drop kicking 
has been touted to the skies. Why. I 
saw McCoy, both In practice and in scrim, 
mage work fall to drop six out of seven 
tries for goal from the field at easy an¬ 
gles st New* Haven. All season long Coy 
has been taking his time In getting off 
punts. He can do this against teams like 
West Point and Brown, out he will never 
be able to do it against Harvard, for the 
Crimson men will he In upon him. As 1 
have repeatedly said, 1 don’t believe this 
man Coy will last a game. and. there¬ 
fore, from what I have seen at Cam¬ 
bridge. the Harvard player* do not fear 
nor care for Coy. Phllbln Is the man 
they will watch and the men they ex¬ 
pect to have the most trouble with. 

• • • 

Coy may start at fullback, where he 
played early In the season, or at half¬ 
back. Whether Yale will start the game 
with Coy, Phllbln and Daly, or Coy, Phll¬ 
bln and Murphy. Is a question that will 
be decided later in the week. Harvard 
will most likely start Minot. Corbett and 
Leslie. Minot Is Coy* equal every day 
in the week. Corbett Is as good a back as 
Phllbln and Leslie Is better than either 
Murphy or Ravage Y’ale must depend 
upon Coy for punting and drop kicking. 
Coy has been kicking in practice an 
average of thirty-eight yards; his drop 
kicking Is not phenomenal. Harvard has 
been averaging about the same distance 
In Its punting department, while O’Flah¬ 
erty Is Improving In his end of the drop 
kicking game. The weight of the back 
field on both teams is about the same, 
while the quarterbacks strip at about the 
same weight. 

As to the substitute# that each team 
will use, I think It a toss-up The Har¬ 
vard folks believe that their subs are 
not os clever as those of Y'ale, but I think 
they are, for Ho<*per. West. Forster and 
the others liave all shown up well. 

The style of game Harvard and Y'ale 
will play against each other Is a ques¬ 
tion. Both teams have plays that they 
did not uncover to-day. Yale will most 
likely play the ©pen game against Har¬ 
vard. for she has double pass* a a triple 
pass and plcntv of onstde kicks to use 
against the Crimson. These plays, com¬ 
bined with the mass on tackles and the 
•kin tackle plays, will keep the Hurvard 
line busy. Th«* Crimson will use her 
mass plays beyond a doubt, but what new 
plays Huughlon haa In his siocktng won’t 
be known until the <biy of the game. 

• • • 

Taking the two teams from the stand¬ 
point of defense, I prefer Harvard’s work. 
It seems well nigh Impossible to break 
the Harvard line, for the forwards have 
a knack of getting the Jump on their op¬ 
ponents. If Yale la to win she must bat¬ 
ter down this defense, a tnak that 1 fear 
she will be unable to do. Then she must, 
on the defensive, he able to drop, not the 
man with the ball, but the whole Har¬ 
vard ton nr The Crimson, ail fall, has 
demonstrated Hnughton’s Idea in this re- 
steel. and In the Cornell game the Yale 
scouts saw Harvard as a team, carrv 
Minot eighteen good, solid yards, with 
seven Cornell men doing their best to 
down the Crimson team It was a beau¬ 
tiful picture of team work a* it should be 
played. 

We mil know that the Yale team Is a 
bear on tho offense. We have aevu und 


heard of Coy's wonderful forward pass¬ 
ing, of hie end run*; of Phllblna great 
line plunging; of Murphy’s work on tackle 
piava. Now we only have to wait a few 
days to eoe these players do exactly what 
we have heard they do on the field. 

Experience U going to play an impor¬ 
tant part in this game. If experience set¬ 
tled the contest, then Yale would win 
hands down. But there has never yet 
been a big football game where some 
meager, unknown, unheralded football 
player ho* not suddenly burst Into tho 
limelight and dimmed the stars of oil the 
other cracks. This Is due to happen in 
tho Yale-Harvard game 

Taken as an experienced team. Y’ale 
should win. Taken as a tram of colts, 
of young colts, the Harvard team looks 
very good to me. Mr. Oarcelon has said 
he thinks Yale’s experience will win the 
contest Walter Camp. Y’aJe’s graduate 
manager of athletics and advisory coach, 
ha* stated here in Boston to Y'ale alumni 
that Harvard is dangerous. So there you 
are. Over in New York, after the West 
Point game. Chadwick and others woke 
up to the fact that Harvard lias a foot¬ 
ball team, and you may rest assured that 
Y'ale will find this out before next Sat¬ 
urday night. Y’ale may win, but It will 
be only after seventy minutes of the 
hardest football Soldiers* Field has ever 
witnessed. Harvard may win. and If she 
does she will know she has been through 
a real game 

Don’t compare past scoea In trying to 
reckon on the outcome of live game. Con¬ 
sider tradition. Remember both those 
ttarns have never been known to quit, 
that both are hard fighters. Remember 
also that up to to-day neither Harvard 
nor Yale have played decent, first-class 
teams, so that the relative strength of 
the teams bus not been tested. Remem¬ 
ber also thAt neither Princeton nor l>art- 
mouth liave the same cloos of teams, from 
a football standpoint, that they had lost 
year; so don’t let scores phase you. and 
only remember that Harvard and Yale are 
to play football, neither team. In my 
estimation having one thing on the other, 
despllo Y'ale’# experience. 

• • • 

Leaving all conditions aside and tak¬ 
ing the tmms Just as they will appear 
on the field, I believe that the game wilt 
be won by the abilities shown by the 
quarterbacks Coy and Fish may direct 
the plays, but If the quarters cannot do 
their work, cannot get the ball back to 
the runners, Instill a fighting spirit Into 
their teams, then all the strategy, all the 
captains, ail the tradition on earth won’t 
help the team with the weak quarter. 
And then again a too officious captain 
may lose the game by oitllln- for s play 
Inconsistent with conditions at that partic¬ 
ular place on the field, as was the case 
with Michigan, when Allerdlce. captain, 
called for a gocvl from the field from the 
ten-yard line, which caused Michigan to 
lose a chance for a touchdown and gave 
Notre Dame the game 

But the Harvard coaches con say they 
won’t win. that tlvelr team Is not as ex¬ 
perienced as that of Yale, and Yale may 
set up her hue and cry and others may 
laugli but 1 still stick* to by belief that 
Harvard will beat Yale next Saturday, 
and until Yale licks Harvard I will con¬ 
tinue to believe the Crimson tho better 
team.

ing in Kentucky looked as pros¬ 
perous as during the last three 
weeks of tha present Latonia fall meeting. 
Tho eigne all tend to indicate that tho 
sport Is returning to the popularity whten 
marked the golden days of Western rac¬ 
ing In the late eighties and early nineties. 
Thl* sign of coming prosperity is remarx- 
able Inasmuch as It has come st a meet¬ 
ing (Wing which not a single stake event 
ha* been run off. nor any big race offered 
as an inducement to make turf patrons 
enthuse. 

Day after day there has been a marked 
Inciesse in attendance and fully two- 
thirds of the big crowds have been of the 
genuine racing loving variety, who never 
hazard more than front $: to $5 on their 
choices, but who root as hard for their 
picks to win as the man who lays down 
$1,000 on his favorite horse. 

There la no denying that much of the 
suoceen which marks the present Latonia 
meeting i* dtie to Treasurer John Hach- 
meieter aikl his ctosest associate. Secre¬ 
tary* John B. Dillon. who together have 
hod the entire management of the meet¬ 
ing. Free from other Interference and 
conducting the business on liberal lines, 
with an effort put forth ail the lime to 
pltase hor ram* tiers us well as the racing 
public, these two gentlemen hAve turned 
what five weeks ago looked like a most 
g.i-omy outlook into the most howling suc¬ 
cess of a race meeting held at the Ronton 
county track in many, many yours, ft is 
saa to tide that not even a woe bit of 
Latunta’a present success <an be credited 
up to the men most vitally interested in 
the thoroughbred burse, that Is. the big 
Central Kentucky breeders Their aid In 
any way has bran undiscernsble and they 
liave even not spared a day to lend their 
presence to the track, though some or 
them will likely be on hand in the next 
ten days, as they have a sale of horses 
coming off soon at I^exlngton. and they 
will drop down to do a little missionary 
work along the** lines, and that Is all.

will be diverted from Its present use. u* 
under the Judicious management of Hach- 
meister and Dillon T^atonla seems now to 
be born anew. It Is the general opinion 
that the closing ten days of the meeting's 
extension, which begins on the 15th Inst., 
will witness really the best sport of the 
J entire fall season. as the best horses now 
at latonia. especially those from the Can¬ 
adian circuit and other Eastern tracks, are 
now Just coming into their best form here, 
and the dally programmes are arranged 
so as to hook up against on* another ait 
these cracks There will be also during 
these ten days good Jockeys for every 
starter, and that also la a feature no oth¬ 
er Western, race!rack has witnessed since 
the dissolution of the famous Washington 
Park, Chicago, course.

George LIndenberger. official timer of 
the Kentucky tracks, will not be In his 
usual place at louonla the closing ten 
days of the present fall meeting. LInden¬ 
berger left for his home In Louisville last 
Thursday evening, where he will rest up 
for a few days and then Journey to 
Juarez. 8. A., where he will serve the 
coming winter as official timer at Col. M. 
J. Winn’s new Mexican racing plant. Be¬ 
fore leaving he secured the appointment 
of John Iiodegap to act for him as of¬ 
ficial timer during the final ten days of 
the Latonia meeting. Tills position has 
become quite an Important one on race¬ 
track* In the West In recent years, and 
Col. Winn Is fortunate In persuading LIn¬ 
denberger to accept the position on the 
Mexican course, as a more competent 
timer never clicked a watch on a race, 
and the Louisville man has the confidence 
In the position of every* owner and trainer 
on the track.

Pugh once before engaged in this 
business with marked financial success, 
but q itt it for politics and the turf. Ho 
will always be known in politics as the 
man who pushed Congressman Jot* L. 
Km nock to the front, and the latter owes 
much of his prominence in public life to¬ 
day to Col. Pugh, who was chief of po- 
Uco under several Covington Democratic 
Administration*, in one or which Khinouk 
was Mayor of the Kenton county city.

DANA’S PORCELAINS. 


(Boston Globs.) 

Charles A. Dana In his early manhood 
came under the broadening Influence of 
the men and women who were connected 
with the Brook farm community at West 
Roxbury. 

His eyes had failed him while at Har¬ 
vard College so tbat he could not grad¬ 
uate and he went to Brook farm, at¬ 
tracted by the leader# of the movement 
and not as a believer of all the Ideas 
advanced. Here he recovered his eye¬ 
sight and got his first knowledge of 
Journalism on “The llarbmger,” the 
official publication of the community. 

As Mr. Dana developed th* New York 
Bun and brought it to IU high place 
among the dally newspapers, he also 
developed his artistic and literary tastes, 
lie made extended travels abroad and 
In theee he divided hi* Interest between 
the people of the several countries and 
the art of each. 

He had a pastlon for Chinese porcelain 
and at hi# death hi* collection was the 
finest In the world from an historic point 
of view. Ho hgd remarkable pieces of 
the exquisite ’‘peachblow” and had rarest 
specimen# of the beautiful ’Sang d* 
boeuf,” and of Japanese. Persian and 
Moorish porcelain*. He had pieces that 
are described in the literature of Chino- 
rare beyond word# fbr a private collec¬ 
tion. 

one of the Joy* of Mr. Dana’s lire was 
to arrange and rearrange his treasure*, 
following schemes of color that delighted 
his eye* He had more than 4U0 pieces 
in this collection, and It ought to hav* 
been kept entire as a special museum. 
But It was sold at his death and brought 
about $200,000. Dealers and collectors 
came from nil over the world to par¬ 
ticipate In the rale. 

His city home In New York was on 
Madison avenue, and It was full of paint¬ 
ings and rare tapostrles. His summer 
home was at Dosorla Island, off Long 
Island. There were forty acres in his 
estate and the Island was connected with 
Long Island by a causeway and bridge. 
The house was old-fashioned, and de¬ 
lightfully comfortable. 

Th* gardens were superb, and Mr. 
Dana himself designed the entire laying 
nut of these. He had trees and shrubs 
from many odd corners of the world. 
There were Chine*© oaks he had raided 
from some acorns a friend brought him 
from the tomb of Confucius. 

In his horn* life Mr. Dana was at hie 
best He had man ltd Miss Eunice Mao- 
dantel, of Washington, and to their chil¬ 
dren ho was a devoted companion and 
friend He watched carefully over their 
education, nnd Insisted that they should 
know the languages In a practical way. 
ae he himself hud found so much pleas¬ 
ure nnd profit in hi# own knowledge of 
these. 

He knew Italian so well that in a pri¬ 
vate interview with Pope Leo XIII. at 
Rome they dlscu#*ed Dentr and each 
quoted from his “Divine Comedy/*

MANY MOTOR CARS IN FRANCE. 


A decade ago the automobile business 
was In its Infancy. To-day It Is ono of 
llte most thriving Industries In this coun¬ 
try Ten years ago the number of auto¬ 
mobiles In use was 1 . 200 ; to-day Lhere 
are over 260,000 machines speeding over 
the highways of every State In the Union. 
The output in 1909 was (too automobiles, 
amounting In value to ll.2W.0Q0. while the 
production for the present year Is esti¬ 
mated at 1135,000,000, representing neatly 
#>.000 machines. 

The year 1900 gives promise of being a 
record breaker In the automobile Indus¬ 
try. but if predictions come true, next 
y«ar will be the banner year.

A hose l# very convenient for this work, 
but avoid using too mtich fore© In the 
stream. A stronger stream may be used 
for the rougher part of the cleaning, os 
In removing the mud from the running 
gear and from under the fenders, but the 
carriage washer must not hold the ndxzle 
close to any of the bearing cases, other¬ 
wise water will be forced into the bear¬ 
ings, displacing the oil and causing rust. 
After this wash off all louse dust and dirt 
from the varnished surface* with s slow 
•ream of cold water. Avoid the us© of 
warm water, for It will In a very short 
time take all the life out of the varnish, 
leaving a dull, dead surface. If still wai¬ 
ter Is used, keep the water clean and tho 
sponge constantly rinsed out. so that you 
will not be rubbing particles of grit over 
the smooth surface of the body's finish.

See that the brakes of your car work 
oorroctly, ©v#»4y and eiudly. Never Jam 
on \h© brake* too suddenly. Instant lock¬ 
ing of the brakes not only destroys the 
tires, but ts likely to injur© th© car. itself. 
A car can really b© stopped within a 
short* r dixuuur© by putting on th© brakes 
gradually, yet firmly. 

Do not round curves at too great a 
speed. H is playing with fat© to attempt 
to round corner* on two tires—besides H 
Is bttd for the tires themselves. 

See that the wheel* always run true. 
Tho unequal plan.* of some wheels will 
cause unusual strain© which wear tho tire 
out much more rapidly than they would 
naturally wear.

The following collection of geograph¬ 
ical peculiarities about the United States 
and places therein embodies certain 
unique points well worth remembering. 

A novel Way to demonstrate the enor¬ 
mous else of the State of Texas I* to 
spread out a mup of the Union and 
stretch a string across Texas the long- 
rat way. Then placing one end Of the 
measure at Chicago, one will find that 
the other end will extend Mo either the 
Atlantic Ocean or the Gulf of Mexico. 

The two largest counties In the United 
States are Cueter county. Montana, and 
Ban Bernardo county, California. Each 
of these Is a little more then 80.000 
square mile* In extent, and tho States 
of Massachusetts. Rhode Island, Dela¬ 
ware and New Jersey could be put In¬ 
side the boundarlra of either of them. 

The emallrat county In the Union is 
Bristol county. Rhode Island, which has 
only twenty-five square in Ilea. 

The county In the United State* hav¬ 
ing the largest population is New York, 
which has more chan 2 . 000.000 people 
In it. At the time of the last census 
Bailey county. Texas, which Is about the 
sire of the State of Rhode Island, had 
only four Inhabitants. 

About fifty mllee from Durango. Col., 
there Is a point where four State* meet. 
Here by stepping a few feet in either 
direction one can walk In four different 
Commonwealths In ns many seconds. 


These Commonwealths are the States 
of Colorado and Utah and the Terri¬ 
tories of New Mexico and Arizona. 

A nearly parallel case Is at IRirper* 
Ferry, where the train stops a few min¬ 
utes to allow the passengers to alight 
and enjoy a view which permits them 
to look Into three States—Maryland, 
i Virginia and West Virginia. 

The highest and lowest elevations In 
this country are In California, within 
100 mles of each other. The loftiest Is 
ML Whitney. 14.499 feet high, and the 
lowest 1* Death Valley, about 450 feet 
j below’ the level of the era. 

Two Oceans Pass. In Yellowstone 
Perk, la no named because whenever 
there Is a shower In the vicinity and a 
certainyrnall creek overflow* Its waters 
spread out over the edge of the contl• 

I nental divide and pass Into tributaries 
of rivers which flow to the Atlantic and 
to the Pacific. 

The longest city street In the United 
' States I* Western avenue. Chicago, 
which is exactly twenty-two miles long. 
Its nearest rlvsi Is Halsted street, also 
In Chicago, which Is two-thlrda of a 
mile aborter.

Following upon the announcement of 
the alleged defalcation of nhe funds 
of the Big Four ralltfpad by Charles L. 
Warriner, treasurer, at Cincinnati, ih* 
Mutual Mining Company hex closed 
down it* big plant at Kissinger, this 
county. until Warriner** affairs 
arc adjusted. The treasurer had, 
8100.000 invested In the local enterprise 
and was one of the managing director*. 
He was also treasurer of the mining 
company, and each two weeks checks 
for the payroll were made out by Gen¬ 
eral Manager Kissinger at the head¬ 
quarters and forwarded to Cincinnati, 
being returned to the plant hero for 
distribution to the employes signed bv 
Warriner. 

When the first Intimation of Wor- 
rlner*s financial troubles became known 
In Cincinnati Mr. Kissinger went to 
Cincinnati at once. Soon after his ar¬ 
rival there he wired back to close down 
the plant at once until his return. Since 
he has come bark he has raid that It Is 
the Intention to start up thn mining 
operations again as soon ns the status 
or Warrlnet's affairs ran be determined 

About fifty men, all earning good sal¬ 
aried, are affected by the shutting down 
of the plant at Kissinger. The mining 
of load and products of chemicals from 
It ’and w* by-products ha* been the 
chief industry at the Mutual Mining 
Company's plant In this county. The 
machinery and chemical outfit Is wild 
to he of the most Improved pattern. 
Little publicity has been given to the 
operation* at the plant, but It is known 
that an Immense business has been car¬ 
ried on. The plant Is said to have been 
Installed at an excess of $100,000. About 
8100.000 w*orth of chemicals for which 
there ts na* at present a ready market, 
are raid to be stored at the big estab¬ 
lishment. while constant shipment lias 
been made over the Frankfort and Cin¬ 
cinnati railroad of other products which 
are always In demand.

THE FAMILY MUCH EXCITED. 


Probably the most mysterious rase of 
blackmailing ever brought to. tight In the 
city of Louisville Is the efforts of a crim¬ 
inal to secure money from Martin Moran.

For more than a month the .Moran 
home has received a nightly visit frbm 
the culprit, and the members of the 
family are afraid to even leave tho house 
at night, for fear that they may be 
killed.

The nightly vl»it« 
continued and the family still found the 
note* of warning. At last, m despera¬ 
tion. Mr. Moran appealed to the Chief of 
Police. Col. Jacob Haager, and he di¬ 
rected a man to be on watch the Tues¬ 
day night of the election. 

Accordingly Detective Peak concealed 
himself in the barn of the Moran stable 
and waited until 2 o’clock In the morning.

Data Relating To Sugar Frauds Miss¬ 
ing From Desk. 

New York. Nov. 13.—It became 
known at the Federal building to-day 
that the Foderal authorities are In¬ 
vestigating a mysterious burglary 
which occurred In the new custom¬ 
house In January, 18QS. 

The desk of Special Agent Parr, who 
had been working on the sugar frauds, 
wae broken open and Itx contents rifled. 
Various memoranda and data of evi¬ 
dence that he had secured urc raid to 
have been taken, rein ting Specially to 
the sugar weighing frauds on the docks 
of the company In Williamsburg.

Pennsylvania Woman the 
Whole Congregation. 


ABA2JDOKED MEETING HOUSE 
AGAIN PUT TO USE. 


QUAKERESS HEGUXAB I.Y DOES 
DEVOTTONS THERE. 


STRUCTURE HISTORIC ONE. 


One woman comprising a congrega¬ 
tion and worshiping alone In a meet¬ 
ing-house that once had Its full quota 
every Sunday la an evidence that the 
gentle Society of Friends Is becoming 
decimated sadly In the New World. 

Mrs. Emma Walter every Sunday 
morning goes to the meeting-house at 
her home In Catawloea, Pa., and there 
she alts entirely alone communing 
with the spirits, according to the cus¬ 
tom of the Friends, says the Baltimore 
Bun. 

She la the sole local representative 
of the faith of which William Penn was 
the leading spirit in the New World, 
and which In the early stages of the 
country's development had enough fol¬ 
lowers to make it one of the most pow¬ 
erful religious organlr.it lions In the 
country. 

Alone and sustained only by her 
j faith, Mrs. Walter is fulfilling the tra¬ 
ditions of her people. 8he is no preach- 
| er. she Is no advocate, she Is not at¬ 
tempting to make converts. Her whole 
| life Is centered In living up to her Chris¬ 
tian life as she was taught it Not any 
of her fellow-believers survive In Cata- 
wlssa. and so she Is the sole remaining 
Friend to go to the building on First 
| Day and make her prayers. ■ 

When, eighteen yeurt ago. Emma 
I Walter began her work, she found that I 
the historic meet ng-house had dropped 
Into disuse^ and was not far removed 
| from the certainty of destruction. 

It had been closed f«>r twenty years, 

I it was surrounded with a grow th of 
brush and grass higher than a man’s 
head and a host of distracting In¬ 
fluences removed from It the worship- 
fui atmosphere essential to any church, 
but especially so to a meetlng-hous*^ 
devoted to the quiet and thoughtful ob- 
| eervance of the Friends 

Mrs- Waiter lived in Philadelphia, 
land it was while attending meeting 
there that she learned that the historic 
meeting-hoy** at CutawLsa had b.’-n 
| closed, because there was no longer 


anyone there who cared to worship or 
even to guard and preserve the Inter¬ 
esting old building. 

This condition seemed to her so re¬ 
grettable that she determined to 
change her residence In order to look 
out for a structure that had seen the 
worship of her gentle people before the 
dawn of the Nineteenth century. 

• • • 

Reopened Old Place. 


She w’ent to Catawissa ami was cour¬ 
teously welcomed by the town authori¬ 
ties. who turned over to her the key 
and gave her permission to make need¬ 
ed repair*. 

Her first act was to put the roof In 
repair and have done other necessary 
work to atone for disuse of tw'o de¬ 
cades. 

The house Itself Is still In excellent 
condition despite Us century and a 
quarter of existence. The board shut¬ 
ters and window frames fit as closely 
a* do those of more modem construc¬ 
tion. and the narrow doors open on 
either side of the partition of the ear \y 
times Intended to keep the sexes apart 
during worship. 

Some of the benches Inside the little 
meeting house antedate the building 
Itself having com** down from the earl¬ 
ier meeting house which stod on the 
same site In 1740. Pitch pine certainly 
shows Its enduring qualities In the 
long life that haa been granted to this 
venerable and not well-cared-for 
structure. 

On either side of the room Is an anti¬ 
quated sheotlron stove, and when the 
weather becomes too chill for the Inte¬ 
rior to be comfortable the custodian of 
the building. Mrs. Waiter herself, kin¬ 
dles a little fire. 

When the house was built It fronted 
on the old Read Ip- road, which wound 
Its way through the woods. But the 
house has outlived the ruad, which la 
there no more. The ground has been 
filled in around the door, so that only 
the top of the stone of the old-time 
horse block remains In evidence, & re¬ 
minder of the time when women as well 
as men used to ride to service. 

Since Mrs. Walter took possession 
of the old place of worship she has had 
most considerate help from the Town 
Council, which gave its assistance In 
having Intruders moved away from the 
vicinity of the sacred building. 

On tbe outside Is prominently dis¬ 
played a notloe which says thAt no 
games of any kind will bo permitted 
within the grounds and that the birds 
are not to be disturbed by anyone. This 
means that the gentle woman who Is 
the entire congregation Is a great lover 
of the feathered company that share* 
her tenantry of the place, and that she 
Is going to protect them from Interfer¬ 
ence of any kind. 

• • • 

Well- FI lied Cemetery. 


Near to the meeting-house Is a mute 
testimony of what has become of the 
Friends who formerly gathered every 
Sunday In the edifice where Mrs. Wai¬ 
ter now worships alone. This Is the 
ancient graveyard It 1* pretty nearly 
filled, with more than a century’* gar¬ 
nering of those who in life were faith¬ 
ful supporters of tho faith of the 


Friends. Even now there axe occasional 
burials made there, for while the 
younger generation has been drawp 
away from service at th© old meeting¬ 
house. the right of being burled In the 
Friends* ground 1* still one that Is 
Insisted upon by those whose parents 
belonged to the congregation. 

Once a year there is a great oc¬ 
casion In the little building and then 
the lone worshiper of other Sunday* 
lwu* an abundance of company, for there 
Is held ths Roaring Creek Monthly 
Meeting. Tht# takes place In June. 

Most of tho work of keeping the 
place In order Is accomplished entirely 
by the one pair of 1 winds of tho sole 
member of the meeting. 

Thus keeping alive this one little 
meeting-house, and maintaining a re¬ 
ligious life where It would Inevitably 
have been snuffed out. Emma Walter 
really symbolizes the condition of the 
Friends In this country. 

It Is sentiment that keeps alive the 
various meeting-house* that mark the 
home* of th© faith in the New World. 
They are all modest buildings, for the 
objection of the society to ostentation 
governed the erection of their build¬ 
ings as well a* their speech and dress. 

Philadelphia naturally has more of 
these meeting-house* than any other 
city In the country, though New Eng¬ 
land and the Middle West, especially 
Ohio oiid Illinois, have their share. 

SECRET LONG KEPT.

’’Funny, the fool thing* that'll stick in 
a man's memory,” observed the affable 
stranger from across the table In the 
downtown eating place, as he pushed back 
his finger bowl and waited for the waiter 
to come and tell him the worst. 

’That steak and mushrooms made me 
think of something.'* he went on "I'm 
craZy about mushroom*. Always was My 
dad was crazy about cm before 1 was. 
And my brother's the same way When 
we were kids my dad would encourage a 
little friendly rivalry between my brother 
and me every spring to see who could 
bring home the biggest mess of mush¬ 
rooms. And the some when fall mush¬ 
rooms came around. He would offer cash 
prizes and w© put In even’ minute pos¬ 
sible scouring the country for the fungi. 
And the beauty of It was It was a game 
at which one couldn't lose, for we all 
got In on the mushrooms no matter who 
had trailed them down. 

"One Saturday In the early spring fath¬ 
er suggested that we see how manv mush¬ 
rooms we eon Id bring hdm© by night and 
we started out. taking different directions, 
for each Imagined that he had a happy 
bunch all of ms own about a bunch of 
dead tree stumps and places where mush¬ 
rooms must have sprung up during tho 
night. 

"I walked and walked and hunted dili¬ 
gently all day long and was on my way 
home late tn the afternoon, hurrying to 
avoid a rainstorm, with only about a dos- 
rn and a half of mushrooms. \ly father 
hadn't said how much the winner was go¬ 
ing to get, but I knew I wouldn't be In 
on the purse, and I felt pretty blue, for l 
needed the money. 

"Within about two blocks of home I met 
Jim Bludsoe. Every* town has a Jim Blud- 
toe. although msbby not by the eajne 
name. He's the man that make* sx han¬ 
dles and catches turtles for the market 
and Is the firs’ mr.n around In the- spring 
with sassafras root H- also knew Just 
where mushrooms grew rhe thickest, on 
this occasion ho had a basket over his 


arm and the basket contained- seventeen 
dozen fine specimens of tho paltable 
spongyllke variety of mushroom. Jim was 
footsore and anxious to get home before 
the rain He was willing to sell the lot 
for less than he would have taken If he 
had Peddled them from house to house 
All the money I had In the world was 
$1 50 I coaxed Jim Into selling me the 
seventeen dozen at that figure end also 
pledged him to secrecy. 

‘‘That night I wo* the hero of our 
household. My brother had succeed*! in 
finding fifteen puny little .specimens, and 
I would have come in for first place any¬ 
how. My father gave me a prize of only 
tl. however, leaving me loser on the trans¬ 
action by 50 cents, but It was worth It My 
brother nearly pestered the life out of 
me to tell him where I had found such 
a bed of the fungi, but I wouldn’t tell 
him and never did tell until Just the other 
day. altnough that w*as eighteen or nine¬ 
teen years ago.

HOTEL FOR 'CHINAMEN. 

(Chicago Evening Post.) 

If Ah Sing, hero of Bret Haxle’s world- 
famous poem, -were to pay a visit to Chi¬ 
cago within the next two months or so 
he would find himself able to enter a 
Chinese hotel, hand hli grip to a Chinese 
bellboy, affix hi* signature to a Chinese 
register, eat a Chinese meal and sleep in 
a Chinese bed. 

Also he would be able to read a Chinese 
newspaper, to be awakened in the morn¬ 
ing by a Chinese servant, to call for a 
cup of real Chinese tea and eat a dish of- 
breakfarst food hailing not from Battle 
Creek, but from Canton. And he could 
hear a Chinese orchestra playing Chinese 
popular songs. 

For Chicago is to have a Chinese hotel, 
the first In the city operated on the 
"Oriental plan." It Is to be as complete 
and as modern a* the best American hos¬ 
telry. Everything In it is going to be 
Chinese, from the guests to the chop¬ 
sticks In the dining-room. Everything will 
be designed to make Ah Sin or any other 
Oriental guests feel perfectly at home. 

The new- hotel will be located In the 
heart of the Chinese industrial center, at 
112 Federal street. The lease for tbe build¬ 
ing has been applied for by the Chinamen 
behind the move to estahllah their own 
hotel. It ts held at the present time by 
F R. Otis & Co., who declared that the 
Chinamen would be given the lease with¬ 
in a week or two. 

Immediately ofter that work will be 
commenced to change the building into an 
up-to-date, commodious hotel. The rooms 
will ba fitted throughout with Chinese fur¬ 
niture and decorations. 

"We exp©< t to get the lease within a 
week.** said Louie Sing, a Clork-street 
merchant, to-day "Operatlona will begin 
at once. Several Chinese lodges and or¬ 
ganizations are back of the scheme. It 
would be a great thing for our part of th* 
city. 

"Would It pay? Certainly. My coun¬ 
trymen are given to spending money. 
Thousands of them visit here yearly. It 
w-ouid b© a fine thing for them." 

Many Chinese visitors here, unable to 
speak English, cannot get rooms at local 
hotels, and the new "Oriental plan" build¬ 
ing la designed to accommodate them. 


ADVENTURES ON THE WAY. 


Col. John L. Robords, of this city, la 
said to be the youngest forty-niner that 
ever left Missouri In quest of gold In 
the Far West, says a Hannibal (Mo.) 
correspondent of the St. Louis Qlobe- 
Democr&t. The statement has never 
been challenged. He was bom In Lin¬ 
coln county. Ky.. May 8, 1838. came 
with his parents to Missouri In 1843, 
and left Hannibal for the Pacific coast 
In the spring of *49. when he was 11 
years old His father, Archibald S. 
Robards, was captain of a company of 
fifteen Hanniballtes who made the 
Journey with ox teams. 

"Most of the boys of my age about 
Hannibal were ambitious to go on the 
river, among them 8am Clemens, but I 
had been reading the papers a great 
deal: they were teeming w r lth Indian 
stories and gold discoveries, and when 
1 found father was arranging for the 
tong hike I would not give him any 
rest until he agreed to take me along," 
said Col. Robards. "I didn't care for 
the river; adventure was the lodestone 
to my boyish mind. The folks tried 
to talk me out of It. but my head was 
set; I was bound to see whether In¬ 
dians were as bad aa they were painted, 
or whether the storybooks had lied. It 
was the Journey more than the gold at 
the end of the rainbow that lured me; 
the overland crul.se through the en¬ 
chanted valley. No tale concerning Ita 
wonders was unbelievable. It wai peo¬ 
pled with giants, who Inhabited th© 
mountains because there were no 
houses large enough. There were terri¬ 
ble tribes of dwarfs who lived In caves, 
cut high In the cliffs. It a land of 
Monte Crlsto, filled with marvels and 
miracles. 

"Sam Clemens stood among the boys 
that gathered about the wagons th© day 
we left. He wrote the Incident up In 
later years. To each boy I promised a 
sack of gold If luck came our way. 

"We were ten months and four days 
traveling from Hannibal to Mariposa, 
where our mining operation* were to 
be. Father took with him one of our 
slaves, called Green, and later liberated 
him. Green was the first slave liber¬ 
ated In California

"While In camp at Pima. Arlx., near 
the Glia River, a rnan rode In and ask¬ 
ed permission to stay with us awhile. 
Hospitality was the law of the desert 
and father cordially welcomed him. 
Next morning a swarm Indians node 
up. diked out In fathers and paint, 
armed with bow* and arrows, lance# 
and a few guns. They fully come up 
to my youthful fancy, but they were 
not on the warpath—not Juit then 
Some of them had brought com and 
other produce to sell. Father welcomed 
them through an Interpreter, and they 
were soon browsing about the camp, 
making themselves very much at home. 
There were 500 of them and twenty-five 
of us. our party having been increased 
by ten argonaut* we had encountered 
on the road. Suddenly an Indian gave 
a screech; then followed the wildest 
volume of broken lingo I had ever 
heard. 

The braves had caught sight of the 
stranger's horse and were claiming It 
aa their own. Father went to where 
the trouble was and the Interpreter told 
him that the horse had been stolen 
from the chief by some Mexicans 
*nd the Indians were going to have It 
back or annihilate the white party. 
Some sort of signal was given and the 
red warriors assembled themselves 
with military precision about the camp, 
with bows and arrows ready for action. 
Father realized the gravity erf the sit¬ 
uation. He had observed tho horse had 
showed signs of recognizing the Indians 
and made up his mind they had told a 
straight story- Then he directed the 
stranger to turn over the horse to the 
Indians, but that worthy. Indifferent to 
our perilous predicament, absolutely 
refused; he said he had paid good 
money for the horse and he was going 
to keep it

The Interpreter quickly translated 
hia ultimatum to the chief, who was 
standing with father In the center of 
the o-amp. The Indian*, who had come 
on a friendly mission, now began to 
look ferocious. Father whispered to me 
to run to the wagon and get his duel¬ 
ing pistol and my box of Indian trink¬ 
et*—boori*. mirrors and some small, 
bright ornaments which had been gjv- 
en me In Hannibal by a relative of Gen.

Handsome engravings decorated the 
steel parts; there was a mechanical de¬ 
vice to set a hair trigger.

Ish, and hod also picked up some In¬ 
dian during the trip. Father said It 
would nover do for a slave to be ruler 
of a tribe of freemen, but he called 
five or six of our party around. The 
matter wim long and earnestly debat¬ 
ed. Oreen watched the proceeding* 
with great Interest, a* the result would 
decide whether he would be king or 
slave. I knew' how he would like to 
send word to th© darkles at home 
about hli wonderful rise In the world, 
and wa* glad when the conference de¬ 
cided that If he was to be an Indian 
chief he must be liberated, and father 
promptly assented to this, remarking 
that Green had come from Kentucky 
with him, and had alwaya proven a 
most faithful servant. 

"The tribesmen waited outside the 
camp, and when Green was formally 
declared a free man they took their 
new leader away, uttering ahouts of 
triumph. 

"In a week the king waa back, his 
kinky hair full of feathers and hts 
clothe* In tatters. He didn’t say any¬ 
thing for a few* days, and then he let 
father In on th* secrK;

"Going up the coaM we stopped at 
Santa Barbara and camped A Mexi¬

NEW TELEGRAPH DEVICES. 


(Washington Post) 

A new apparatus which la Intended to 
eliminate errors In telegrams ha# been 
installed at Liverpool. Manchester and 
Birmingham. 

The telegram handed In at the post- 
office Is prepared In the form of an ord¬ 
inary* perforated ribbon by the Creed per¬ 
forating machine. This band Is now 
passed through an instrument which 
translate# the perforation# Into actual 
tyiHKl letters, so that u typed copy of the 
original telegram is obtained direct. 

Another new Instrument with which the 
post-office I# experimenting Is a still fur¬ 
ther advance, and receives the telegrams 
direct In the form of typed matter. A 
roll of telegraph forms l» placed In the 
receiving instrument, wrhtch operates au¬ 
tomatically. 

It first prints the name and address of 
the recipient, and then proceeds to print 
the message, letter for letter being ob¬ 
tained from the effect# of the electric cur¬ 
rents sent through the line and actuated 
by the perforated ribbon at the sending 
office.

The system ts. however, more costly than 
that in use at present, but the experi¬ 
ments so far apnear to be highly satis¬ 
factory. and further installations are ex¬ 
pected to follow rapidly.

Insanity will be the plea of Thomas 
Jefferson Heal, the boy bandit who. In 
tin attempt to rob the Merchants* Na¬ 
tional Bank In New Albany In broad 
daylight, shot and Instantly killed 
"Gary** Fawcett, the caahier; probably 
fatally wounded J. K. Woodward, the 
bank president, and wounded James 
Tucker, a negro chauffeur, so seriously 
that In all likelihood he will die.

Peyton that he is now convinced 
that he was Insane when he left his 
home bent upon Ills desperate mission 
Thursday morning. He attributes as a 
cause fdr his Insanity the reading of 
cheap novels.

Retains Attorney*. 


Through W. J. Hoal. father of the 
young desperado, attorneys were re¬ 
tained yesterday to defend him. They 
are Laurent A. Douglass and Samuel 
G. Wilkerion. both of Jeffersonville. 
They visited young Hoal In his cell at 
the Jeffersonville Reformatory late yes¬ 
terday afternoon and had a long talk 
with him. Neither of the attorneys 
would.divulge details of the Interview.

through tho ptea of inanity it nUo 
Is taken as an Indication that he lias 
nl U'l begun to rcul.x* the taking o! 
human life la of more serinu.«ness 
than hs has heretofore rejjurcted ft 
He Is now beginning to look ths ques¬ 
tion of his punishment squarely in iht 


fact* and has changed his view* from 
the way he expressed it Thursday aft¬ 
ernoon. when hr* said to the first re¬ 
porter who talked with him: "It can't 
be helped n«nv, ‘however. I don’t care 
what they do with me. They can't 
more than hang me, and we nil hav© 
to die."

Haa Begun To Cringe. 

The fact that Hoal hsd begun to 
cringe and had changed his notion 
about wanting to dlt> was practically 
the only n«*w feature regarding him 
that developed yesterday, and he spVnt 
u quiet day. having ample opportunity 
to study over his bloodthirsty deed 
with no chance to cast aside his re¬ 
morse by talking to others, ns no one 
was permitted to visit him at the In¬ 
diana Reformatory- The days of In¬ 
terviews wJth Hoal are now things of 
the post. and few persons will 
get to see him. His father will 
be admitted when he applies at tho 
Reformatory office, and MaJ. Peyton 
said officers would lie permitted to «©e 
him If they desired to talk to him for 
the purpose of securing evidence re¬ 
garding the tragedy. 

MaJ. Peyton said Just what might 
be expected Is in the course of hap¬ 
pening and h© ventured the assertion 
Hoal was on the eve of breaking down 
under the strain he has been, to out¬ 
ward appearance*, bearing up under so 
bravely. MaJ Peyton wild the child 
nature of the boy wits beginning to 
manifest Itself and the erstwhile young 
bandit had been tamed Fear Is now 
his chief stock in trade, and that fear 
Is that his worthless life may have to 
pay the penalty for the murder he has 
committed. The plea of Insanity Is 
practically the only avenue now open 
to Hoal to escape th© scaffold. 

On more than one occasion Hoal haa 
demonstrated at the Indiana Reforma¬ 
tory that he h«ti a vicious temper and 
Is easily arousal, but he hns shown 
enough consideration for hts own per- 
»onnl comfort to be as docile as pos¬ 
sible In this he Is shrewd. During 
some of the interviews he was sub¬ 
jected to by newspaper men h# lost 
his temper on several occasions and 
for an Instant his eyes would dash 
viciously In a twinkling, however, 
this would disappear because Hoal 
realized It was to his interest to con¬ 
trol himself. He has mad** no com¬ 
plaints of his treatment, as there It 
no reason why he should, but It Is 
plain h© does not appreciate his sur¬ 
roundings.

Haa Not Seen Newspapers. 


The worst punishment Hoal has been 
receiving Is the refusal of those it© is 
In charge of to permit him to know 
what the paper* have been saying. 
Until yesterday he show*ed every indi¬ 
cation of regarding himself as a hero 
who should be recognised by the whole 
world ,a* a brave young outlaw. He 
began to weaken on this theory yes¬ 
terday and to pay more attention to 
how he was going to make some ex¬ 
cuse for what he had done. Ha nat¬ 
urally supposes he was given good 
write-ups on account of the numerous 
visits he received from newspaper men. 

FYom now on he will be Hoal, the boy 
In for safe keeping, and will be given 
no more attention than his needs re¬ 
quire. He will have all the time that Is 
necessary to ponder over his death- 
dealing ride in an automobile driven by 
a chauffeur guiding the machine at the 
point of a revolver and. as the proof 
goes to show, not knowing what tb© ob¬ 
ject of the trip was. He can plan in his 
mind more boxes to go to Knoxville in. 
if he so desires, but the chances are he 
will n‘ot be given an opportunity to re- 
allxe any of his dreams. MaJ. Peyton 
has announced that the reformatory Is 
dosed against curiosity seekers and thai 
he will admit but few to Host's place of 
detention. 

In •peaking of the graduates of the 
ydlow-back novel. MaJ. Peyton said 
yesterday h« had another typical one In 
the institution who received his diploma 
at the age of IS. although to get Into 
th© Indiana Reformatory he represented 
himself to be 17 und the general super¬ 
intendent of the institution said the 
parents of the Jad verified his statement. 
MaJ. Peyton said he thought It best not 
to give the boy's name, but stated he 
arrived four weeks ago yesterday from 
bog&mumrt to serve from one to four¬ 
teen vekrs under a conviction to the 
charge of grand larceny.

Another Victim of Novels. 


The commitment papers show that 
w hen a mere child !u* stole a gold watch 
belonging to his school teacher. For 
this he was reprimanded in court loiter 
on he Mole a bicycle, and was permitted 
to go under a suspended sentence of 
from one to eight years. promising to 
make a man of himself. A few days 
later he stole a horse and buggy, plead¬ 
ed guilty and gave his age as 17. When 
he arrived at the reformatory the offi¬ 
cials there were satisfied he was much 
younger. Three days after coming In 
he baked and refused to leave his cell 
to go to w’ork. 

MaJ. Peyton say* he then gave Capt. 
Leon U*uf. assistant superintendent, 
wKh whom he had a long talk, instruc¬ 
tions to place the lad under the eye of a 
strict officer, and It was only a few 
hours until he had disobeyed the rules. 
He was ordered locked up In the dun¬ 
geon on cornbread and water. In a few’ 
hours he began to cry and waa left to 
the amusement through one entire 
night. He then began to give In. hut 
It required five days for him to reach 
the point where ho offered to behave 
himself. 

He then admitted to MaJ. Peyton that 
he hod read every yellow -1*ack he could 
lay hfs hands on. and reeled off the 
names of scores of novels he had read. 
When asked why he stole he told MaJ. 
Payton that he wanted to be had like 
the heroes he had been reading about. 
He also admitted he became 13 years 
old after reaching the Indiana Reforma¬ 
tory and hni wanted to come there to 
keep on being a hero. He has promised 
to be good and his case has been taken 
up with Gov. Marshall, who has con¬ 
sented to parole th*- lad ** soon ns a 
home can bo found for him In a good 
Christian family. MaJ. Peyton Is work¬ 
ing to that end now.

Toe second count act-UMr* him 
of killing Fawcett while committing a 
burglary In tho daytime. There is an 
Indiana staute against daylight. bur- 
glory The third count churges that 
Hoal killed Fawcett while he was try¬ 
ing to rob him of 1600 belonging to 
hint. Although Mr. Fawcett did not 
own the money in the hank there Is 
an Indiana statute which sets forth 
that wh*po a man t© th© custodian of 
property or money or trustee or agent 
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the money or property under the law 
belongs to him.

Vig-oroua Prosecution. 


Pnwieciitlng Attorney Bulteit Is pre¬ 
paring to make a vaporous prosecution 
of Hoal, nnd Judge Utx desires to dis¬ 
pose of tlie case without unnecessary 
delay.

PHRENOLOGIST SIZES 
BOY BANDIT UP RIGHT 


Toronto, Ont.. Nov. 13.—"Labor Sun¬ 
day" is a suggestion laid before tho 
Amerk'an Federation of Labor In a 
resolution Introduced at to-day's ses 
aion by Secretary Frank Morrison. Th© 
resolution would designate the flrat 
Sunday in September of each year as 
the occasion when the churohcs of 
America devote some part of the day 
to a presentation of the labor question. 
It also recommends that the various 
central and local labor bodies b© re 
quested to co-operate In every legiti¬ 
mate way with ministers who thus ob¬ 
serve labor Sunday. 

A resolution offered by the American 
Federation of Musicians aaks that the 
American Federation of Labor petition 
Congress to appoint a special commit 
tee to lnvestlg&lo th© methods employ¬ 
ed by the steel industry In maintain¬ 
ing industrial conditions and that. If it 
Is found that the tariff. Instead of be¬ 
ing used to pialntaln American indus¬ 
trial condition*. Is turned into the pock¬ 
ets of the employers, the tariff on steel 
be suspended. 

Following the arrival from New 
York ef John Spargo and Robert Hun¬ 
ter. well-known worker* in the social¬ 
istic field, Frank Hayes, a delegate 
from the United Mine Worker*, Intro¬ 
duced a resolution declaring for the 
Socialistic economic programme. 

This resolution is expected to give 
the Socialistic element of the conven¬ 
tion an opportunity to discus* their 
propaganda on th© convention floor. 
Among the resolutJjn* reported to th© 
convention and adopted were the fol¬ 
lowing 

Authorising the Executive Council 
of th© American Federation of Labor 
to make recommendation* to the Presi¬ 
dent of the United States respecting 
th© appointment of Judges. 

Favoring an eight-hour day for post- 
office clerks. 

Ask It us' Congrve* to pans a compre- 
heruHve^kmial saving* bank act. 

Urging tho affiliated unions of th© 
American Federation of I-abor "ear¬ 
nestly to champion and work for the 
political freedom of women." 

The convention went on record in fa¬ 
vor of securing an extension of the 
eight-hour law to cover all Govern¬ 
ment work, whether hy contract or sub¬ 
contract. and Freslden; Talt will be 
urged to recommend such a measure In 
his mcsMige to Congress. 

Fajmrable action was taken on a 
resolution asking Secretary Nagel, of 
the Department of Labor, and Com¬ 
missioner Neill, of the Bureau of La¬ 
bor, to create in that bureau a de¬ 
partment for the Investigation of th© 
condition of working women and re¬ 
questing that a woman be appointed at 
th© head of such a department. 

■ The deep waterway project* through¬ 
out the country were Indorsed, und a 
continuance of th© cmmpnlgn of educa¬ 
tion for the prevention of tuberculosis 
was ndvocat©d. 

The resolution providing for an as¬ 
sessment of twenty-live cents per year 
from each member of the federatldn 
for the creation of a national defense 
fund wa* voted down. So also wa* a 
resolution of the Minnesota State Fed¬ 
eration advocating the raising of a de¬ 
fense fund. 

■ Following an address by one of the 
Porto Rican delegates a resolution fa¬ 
voring th© granting to the people of 
Porto Rico full American cU!x*n*hlp 
wa* unanimously adopted. The con¬ 
vention adjourn ed un til Monday.

Reports More Favorable. 

Later versions of the disaster given 
by miners who escaped, placed the list 
of those imprisoned In the mine at 
about 380.

Beforr that time ©cores of the men 
had quietly, but hurriedly, left the 
mine, and U was iiaid that about 180 
of the 665 men working In th© mine had 
escaped. This would place the num¬ 
ber of th->se now In the mine at less 
than 400.

Practical miners who watched the 
work of rescue to-night asserted that It 
wa* almost impossible that any man 
could escape alive from the mine. They 
declared that the scaling of the shaft 
mouth, white th© only method of check 
Ing the Are. effectually shut off all air 
from thr men white tho Are and sm^ke 
wen* forming noxious gases which 
would fill every section of the excava 
tlon. 

It Is said that none of the miners 
could rurvlv© more than two hours. 
While the mine official* declare tho* air 
can reach the min© through the open 
©scape shaft, the volume of water pour¬ 
ing down tin* opening. In the effort to 
quench tho flame, apparently blocked 
all passage of air. 

No accident of a similar nature has 
been recorded in the history of mine 
disasters in Illinois.

RELIEVES MANY ARE ALIVE. 




W. R Oooper Receives Encouraging ^ 
Reports From Cherry. 

Chicago, Nov. 13.—D. L. Bush, gen¬ 
eral manager erf the operating deport- i~. 
ment of th© UhVago. Milwaukee and j 1 
St. Paul railroad, which owns the mln© Hi 
at Chsrry, III., received word of ths 
disaster to-night and left Immediately 
for Cherry. HU report* confirmed the 
earlier account* of th© disaster. 

W. S. Cooper, assistant general su¬ 
perintendent of the Chicago. Milwau¬ 
kee and St. Paul railroad, said that 
he believed the loos of Ilf© would not 
reach a tenth of the number given in 
the first reports. Mr. Cooper asserted 
that more than two hundred of the 450 
miner* at work had escaped before ths 
mine was seated up. 

"According to communications re¬ 
ceived from the mine to-day,** h# sald- 
"ths number of men in the min© Is not 
more than 200 or 225. I am hopeful 
that very fewfwill be found dead when 
the rescuers reach them. 

"The fire began about 2:30 o'clock in 
the third vein. I am informed that 
about 400 men were at work and of 
that number mope than 200 ©*ra>p©d un¬ 
injured. About ten men were taken 
out dead. Among these, I ani told, 
were three of th© ; >cal manager* of 
the mine, who had a-risted In forming 
a rescue party, , 

"To-night. 1 am tokl. the fire Is much 
less strong than It was early this 
evening, and th© mine probably will 
be opened to admit searchers shortly 
after mldfilgnt Every preparation has. 
been madu to care t r tho** in th© 
mine. Phygfctan* and nurses are In 
raadlne**, and It Is hoped that the list 
uf dead nnd Injured will be smaU. 

"The mlna lia* beep In operation 
about flv© years 1 have never heard of 
any previous ac "dent *hero.

The recently reported burial of the 
' skulls and bones of 1,200 long dead 
Eskimos In the Episcopal burying 
grounds her© under direction of Bianop 
P. T. Rowe may usher in a new era 
t In burial customs in the North, says a 
Point Hop© (Alaska) correspondent of 
, the Seattle Pool-Intelligencer. It will 
be recalled that these skulls and loons 
were picked up on the surface of the 
ground, Just where they were left In 
their last long sleep maybe a thousand 
' years ago. 

All along the shores of the Arctic 
from crape Prince of Wales to Labra¬ 
dor, and far Into the untraveled Inte¬ 
rior this apparently heartless custom 
, of leaving the dead a prey to hungry 
, wolves and half-wolf dogs ha» pre¬ 
vailed from time Immemorial. There 
Is scarcely a ridge or headland In all 
the vast territory over which the Es¬ 
kimos have roamed that has not some* 
w'here upon It a place of skulls. 

The re is nothing that so impresses 
I the Arctic traveler, be he timid tourist 
or daring prospector, as do those ever 
present skulls as they stare out at the 
lonely stars from their dark inoes beds 
on the frozen hills of the Northland. 
Some of them have kept their long 
vigils through the forgotten centuries 
and now crumble to the touch like 
chalk. Some of them are startlingly 
fresh from the framework of the liv¬ 
ing. Tell your Eskimo guide that he 
should bury his dead and he will tell 
you that in summer water would come 
in to the grave Tell him that In 
civilized lands they sometimes cremate 
the dead, and he will be horrified As 
a matter of fact the seemingly heart¬ 
less custom of leaving the dead on the 
Arctic hilt-tops to be the food of sav¬ 
age beasts is perfectly natural and 
quite unavoidable. 

• • • 

Hard To Dig Graves. 


The digging of a grave in the far 
North even In summer with the old 
tools possessed by the Eskimos was 
next to impossible, for even In July 
the ground immediately beneath the 
moss tl at covers the surface every¬ 
where Is frozen as hard as granite to 
an unknown depth. Even where under¬ 
ground Ice is found the Eskimos 
would consider the making of a grave 
a useless expenditure of energy and 
at the same time a cruel proceeding, 
for the thought of having to lie In Icy 
water Is unbearable to an Eskimo. So 
the>lr dead were left on the dry hill¬ 
tops where the sun of summer 
wanned strange Arctic flowers Into 
Ufe around them, while over them in 
winter the ghostly aurora borealis 
played In all Its Arctic grandeur. The 
old social kindliness of the North was 
thus at th© bottom of the whole matter 
of the disposition of the dead. 

Although the dead are left on their 
mossy beds beneath the unprotecting 
stars. It must not be thought that 
hearts do not melt with grief when 
death pays his sad visits to an Eskimo 
village There are no more affection¬ 
ate people In the world. This la the 
universal testimony of every one fa¬ 
miliar with their ways. But they typify 
the childhood of the race. Their grief, 
like that of children. Is acute , and is 
soon over. Their lamentations are some¬ 
times pronounced but never prolonged. 
But they are rot stoics. Men. women 
and children eob pitifully when the eye 
of the sick one no longer responds to 
the peculiar death test, and In the old 
days their morrow was doubly intense 
when at the request of the patient the 
end was hastened by a friendly knife 
thrust and the helpless sufferer was 
put out of pain forever.

Dog Race a Feature. 


Right then and there all mourning 
ceases. There is not a dag in the Arctic 
that does not know that a funeral with¬ 
out a dog race would be a force. Every 
child, every malamoot pup in the village 
knows that th© team that wins this 
funeral race will win fame and honor 
and frozen seal meat from every Igloo. 
Almost as soon as the body touches 
the ground they are off. Across the 
tundra they fly. dogs, detached pupa, 
men. women, children and chief mourn¬ 
ers, all racing and shouting frantical¬ 
ly. The occasion Is one of Indescriba¬ 
ble confusion and wild hilarity. 

In this way the Arctic has disposed 
of her dead for no one known how 
many generations. There are no brass 
bands, no tearful dirges, no pathos¬ 
breathing flowers strewn upon newly- 
molded graves. There Is no attempt 
made to make the occasion Impressive, 
no attempt to perpetuate the memory 
of any one. In the wild excitement 
of the race the heart-break and un¬ 
speakable sorrowr of these cMId-llke 
people has faded away to a tender 
memory. It Is In this way that the 
children of the cold soothe their deep¬ 
est sorrow and teach each other to for¬ 
get the helpless suffering of their dead. 

Among the white bones that glisten 
on a thousand northern hills may be 
found the relics of the Arctic race, 
odd tools are there fashioned out of 
flint and slate or beautifully polished 
Jade or Ivon*. Old bows and arrows 
that have rotted away In the grip of 
dead men's hands, wonderful Ivory and 
copper spear heads, and all the weap¬ 
ons that were once scattered upon 
Arctic battlefields were left within 
reach of the hands that had shaped 
them during life. Stone pans that 
served os seal oil lamps are there and 
odd wooden vessels that served as 
drinking cups before the ships come In 
from the mystenlous distance carrying 
tin and granite ware and the odor of 
bad whisky. 

• • • 

Whole Rib Monuments. 

No monuments mark the resting 
places of the dead, but often the great 
rib* of the whale are seen standing here 
and there above the skulls of those 
w'ho some time In the years gone by 
were doubtless famous harpooners. 

Before the restless hand of olvUlza- 
tlon reached out Into the Arctic gloom 
no Eskimo was ever known to steal 
one of these relics from their dead. To 
steal from the living was bad enough, 
but to steal from the dead, who were 
helpless, wus despicable. 

But civilization brought new stand 
ards of right and wrong. It was soon 
found Chat these relics could be bar¬ 
tered off to the white men for all kinds 
of things that were new and strange In 
the North, and so the robbery of th© 
dead began. Every year now these 
ghostly hilltops yield a band some rev¬ 
enue to the living. Even the sacred 
bones of the departed are not immune 
from the vandalism of modem com- 
mere©, and on several occasions small 
boys have clambered on board ships 
bearing In their hands the skulls of 
their own ancestors, which they offered 
to sell at a fair price.

It was the intention of the doctor* 
to study the effect of high altitudes on 
the blood and heart action by exper¬ 
iment© conducted on themselves at dif¬ 
ferent stage* of the flight. 

When the balloon was parsing over 
Walnut street on It* northward pasaag* 
it appeared in imminent danger of 
biimplng Into the city hall tower. Tbe 
sand ballast that woe hurriedly thrown 
out by the balloonists descended in a 
shower on pedestrians and helped to 
attract their attention to what was for 
a moment a thrilling spectacle. The 
Franklin finally got over the tower and 
went on Its way. 

Passing over Girard avenue. It again 
began to drop, and what was left of the 
l>alla*t was sent overboard Thu* light¬ 
ened. the balloon went up a couple of 
thousand fetn and made the flight to 
Holmesburg. 

The final descent was made without 
, accident. 

The doctoYs said on their way home 
I with the undamaged sphygmomanom¬ 
eter—that'* the name of the instrument 
that you test blood pressure with—that 
they'd make another trip before long 
for more experiments. A leaking ga*

NOVEL AUTO FITTINGS. 

(Boston Correspondence of the New York 
World.) 

A party of Boston sportsmen have 
started on a trip which will put their 
40-horse-power motor car to a unique uso. 
The car will be their traveling hunting 
comp, eating and sleeping In It while they 
are In the Maine woods. Mr. tFaye Is the 
owner of the car. which hi been re¬ 
modeled above the chassis to meet the 
requirements of the hunting trip. Can¬ 
vas has been sewed to th© extra large 
hood, to bfl extended out fourteen feet In 
front of the machine and staked down to 
the ground, providing with the car a 
comp twenty-seven and a half feet long. 
This arrangement Is to be used only in 
wet weather, enabling a fire to be started 
in a portable stove and have the cooking 
done under cover 

Inside the car are four bunks, two on 
each side, made to offset from the car so 
that all four beds may be made up. straps 
placed acrotts them and then the bunks 
folded up like sleep ng car berUta. There 
Is a pneumatic mattress for each berth. 
A pair of army blankets, a thin rubber 
blanket and a pillow complete the on fit 
for each berth. The driver** seat con¬ 
tains the storage or dry batteries rot ..(*u 
tlon and lighting the car An ingenious 
device is used on the storage cells. A 
small dynamo generates electricity and 
stores it while the car U running, #o that 
when the car is stopped there is plenty of 
current for lighting and other purposes. 
Jn the back of th© second seat are the 
provisions, carried In tin boxes made es¬ 
pecially to fit this space. Under this seat 
are stored tools, spare parts. Inner tubes 
and ammunition. The icebox, which 
slide* under the chassis, is mode to pull 
out Ilk© a drawer. In this the meat and 
game are to be kept 

The body of the car. which Is strong. 
Is as tight as ts consistent for the work 
expected The frame Is made of hickory 
stripe about nine Inch©* apart as for as 
the top hunk, and then weatherproof 
canvas from there to the top. all painted 
black. There are four rods Inside to keep 
the canopy from spreading The back Is 
made to open, for convenience in loading 
and unloading. Heavy curtains for each 
bed will protect the sleepers in rain or 
cold winds. The car Is also equipped 
with a small radiator heated by the hot 
water circulation of the engine. A com¬ 
plete aluminum comp outfit of plates, fry- 
ng pen*, po's (uid kettles, arranged In 
neat*. Is carried.
